When Does 'Open' Mean 'Closed'? 

SOS, Proposition 2, and populist anti-democratic populism

Yd rather he writing about Elliot Roberts, Neil 
Young, Jonathan Demme, art, and vision - but 
Prop. 2 is way too ugly to ignore. 

1) You decide to ask your boss for a raise 
and better benefits. It’s been a number of 
years and you figure you’re due. At home 
you work it all out. Your current salary and 
benefits, those of people in similar positions 
at the company (information that is legal to 
have but which your employer might not 
realize you’ve obtained), what you’ll be ask- 
ing - and what you will settle for. The next 
day you walk into your boss’ office and hand 
over all this paperwork to him before sitting 
down to negotiate. 

Imagine the same scenario for buying a car 
or renting an apartment or buying a house. 
In any such negotiation, you do not want to 
lay all your cards, or even most of them, on 
the table, but to play them carefully. Keep in 
mind, that in this case, whereas you need to 
detail your considerations, assumptions, and 
terms, those who sit across from you have 
to do no such thing. Such a process, only 
“open” on one side, would at least cripple if 
not outright destroy most companies’ ability 
to negotiate. 

Currently the citizens of Austin are being 
asked to vote for a proposed charter amend- 
ment - aka Prop. 2 - that doesn’t actu- 
ally describe any of those situations just 
discussed, but wants to lock the city into 
that position every time it considers any kind 
of economic-development proposal. The so- 
called “Open Government” proposition is 
not, as some have claimed, a well-inten- 
tioned but sloppy piece of legislation, in 
which intention, enforcement, actual imple- 
mentation, and focus are way too vague. 

Ironically, at the beginning of the 21st cen- 
tury, public discourse is dominated by an ide- 
ology best described as the truly odd coupling 
of Humpty Dumpty’s and George Orwell’s 
futuristic, semantically based visions. 

Not only is it no longer important what 
you say, the words meaning exactly and only 
what the speaker intends, but the ongoing 
political struggle is rendered in one-dimen- 
sional, black-and-white terms, the good guys 
against the bad guys. Neither these meanings 
nor politics are based on precedent, his- 
torically resonant, or in any way permanent. 
Instead meanings and ideas can and do 
change often, swiftly, and without warning. 

Nowhere is this bastardized, arbitrary 
imposition of authority more starkly evident 
and out of control as in the ongoing politi- 
cal dialogue. Almost counterintuitively, it is 
bred, nurtured, encouraged, and celebrated 
swirling around the governmental workings 
of our constitutional republic, based on the 
democratic principle of universal suffrage. 
Therefore a “reform” party is by definition 
“better” than any existing political organi- 
zation because those are all, consequently, 


“anti-reform.” There are no details as to 
a specific platform - instead the refrain 
becomes “Well, it’s reform - you know, 
doing things better.” 

In the current case, if a proposition is 
labeled “Open Government,” then an elected 
leader better pay it lip service, at least in 
principle. Otherwise, “What? Are you for 
closed government - in favor of secret back- 
room deals, corruption, and fraud?” Prop. 2 
is far more concerned with crippling Austin’s 
government, regardless of the political and 
economic consequences, than with opening 
it up. But who would vote for that bill, accu- 
rately labeled?!? 

This is part of an aggressive campaign 
on the part of one of the city’s most estab- 
lished, monomaniacally focused special- 
interest groups, which routinely insists it 
represents a near-holy, incorruptible, non- 
negotiable vision. Allies are righteously pure 
and those in disagreement morally, politi- 
cally, and ethically dishonest. In this equa- 
tion representative government and basic 
constitutional rights, rather than inherent 
guarantees of the individual’s social con- 
tract, are instead intruding roadblocks that 
must be overcome. 

Sadly, I’m talking about Save Our Springs 
Alliance and the increasingly fringe, overly 
ambitious environmental community. 

2) In June of 1990 Austin citizens came 
together to insist that environmental con- 
cerns must be a city priority. Hundreds and 
hundreds showed up at the City Council 
chambers. Many thousands and thousands 
more became involved. It was truly a broad- 
based community effort, not an uprising but 
a fierce insistence on representative govern- 
ment. Eventually, the SOS ordinance passed 
and SOS was organized (later dividing into 
two separate organizations for legal reasons 
having to do with money and lobbying) . 

3) I will always remember, during one 
election endorsement interview, years back, 
we asked each of the candidates to clearly 
state his or her reasons for running. Robert 
Singleton finished by saying he hoped to dis- 
cover exactly what the parasitical monster was 
that entered and permanently altered newly 
elected officials so that regardless of their 
campaign promises, they become another 
compromised and compromising politician. 

Perhaps tragically, perhaps not, the mon- 
ster is this country’s core constitutional 
conceit that all citizens have a say in their 
government, so that elected officials are obli- 
gated to all their constituents and not just 
the ideas of the special interests that initially 
drove them. Furthermore, existing laws and 
established legal precedents restrict unilat- 
eral and unprecedented actions. 

Obviously, the current Republicans’ 
uncompromising, narrow-focused, lockstep 


politics are the completely reversed mirror 
image of these ideals. But this is almost just 
an accident of their current hold on power; 
that kind of arrogance is not limited to 
one party. Currently, regardless of political 
persuasion, any politician who considers 
the views of as broad a base of the com- 
munity as possible, compromising for the 
communal good rather than adhering to 
strict ideological tenets, is quickly labeled 
a sellout and a typically corrupt politician. 
Reasonable discourse is disdained by nearly 
the entire ideological spectrum of American 
political beliefs. 

4) Always there and waiting to devour any 
newly elected council member, the “mon- 
ster” is in fact rational and reasonable core 
governing responsibilities: to serve the whole 
community; to represent but not rubber- 
stamp their desires; to always consider the 
health and best interests of the city and its 
citizens; to respect and follow the law; to be 
impartial, fair, and consistent. 

Pursuing ideological speech and ideas is 
always a lot easier than actual governing. 
Criticizing the government is to actually 
administering it as thinking about mastur- 
bating is to a sexually active, human rela- 
tionship. Some of the images may be similar, 
but the actual experiences have near nothing 
in common. 

In Austin, most civic governing activities 
are handicapped by the power and possible 
punitive intervention by the state of Texas. 
Rather than broad democratic obligations, 
the state pursues a much narrower agenda, 
responding to a much smaller constitu- 
ency. The governor’s office is seemingly near- 
legally partnered with certain special interest 
lobbyists who have little use for Austin. The 
Legislature’s biases, coupled with an overly 
active dislike of our city, result in it regularly 
not just threatening Austin’s political inde- 
pendence, but often retaliating against it. 

If local politicians acknowledge this 
obvious problem overshadowing Austin’s 
legislative actions, they are accused of 
whorishly selling out, lacking moral cour- 
age, and/or being too overly concerned 
about state backlash. 

5) The electoral process, as well as politi- 
cal, legal, and practical realities, should be a 
crucial part of the discussion and execution 
of environmental policy. Except the envi- 
ronment is not an ideology, but a scientific 
reality. Which is why compromise can be so 
deadly even when it seems a victory for the 
green forces. 

This kind of devotion - to principle over 
popular government, the law, and civic 
procedural precedence - can seem noble. 
However, such an attitude, no matter how 
pure, contains the contaminated seeds of an 
anti-democratic fascism. 


6) Name-calling, character assassination, 
and casting aspersions of corruption on a 
council member’s concerns are, in practice, 
the order of the day. Disagreeing with SOS 
and its allies is regarded by them as attack- 
ing the truth - and not just the truth, but the 
holy truth. 

There is no principled disagreement, only 
saints and whores in this scenario. 

As one who loves language and ideological 
argument, it is with somewhat delirious antic- 
ipation that I look forward to Bill Bunch’s let- 
ter on this editorial. Nakedly self-righteous 
in his self-interest, Bunch will nonchalantly 
attack other single-issue special-interest lob- 
byists as being involved in backroom negotia- 
tions without ever acknowledging that he is 
doing exactly the same. 

Not only that, but whenever the Chronicle 
writes almost anything this environmental 
community disagrees with, someone will 
write in to correct us. There is factual report- 
ing (pretty much paralleling their view) and 
inaccurate and/or lazy and/or corrupted mis- 
information presented as accurate (anything 
that doesn’t parrot their line). 

7) SOS was initially driven by a broad- 
based, widely popular public response. At 
the time and over the years the environmen- 
tal community has been attacked from any 
numbers of differing points of views. Some 
Austinites were in favor of development, and 
others were opposed to almost any environ- 
mental restrictions. Leftists and minorities 
argued it was just a rich Anglo movement 
privileging plants and rocks over social and 
economic justice. Others insisted the issue 
had come to dominate local politics at the 
expense of many other issues, including cru- 
cial city infrastructure and activity. 

This paper and I have always spoken up in 
favor of a broad populist view in which social, 
economic, racial, and political justice were as 
crucial to the tapestry as environmental and 
developmental concerns. We have argued 
against the above anti-environmental points 
of view as being disingenuous and/or missing 
the bigger picture. 

As I write this I am still proud of this city’s 
political history, and I still champion those 
same centrist progressive positions. But the 
most militant leadership of the environmen- 
tal community’s inability to compromise 
- the obsessive consistent call- out- the-troops 
hysteria brought to every single environmen- 
tally tinged issue and the casual indictment 
of community leaders, elected officials, media 
reporters, and city personnel whenever they 
don’t toe the party line - has begun to sicken 
me. Having won so many battles, we are los- 
ing the war. 

Make no mistake about it, this open- 
government proposal is designed to fatally 
cripple the city’s ability to function, which is 
just what it will do. ■

U.S. Senator: Barbara Ann 
Radnofsky 

Houston lawyer Radnofsky is the only seri- 
ous candidate, and it is one mark of the disar- 
ray of the state Democratic Party that she 
must once again defeat the perennial token 
candidate, Gene Kelly, who should find him- 
self a different hobby Radnofsky deserves a 
chance to make a real, visible run against 
incumbent Republican Sen. Kay Bailey 
Hutchison. Real, serious Democrats will get 
to the polls and vote for her. 

U.S. Representative, District 10: 
Ted Ankrum 

For us, this election is not about ideology 
- it’s about which Democrat has a remote 
shot at knocking off incumbent Bush-policy 
rubber stamper Michael McCaul. We endorsed 
Ted Ankrum of Cypress in the original vote, 
largely on the instinct that his military service 
might prove popular with rural voters and 
moderate conservatives in this sprawling 
Austin-to-Houston district - the people who 
will ultimately decide the winner, since Travis 
Co. liberals will support whichever Dem gets 
the nod. The initial results have us reconsid- 
ering those instincts: Austinite Paul Foreman 
dominated the rural vote, and it was mainly 
due to Travis Co. that Ankrum was able to 
finish in a virtual tie with Foreman. Foreman 
insists he’s been organizing actively outside of 
Austin and that those connections will carry 
him to victory over McCaul. But although 
Foreman’s a good man, a longtime indepen- 
dent activist, and undoubtedly the best poet/ 
publisher running for Congress, we still aren’t 
convinced that he’s the better choice here. 

On the issues, there really isn’t a whole lot 
to distinguish between the two - both want 
the U.S. out of Iraq, both support universal 
health care, both are appalled by the daily 


tales of corruption coming out of the Bush 
administration. The only major tactical differ- 
ence is that Foreman says he’ll immediately 
push for impeachment. A fine idea, but not a 
realistic one unless the Democrats retake con- 
trol of Congress, and probably not one that 
will resonate between here and Houston. In a 
perfect world, perhaps both these candidates 
would be congressmen. Forced to make a 
choice, we still believe Ankrum will best 
appeal to voters in the middle, where this 
battle will be fought and won. 

Lieutenant Governor: 

Benjamin Z. Grant 

In the initial vote, we endorsed Grant 
because of his specific legislative and judicial 
experience (he both served in the Legislature 
and is a longtime Texarkana judge), but he

Terry Keel, a brilliant but often ruthless legis- 
lator who may one day make a really fine 
judge - if in fact there is a judicial tempera- 
ment hidden somewhere beneath his reflex- 
ively prosecutorial exterior.

SOS Is Delusional

Amendment Will Likely Make 
Things Worse 

Dear Editor, 

The proposed campaign-finance charter 
amendment is poorly written and had little 
public input [“Point Austin,” News, March 24]. 
It likely will make matters much worse, which is 
a shame because we do need to increase the 
contribution limits and make other changes. But 
this proposal is much worse than current law. 

The charter proposal has no limits on how 
much individuals can give to PACs, creating a 
giant loophole that undermines the proposed 
$300 individual limits on candidate contribu- 
tions. This loophole simply will further empower 
the police PAC and other special-interest PACs. 


The city bureaucracy contends that the loophole 
is necessary because limits on individual con- 
tributions to PACs are unconstitutional, but they 
can’t explain why federal law has had such limits 
since 1974, and the U.S. Supreme Court has 
upheld their constitutionality three times. The 
truth is that the Austin Police Association threat- 
ened to sue the city if it limited donations to the 
police PAC. The council caved and then used 
purported constitutional problems as cover. 

The charter proposal also lacks an enforce- 
ment provision - an omission of monumental 
proportions. When I and other reformers pointed 
this out at the last minute to the city, they 
agreed that they would add a provision that 
the city “shall” pass ordinances to enforce the 
charter. That was fine, but the final charter lan- 
guage says the council “may” pass enforcement 
provisions, rendering the provision into nothing 
more than a promise. Promises don’t cut it at 
the city. 

We need to raise reasonably the limits and 
make other modernizing changes to our cam- 
paign-finance law. But the charter amendment is 
poorly thought out and will result in the collapse 
of the entire campaign finance system - which I 
am starting to think is its purpose.

Sad Attitude Toward 
Accessibility 

Dear Editor, 

Mario Rodriguez is right about Austin’s 
sad attitude toward wheelchair accessibility 
[“Postmarks,” March 24]. Not only do Austin’s 
government and motorized citizens disrespect 
and fail to accommodate people in wheelchairs; 
they also treat pedestrians with contempt. 

Austin’s Department of Public Works and 
Transportation does not consider walking a real 
means of transportation. The right of the public 
to walk in the public right-of-way, they say, is 
outweighed by the need of private citizens to 
plant cactuses there. Austin’s mayor, Will Wynn, 
declines to defend the right of the public to walk 
in the public right-of-way. 

There are no sidewalks on Barton Springs Road 
from Robert E. Lee to MoPac and Rollingwood. 
Public Works was ready to build them, but the 
good citizens of the Parks Board voted against 
sidewalks, on grounds that they would increase 
impervious cover. Two Parks Board members 
admitted to me that, in their view, impervi- 
ous cover considerations outweigh pedestrian 


access and mobility, but motorcar access out- 
weighs impervious cover considerations. For 
the same reason, Riverside from South First to 
Lamar is still open to cars, but part of the wide 
sidewalk on the north side of Riverside has 
been removed. That’s just great for people in 
wheelchairs. 


Some of Austin’s motorized citizens seem to 
think that all wheelchair users have SUVs to trans- 
port their wheelchairs. This is untrue. Many people 
in wheelchairs ride the bus, and are dumped 
unceremoniously at the sides of busy roads with- 
out sidewalks. Motorized citizens park their cars 
and trucks on sidewalks and dump trash there. 


Maybe they’re not trying to be mean. Maybe 
Austin’s motorized citizens just don’t notice peo- 
ple on foot, with or without crutches or walkers, 
or people negotiating the streets in wheelchairs. 
Please, people of Austin, wake up! Life exists 
outside your cars!

NAKED CITY 


What’s the biggest difference between House District 
47 in Southwest Travis County and HD 50 in the north- 
east? Money, money, money. HD 47 candidates in 
Tuesday’s primary run-off elections raked in big bucks 
between Feb. 26 and April 1, according to the latest 
campaign finance filings. HD 50 Republican hopefuls 
raised fewer dollars than the two GOP rivals in HD 47, 
largely because the winner will face an uphill battle in 
November against incumbent Dem Mark Strama. HD 50 
hopeful Jeff Fleece raised $8,489 during the latest 
reporting period and has $1,540 left, while opponent 
Don Zimmerman raised just $1,450 but has $13,182 in 
the till. In the HD 47 GOP run-off, Alex Castano is the 
obvious favorite of Houston homebuilder and GOP bank- 
roller Bob Perry, who dropped $45,000 on the Castano 
campaign in the period. His take for the period was 
$86,512. He spent $64,960, and has $14,114 in the 


bank and $19,000 in outstanding loans. Castano also 
reported repaying himself $11,000 and paying his com- 
pany, Castano Property Trust, $4,000 for the campaign’s 
office space. Bill Welch raised $18,845, spent $73,174, 
and has $13,555 remaining and $164,551 in outstand- 
ing loans. In the Democratic run-off, Jason Earle took in 
$32,810, spent $36,225, and has $6,046 left. Run-off 
opponent Valinda Bolton had her best fundraising effort 
yet, collecting $28,525 and spending $27,353; she had 
$4,720 in the bank as of April 1 and $10,000 in out- 
standing loans. - Amy Smith 

On a list of cities best equipped to deal with an oil crisis, 
Austin ranks 20th out of 50 major cities, according to a 
study released Tuesday by SustainLane.com, a self- 
described online destination for healthy and sustainable 
living. The study took into account how many people 
rode, drove, carpooled, walked, or biked to work; public- 
transit use; and traffic congestion. Access to robust wire- 
less networks for telecommuting and locally grown fresh 
food were also considered. “If you’re counting on pro- 
duce flown in from Chile, your dinner is going to be very 
expensive during a crisis,” said SustainLane.com CEO 
James Elsen. New York City was #1 and Oklahoma City 
was #50. Local transportation guru Roger Baker, faulting 
Austin’s less-than-aggressive implementation of public 
transit, wrote in an e-mail, “Will Wynn’s idea of dealing 
with the energy crisis seems to be to beg Detroit to build 
more hybrid cars to serve the continuing sprawl develop- 
ment that CAMPO envisions for decades into the future. 
Not coincidentally, a way to sound green while not offend- 
ing the road and real estate lobbies.” Read the study at 
www.sustainlane.com.

Austin police are asking for help identifying two vehicles

Cops 
Go Free 

APD acquittal suggests 
dtizens still judge cops by a 
lower standard

What does it take for a cop to be held legally 
responsible for his actions in this city? 

The question is hardly rhetorical, in the 
wake of a jury’s acquittal last week of APD 
Officer Christopher Gray and former Officer 
William Heilman (with another officer yet to 
be tried) on charges of “official oppression,” 
after their arrest and beating of a handcuffed 
Ramon Hernandez last September - much of 
it caught on APD videotape. As the trial pro- 
ceeded, local TV featured repeated viewings of 
a final sequence, as described by Chronicle 
reporter Jordan Smith: “In total, Gray delivers 
14 punches to Hernandez’s kidney area; while 
[Officer Joel] Follmer straddles Hernandez, 
apparently delivering at least one additional 
drive-stun Taser shot to Hernandez’s legs; and 
Heilman stands with his boot on Hernandez’s 
shoulder, keeping Hernandez pressed into the 
dirt.” That description is in fact antiseptic - 
Hernandez is visibly helpless, cuffed and face- 
down on the ground, and Gray’s relentless

punches are delivered with all his strength, 
while the other officers barely have room to 
get in their own shots. As Smith points out, at 
a minimum, the officers violated the official 
APD Taser policy; whatever else happened, 
they were undoubtedly lucky that they didn’t 
injure Hernandez more seriously. 

Having served in the past on a couple of 
juries in complicated cases myself, I’m gener- 
ally reluctant to second-guess a verdict when I 
haven’t been in the courtroom. Yet this one 
seems frankly unbelievable. So let me begin 
with defense lawyer Terry Keel’s recounting, as 
delivered Tuesday in a letter to the Statesman 
(slightly shortened here). Hernandez “assault- 
ed a woman [and] fled the scene. ... He 
attacked the first officer and attempted to take 
his nightstick and gun. Two other officers 
arrived and fought to handcuff him. He contin- 
ued to fight while handcuffed and overcame all

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three officers, at which point the incident moves into view on 
the video. 

“Hernandez was delusional, thinking himself to be Christ and 
police to be devils, and he exhibited extraordinary strength. 

“The video records the officers striking Hernandez each 
time he tries to get up. ... 

“The jury heard these facts, including Hernandez’s admission 
that he believed the officers’ actions actually saved his life.” 

"It Looks Bad" 

For the sake of argument, I’ll assume that everything 
Keel says here is true, with a single exception: If Hernandez 
truly “exhibited extraordinary strength,” the tape makes 
clear that strength had evaporated by the time the officers 
handcuffed and subdued him - what Keel describes as 
Hernandez “trying to get up” is the prone man wiggling 
slightly under Gray and Heilman. The angry responses 
from the cops are demands to “Stop resisting!” and more 
hammer blows from fists and the Taser. Keel denounced the 
charges against the officers as “political,” but as District 
Attorney Ronnie Earle put it afterward, “Anybody who saw 
that video knew this case had to be presented to the jury 
for a decision.” If Hernandez was indeed delusional, it was 
little more than luck that saved him from the fate of the 
also apparently delusional Michael Clark, whom officers 
much more carefully subdued last summer, only to have 
him go into shock and die. Whatever happened before 
Hernandez was subdued - even assuming everything Keel 
says is true - may help explain, but still does not justify, 
the officers’ brutal actions. 

If anybody in town doubts that Keel is a brilliant lawyer, 
this trial should erase those doubts. He outmaneuvered 
his former boss Earle’s prosecutors, beginning with his 
savvy immediate showing of the video to set up his coun- 
terargument and dull the film’s overall impact (and likely 
before then, in jury selection). The puzzle is how jury 
members could be so readily persuaded to deny the evi- 
dence in front of their eyes. After a two -hour deliberation 
and the verdict, a juror called the acquittal an “easy deci- 



sion,” telling the Statesman, “Anybody who would just see 
that video without any knowledge of the case would say 
that looks bad. I agree it looks bad. They weren’t asking 
us if it looks bad.” 

No, they were asking you if it’s right and lawful for police 
to mercilessly beat already subdued and handcuffed sus- 
pects, helpless on the ground, in apparent retaliation for 
what may have happened before the suspect was subdued. 
And you and your colleagues decided, yup, that’s OK. 

Vigilante Justice 

Based solely on what’s been reported, my guess is that a 
distraught and crazed Hernandez first ran and then tried to 
commit suicide by cop, and when the cops finally captured 
him they engaged in a once time-honored street-cop tradi- 
tion: Punish immediately any perp that runs. The APD has 
been trying to root out that vigilante history, and the histori- 
cal split was even evident in testimony. A current APD trainer 
called the beating “disgusting,” while a former trainer 
described it as justifiable force. Based largely on the video 
evidence - and the testimony of at least one other officer on 
the scene telling the three accused to lay off - the department 
has already taken administrative action against the officers, 
while the investigation proceeds. 

So the APD brass has been proceeding with a commend- 
able response to officer misconduct, while a local jury has 
just made it more difficult for that official response to suc- 
ceed, now or in the future. If nothing else, this outcome 
helps explain one reason why prosecutors are so reluctant to 
take such cases to trial: No matter the evidence, most juries 
are extremely reluctant to hold officers accountable for 
excessive force. 

A Department of Justice investigation, if it happens, might 
have some effect, but I doubt it. As long as so many citizens 
believe a police badge and a gun are also licenses to use any 
amount of retaliatory force against “criminals,” it will remain 
very difficult to rein in that small number of officers who 
continue to believe they are legally unaccountable for their 
brutal actions on the job. ■ 


BESIDE THE POINT 

Stop Breakin' Down 

Sometimes the jokes just write themselves - square in the 
seat of controversy over the open-government charter amendment 
(see “March Madness, April Fools,” p.28), what does council pro- 
claim today, Thursday, April 6? Shred Day, of course, in honor of 
those tireless ream-wranglers at the Association of Record 
Managers and Administrators. Well done - how about com- 
memorating it with 18 minutes of silence? 

Like a self-fulfilling prophecy, the open-government amend- 
ment is looking more and more likely to have an impact on the 
November bond election, whether you believe it should or not. 

With further litigation over ballot language saved by the bell - i.e. , 
the proximity to the May 13 election short-circuiting the possibility 
of another suit from SOS and company - you can now expect the 
familiar faces threatening to throw the bonds out with the bathwa- 
ter if Proposition 1 passes. But the bond-baiting claims - that the 
funds aren’t there for both - look weaker in light of recent eco- 
nomic news, notably the city’s Financial Performance Report 
for the three months ending Dec. 31, 2005, showing Austin in 
the black to the tune of $52.7 million, $3.2 million above projec- 
tions, with “record levels of sales tax” filling city coffers. 
Furthermore, the city’s worst-case scenario predicted a $36 mil- 
lion start-up cost for the proposition - a fraction of the $100 mil- 
lion in cuts council deemed necessary to the overall bond package. 

Flow far council and officials - especially financial hawks like 
ex-city finance director Betty Dunkerley and Toby Futrell - will 
take the latest talking point against the amendment is the multi- 
million-dollar question. We might get the answer as soon as 1pm 
today (Thursday), when staff briefs council on recommended 
changes to the Bond Election Advisory Committee’s proposed 
$144 million in facilities bonding. Following is a presentation of 
FEMA’s Floodplain Mapping project - likely another chance for 
council to describe how the Prop. 2 aquifer-protection amend- 
ment will instead pave Barton Springs. Floping to recapture lost 
ground (literally) in the debate, Item 39 from council is Lee 
Leffingwell’s resolution announcing an ordinance “relating to eco- 
nomic development and grandfathering ... in the Barton Springs 
Zone,” his promised alternative to the charter amendment con- 
cerning limits on future aquifer development. 

A late addition is a proposal from Brewster McCracken, 
Dunkerley, and Leffingwell requesting the Lege look into local 
caps on property tax during the special session - with the 
expressed intent of halving Austin’s from 10% to 5%; more on 
that no doubt to come. The lengthy consent agenda is stacked 
with housekeeping items: renewing funding to Austin/Travis Co. 
Mental Health and Mental Resources and the hospital district 
for MFIMR and medical services (Items 4, 5, and 6); $50,000 in 
grants to APD’s Alcohol Control Team’s underage boozing mea- 
sures (Item 14); and a thick list from the purchasing department. 
Breaking the monotony is the 5:30 performance of veteran key- 
board virtuoso Ian McLagan. Maybe he’ll drop some mod-cluster 
bombs from his touring days with the Stones - in light of the 
ongoing public hysteria, how about “19th Nervous Breakdown”?

Ann Richards, another 
beneficiary of Rapoport’s wealth, appointed him to the UT Board of Regents, 
which he chaired 1993-97.

The United Way released on Tuesday its Child Well-Being Report Card for 
Aust in-Travis County 2006. It grades Austin-Travis County on three criteria: 
child healthiness, happiness, and intelligence. The area got a grade of C for 
children’s health, due partly to lower-than-national immunization rates and a 
slightly higher-than-average number of babies born with low birth weight. 
“Happiness” focused on abuse concerns, income, and mental-health mea- 
sures for children and families. The area received a D, due to the number of 
area families in poverty, and the average of confirmed victims of child abuse. 
The area also got a dismal D for the study’s “smart goals,” noting a below- 
average number of child-care workers with college degrees, and 50% enroll- 
ment of eligible children in Head Start and similar early-learning programs. To 
see the report and more info, visit www.sb6centraltexas.org.

Travis County is taking the idea of a conservation-development ordinance 

- an incentive-based plan for developers to set aside large parcels of 
unspoiled land for preserve space - out for a test run over the next month. 
The proposal, hailed by local environmentalists, is aimed at developers of 
what is expected to be a small number of “niche” communities in the more 
ecologically sensitive areas of the county. Under the proposal, the developer 
would agree to set aside at least half of a subdivision’s gross acreage in nat- 
ural space and roadside buffers. Development would be planned around that 
open space, just as golf communities are planned around golf courses. In 
return, developers would get quicker approval and fewer fees. If it works, the 
plan would provide an alternative to the region’s current strategy for open- 
space preservation, which is to create large-scale preserves of sensitive 
land, purchased one parcel at a time with bond monies. - Kimberly Reeves 

In other development news, Travis Co. staff did everything but handstands 
this week trying to please two adjacent high-end subdivisions off Bee Caves 
Road - one that wanted its roads private and closed and the other, which 
would prefer to see all roads open to public use. Countering conventional 
county wisdom - all traffic calming is bad traffic calming - Joe Gieselman of 
the Transportation and Natural Resources Department proposed every option 
possible to both keep the roads open and keep the volume and speed down, 
from a choke point narrowing traffic to one lane on Olympus Drive to more 
progressive measures of speed cushions and traffic circles on the new through- 
street, Marly Way. Neighbors in the established neighborhood of the Bluffs 
scorned the traffic-calming measures, pointing to Shoal Creek Boulevard as a 
good example of traffic calming gone wrong. In the end, commissioners 
decided to keep the roads open in the Seven Oaks subdivision, monitor traf- 
fic volume for six months, and abandon the idea of choke points to narrow 
traffic on Olympus. Neighbors from the Bluffs cheered the decision. - K.R. 

Festivals are supposed to be fun, right? The Old Pecan Street Spring Arts 
Festival is off to a very nonfun start, unless a nasty fight over who owns the 
festival is your idea of fun. Apparently, the Old Pecan Street Association, 
which exists to promote the 30-year-old festival each spring and fall on Sixth 
Street between Congress and 1-35, decided to sever ties with French Smith’s 
Roadstar Productions, which has long held the event management contract. 
According to OPSA, Roadstar then gathered up its marbles and sulked over to 
West Sixth, where it will hold a similar festival the same weekend, May 6-7. 
Roadstar begs to differ: According to a notice on their Web site, it’s OPSA 
that canceled their festival, leaving Roadstar no choice but to fill the void. Au 
contraire, says OPSA: Roadstar had a signed contract for the spring festival, 
but it was to be its last - in the fall, OPSA will go with a different event man- 
agement company. To add insult to injury, Roadstar is touting the “upscale” new 
West Sixth address as a selling point for the new festival. - Rachel Proctor May 

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


Public education advocates have launched an electronic petition drive 
asking Texans to support more funding for public schools and teach- 
ers. The petitions will be presented to the Lege on April 17, the opening day 
of the special session on school finance. Advocates hope to convince law- 
makers to craft a plan that accomplishes more than the proposed tax swap 
recommended by the governor’s Tax Reform Commission. Organizations par- 
ticipating in the petition drive include the Citizens Commission on Education 
Excellence, Friends of Public Schools, Texas Impact, and the Baptist-Christian 


Life Commission, among several others. Supporters of more school funding 
can add their names to the petition at www.fundtexasschools.org. - A.S. 

Leery of new sewage-treatment plans for a Hill Country community near the 
Hays/Travis County line that calls for releasing 800,000 gallons per day of 
treated sewage directly into Bear Creek - which recharges the Edwards and 
Trinity aquifers as well as many area residents’ water wells - downstream 
neighbors and a posse of area groups, including local governing bodies, are 
demanding alternatives and the denial of a required TCEQ permit. The plan, 
initiated by Hays Co. Water Control and Improvement District No. 1, seeks to 
vastly boost current treatment capacity of 150,000 gallons a day (now dis- 
charged by drip irrigation on 35 acres of greenspace), primarily to serve 
Belterra, a growing 1,600-acre “premier master-planned community” where 
residents can “experience life wide open.” Charles O’Dell, who lives a mile 
downstream and runs Hays County Community Action Network, calls the 
plans unprecedented for the Hill Country, and suggests that Mak Foster 
Ranch LRan affiliate of California real estate and development firm Makar 
Properties LLC and developer of Belterra and other Hill Country subdivisions, 
is controlling the utility district and is behind the plans. Makar couldn’t be 
reached at press time. See www.hillcountryalliance.org for more info. - D.M. 

Twenty new ethanol pumps are coming to Texas thanks to a partnership 
announced last Thursday between the state, Kroger grocery stores, General 
Motors, and Spanish biofuel maker Abengoa Bioenergy. Unfortunately, they’re 
destined for Houston and Dallas, not Austin. Stacy Neef, coordinator of Central 
Texas Clean Cities, says negotiations are under way to have ethanol pumps 
in Austin in 12 to 18 months. Speakers at the state Capitol event were flanked 
by a veritable marina of ethanol-compatible GM land yachts - the Tahoe, 
Impala, and Avalanche - all emblazoned with GM’s “Live Green, Go Yellow” 
slogan, as they fancied oil independence and clean air. The fuel, known as 
E85, is a blend of 85% ethanol and 15% gasoline. While corn has been the 
feed crop of choice (hence the “Go Yellow,” Agriculture Commissioner Susan 
Combs said other Texas crops - such as grasslike grain sorghum, timber, rice 
hulls, and sugar cane - could also be used. More info at www.e85fuel.com. - D.M. 

The Texas League of Women Voters has announced its support for legisla- 
tion to protect medi-pot use by ill patients. According to a new policy state- 
ment, the LWV is encouraging lawmakers working on issues related to drug 
abuse and addiction to craft a law that “include[sj no criminal penalties for 
cannabis ... possession when recommended by a physician.” Noelle Davis, 
executive director of Texans for Medical Marijuana, said she’s “really excited” 
by the LWV position. “The League is a very mainstream organization, and they 
took the time to look at both sides before coming to this conclusion,” Davis 
said. Texas legislators in 2001 (Terry Keel), and in 2005 (Elliott Naishtat, 
joined by Keel and Rep. Suzanna Gratia Hupp, R-Lampasas) authored medi- 
pot bills; despite public support for medi-pot, both bills died in committee. 

But nearly 30 states have already passed laws supporting medi-pot - includ- 
ing 12 that legalize it outright - indicating, in part, that legislators will likely 
be asked to consider the issue again during the 2007 regular session. -IS. 

Plenty of consumer advocates consider the Internal Revenue Service’s 
proposed plan to share taxpayer information more broadly with third-party 
vendors to be a bad idea, and that includes Texas Attorney General Greg 
Abbott, who has joined 46 other state attorney generals in protesting the 
proposed rule change. Abbott says he fears identity theft. Beth McConnell - 
who testified on Tuesday before the IRS on the rule change, representing the 
state chapters of the Public Interest Research Group - says that tax returns 
are a window into an individual’s personal financial life that needs to remain 
closed: “Any proposal to allow our tax returns to be released to the highest 
bidder should be rejected.” The IRS has announced no final timeline for the 
rule change and could still choose to abandon the proposal. - K.R. 

Taking into account the ongoing work of the Texas Tax Reform Commission 
and efforts to update the TCEQ’s penalty policy, a group of nonprofits have 
offered a series of “green tax” proposals that they hope can address the 
state’s property tax, school funding, and pollution issues. The proposals, sub- 
mitted to the Tax Reform Commission Friday, along with 600 supporting let- 
ters, would implement a tax on coal use and increase penalties on environ- 
mental lawbreakers by recovering the economic benefit they gained from not 
complying with the law. A recent report by the Texas Center for Policy Studies 
claims the green taxes could generate $1.5 billion over the next two years. 
“Hopefully the proposals will become part of the tax commission’s draft pro- 
posal, to be sent to the Legislature April 17,” said Public Citizen Director Tom 
“Smitty” Smith. Environment Texas’ Luke Metzger pointed to a 2003 state audi- 
tor study reporting that environmental law violators were making eight times more 
from breaking the law than the TCEQ penalties they were forced to pay. - D.M. 

Louisiana Medicaid health care coverage and/or Louisiana Children’s 
Health Insurance Program coverage is ending for hurricane evacuees liv- 
ing in Texas and nine other states. “The Louisiana Dept, of Health and 
Hospitals Medicaid Program will send letters to Louisiana Medicaid and 
LaCHIP enrollees ... explaining that they have 45 days before their Medicaid 
coverage from Louisiana will end. This is an extension from the 10 days 
notice Medicaid normally gives to people when coverage is ending,” says 
a state press release. Evacuees can apply for CHIP and Medicaid for 
children in Texas, or just find out more about the programs, by visiting 
www.texcarepartnership.com/CHIP-About-TexCarePartnership.htm, or by calling 
800/647-6558.

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Is BCP Still for the Birds? 


Ongoing disagreement over the appropriate 
balance between public access and endan- 
gered species protection on the Balcones 
Canyonlands Preserve, a 28,000-acre 
hodgepodge of protected land in Western 
Travis Co., is coming to a head as the pre- 
serve’s management plan enters the final 
stages of its five-year review. While some 
clamor for more recreational access - some- 
thing they say was assured by language in the 
$22 million bond package voters approved in 
1992 to buy the lands - prominent environ- 
mentalists have joined BCP managers and sci- 
entists in insisting that the protection of the 
preserve’s endangered songbirds and cave 
bugs - directly threatened by the area’s turbo- 
charged tract-home development - is the pre- 
serve’s sole priority. 

BCP is operated under a U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service Endangered Species Act 

permit, which stipulates that the preserve’s 
uses must not harm or harass its endangered 
species inhabitants or the quality of their hab- 
itat. Eight popular public areas, including the 
Barton and Bull Creek greenbelts, as well 
as St. Edwards and Emma Long parks, 
were grandfathered as designated public park- 
land when they were absorbed into the pre- 
serve in 1998. The welfare of the Golden- 
cheeked Warbler - said to have trouble 
nesting except in deep, peaceful woods, which 
are few and far between in the fragmented 
BCP - dictates how the balance of the pre- 
serve’s acreage is managed. The newly drafted 
management plan contains many provisions 
for limiting and eliminating access in Warbler- 
sensitive areas. However, of the more than 
200 comments received during a 120-day 
public comment period for the updated plan, 
which concluded March 10, the lion’s share 
requested more access, according to BCP 
Land Manager Willie Conrad, while only a 
few cited species protection as their priority. 

BCP’s coordinating committee met 
March 22 to solidify the management plan draft 
(available at www.bcpcac.org), and on Monday, 


April 3 for further discussion and to finalize 
the citizen comment recommendations. BCP 
staff will prepare responses to the citizen 
comments and Citizen Advisory Committee 
recommendations. The full BCP coordinating 
committee is expected to consider the out- 
come in June and finalize a management plan 
draft, which will go to committee voting mem- 
bers Mayor Will Wynn and County Commis- 
sioner Gerald Daugherty for final approval. 

On a half-day windshield tour of the pre- 
serve last month with Richard Viktorin, a 
retired state economic developer and auditor- 
turned-parks advocate, the Forest Ridge trail 
was our first stop. Viktorin spoke out last 
year when he felt his trail-running group was 
unjustly targeted by a “no more than three 
runners at a time” rule enacted at Forest 
Ridge, the group’s destination of choice. 
Similar restrictions remain there, and access 
is limited March through July to those who 
have taken a habitat education course. 

Viktorin criticized BCP management for giving 
users inadequate notice of the management 
plan review. Echoing his sentiments from last 
year, he contends that BCP managers are 
“still unwilling to facilitate or expand public 
access,” which he says has more to do with 
money than species preservation. 

Closures at places such as the former 
Greenbelt trailhead across from Rudy’s BBQ 
on Loop 360 have Viktorin accusing manag- 
ers of “clear malfeasance,” as do recent dog 
prohibitions at the popular leash-free Turkey 
Creek dog park. In an e-mail, he went so far 
as to suggest that “scientists and developers 
are trysting at the BCR” with biologists hoard- 
ing preserve resources for their discipline. He 
also suggested that developers are pushing 
for funds to be devoted to completing the BCR 
so their requirement to purchase mitigation 
lands, now mandated under the Endangered 
Species Act for development in the sensitive 
area, will disappear. Viktorin believes some 
developers with large land holdings are sitting 
on plans for this reason. 


Signs warn the public away

The newer, existing developments we passed 
through on the tour - like the neighborhood 
surrounding the now-closed Canyon Vista 
trailhead, West of Loop 360 near Spicewood 
Springs Road - were quintessential sprawl, 
complete with monolithic McMansions and 
land use patterns a la Plano. Viktorin noted 
that the neighborhoods’ overabundance of 
runoff-prone pavement and carpet grass is 
“incompatible with the land’s natural cleans- 
ing features,” suggesting, like many, that this 
kind of development, not passive public 
access, is the Warbler’s worst enemy. 

In a phone interview, BCP Manager Conrad 
said, “we’d like to get more people on the 
lands to learn about the preserve.” However, 
referring to areas facing restrictions, such as 
Turkey Creek, he said “we feel like Austin’s 
population is blossoming, and heavy trail use 
has led to soil erosion and changes in water 
quality and plant cover.” Sticking by his guns, 
he emphasized that “the primary guideline 
under our permit is to protect the species” 
and to “err on the side of caution.” Asked if 
there’s been documented harm to the BCP’s 


species, Conrad said “no,” but if there had 
been, “we would’ve already failed our mission.” 
Once BCP reaches its size goal of 30,428 
acres, Conrad said he suspects more mitiga- 
tion land will be sought based on both species 
and area development. He blamed access 
struggles at places like Canyon Vista and 
Forest Ridge on past unregulated public use 
under private ownership before the areas were 
added to the preserve in the late 1990s. 

Lately, the appearance of signs prohibiting 
dogs at the no-leash-designated Turkey Creek 
Park, within the Emma Long Metropolitan 
Park, has raised many an eyebrow. Electing to 
enforce a measure in the 1999 BCP manage- 
ment plan, Conrad said the dog ban postings 
were based on two citizen complaints, though 
no enforcement action has been taken. 
Speaking for the Friends of Turkey Creek 
group, dog-walker Sheila Holbrook-White 
said dog access was guaranteed by a 1980s 
city council ordinance establishing leash-free 
areas and later reinforced by a 1994 PARD 
resolution reaffirming the council policy - 
both of which supersede the ’99 rule, she 
says. To her, the purported dog danger to the 
preserve “sounds like a slippery slope to 
close the entire park.” 

Former Austin Sierra Club Chair Karen 
Ascot conceded that temporary closures may 
be what are needed to sort out the true 
threats to BCP’s habitat and that its protec- 
tion should be the priority. “I and tens of thou- 
sands of other Austinites want to see plenty 
of open space for public recreation, and we 
should all be working consistently toward that 
end,” Ascot said. But “this requires address- 
ing out-of-control, automobile-dependent 
sprawl development that’s eating up open 
space at a rate far higher than the rate of 
population growth. At the same time, it is 
extremely important to be sure there are a few 
places left where the endangered species, 
specifically the Warblers, have sanctuary.” 
More research is in order, she says, especially 
with respect to Turkey Creek. If urbanization, 
fragmentation, and development are causing 
the habitat degradation rather than dogs, said 
Ascot, “then prohibiting dogs would be barking 
up the wrong tree, as it were.” - Daniel Mottola 



Keeping Austin From 
Getting E-Wasted 

By the time you finish reading this, new versions of your 
computer and most of your electronics have probably been 
released. Technology’s staggering progress has created an 
even more staggering excess of discarded electronics, 
including an estimated 500 million obsolete computers nation- 
wide by 2007, with gadgets like cell phones, TVs, and gaming 
systems close behind. These components are loaded with 
toxic chemicals linked to birth defects, brain damage, and can- 
cer, which escape into the water and air when dumped in land- 
fills or incinerated. Thanks to grassroots efforts, many oppor- 
tunities to recycle your old electronics exist either through 
manufacturer take-back programs, at places such as 
Goodwill, or through local collection efforts, but experts agree 
much more must be done. 

Taking a step forward, the Austin Waldorf School in Oak 
Hill held an e-recycling drive last weekend, collecting every- 
thing electronic. “Two years ago, we collected over three tons 
of electronic equipment. Almost everyone we’ve talked to has 
a pile of old computer parts in their garage,” said Eric 
McCune, president of the student council. The school part- 
nered with Austin-based e-recycler Round2 Technologies, 


which processes nearly 10 million tons of discarded electron- 
ics per year. Spokeswoman Becky Harwell said the Waldorf 
drive collected enough stuff to fill a 53-foot trailer. She empha- 
sized Round2’s view that the obsolete electronics aren’t waste 
at all but a commodity, detailing their efforts to keep reusable 
technology in the marketplace and reclaim valuable compo- 


nents and metals through manual demanufacturing 
done at their facility. “None of the electronics or 
components we handle go to landfills,” Harwell said. 
On Earth Day, April 22, Round2 will hold another e- 
recycling drive at the headquarters of Austin Flash 
Memory manufacturer Spansion, at 5204 E. Ben 
White, 9am-noon. (Or, old electronics can be brought 
directly to Round2, at 6301 E. Stassney during busi- 
ness hours, where staff will unload and even pay you 
for the goods, if possible.) 

Texas Campaign for the Environment, famous 
for goading Dell to ramp up and reform its recycling 
efforts, was demonstrating at the Barton Creek Mall 
Apple Store Tuesday, in support of a nationwide 
Computer TakeBack Campaign effort urging Apple 
to accept and recycle all its old products, in addition 
to the iPods it currently takes. As part of the Take 
Back Your Mac Day of Action, the groups are also 
urging Apple to stop lobbying against producer 
takeback recycling legislation, recently passed in 
Maine and Washington state in March 2006, which they say is 
supported by Dell and Hewlett Packard. Better recycling 
opportunities and stiffer rules will help slow the rapid flow of 
e-waste to developing countries where it is often improperly 
and dangerously handled and dumped. For more information 
see www.texasenvironment.org.

Out Youth Temporarily 
Out of Business 

Austin’s queer youth were dealt a sudden blow in January, 
when the Out Youth drop-in center, where kids aged 12-19 had 
gone for peer support and professional counseling since 1998, 
closed without warning. Subsequent bickering between staff, 
board members, volunteers, and youth threatened to shut the 
16-year-old organization down. Now, with Out Youth’s executive 
director gone, and tempers dying down, Out Youth’s board says 
it plans to reopen the drop-in center later this month. But many 
youth still resent what they see as the board’s mishandling of 
the situation, and some say they may not be ready to return. 

Money trouble is the main reason for the closing of the cen- 
ter - specifically, the lawsuit insurance, required by any agency 
that works with minors, had expired. It’s not the first time that 
Out Youth has run short of cash; everyone involved agrees that 
the organization is a difficult one to fund. Many grant-giving 
agencies are reluctant to fund agencies that deal with alterna- 
tive sexualities, and if funding GLBT organizations raises eye- 
brows, funding queer minors is an even stickier issue. And with- 
in the limited pool of grant money that is available, Out Youth 
must compete with higher-profile causes like HIV services. 

Two years ago, financial troubles brought the drop-in center 
to the brink of closing. Youth members of the organization 
organized an open house and silent-auction fundraiser that 
raised nearly $3,000 and brought Out Youth temporarily back 
into the black. This time, things weren’t nearly so heartwarming. 

Out Youth’s old executive director moved to San Antonio in 
August. Board members and a panel of youth chose a replace- 
ment with a strong background in fundraising, hoping she 
could steer the organization onto solid financial footing. The 
new executive director, Amy Arquilla, took up the office at the 
end of December, and “stepped immediately into a lot of tur- 
moil,” says Out Youth board secretary Bryant Hilton. Both 
youth and volunteers found Arquilla dictatorial and hard to 
work with, and by the end of December, Out Youth’s one full- 
time staff member had resigned, and the organization’s only

youth counselor declined to renew her contract. Both youth 
and volunteers were shocked when Arquilla got rid of all of the 
drop-in center’s computers and most of its furniture. 

Meanwhile, there were cash flow problems. In December, 
Arquilla discovered that Out Youth’s lawsuit insurance had 
lapsed during the previous fall. Without that insurance, city 
and county officials suspended the grant contract that had 
been Out Youth’s main source of funding. A three-year grant 
from the Hogg Foundation for Mental Health ran out, and all 
15 grant applications filed in 2005 were turned down. “Our 
financial footing just fell out from under us,” Hilton says. 

On January 3, Hilton sent an e-mail to volunteer Rick Mann 
stating that the drop-in center would be open three nights a 
week as usual. Two weeks later, volunteers and youth got an 
e-mail stating that the center was closed, and would remain 
closed indefinitely. On Jan. 22, the board met with youth and 
volunteers and estimated that the center would reopen within 
a week or two. Weeks went by without further word from the 
board, however, and the center remained closed. Many volun- 
teers assumed the board intended to close the center perma- 
nently and began making plans to take control of the organiza- 
tion, by lawsuit if necessary. When youth attempted to attend 
a board meeting in February, they were asked to leave and 
threatened with trespassing charges. 


Early this month, the board announced Arquilla’s resigna- 
tion. Last week, the board held a meeting with volunteers, 
where many ruffled feelings seemed to be ironed out. The 
board presented a short-term plan to privately raise the 
$3,000 to buy enough insurance to re-open the center one 
night a week, beginning in late April. After that, the board 
hopes to raise money to buy the additional levels of coverage 
the city and county require to renew Out Youth’s contract. In 
the long term, the board will try to diversify Out Youth’s funding 
and make the organization sustainable. There’s some talk of 
trying to build an endowment, or of partnering with other com- 
munity organizations with more solid financial footings. 
Meanwhile, there will be no money to pay staff, so volunteers 
will have to take on the work of supervising youth, organizing 
activities, and communicating with the board. So far, volun- 
teers seem willing to cooperate. 

The board also held a meeting with youth last week, but 
only three youth members attended. Nick Snyder, who has 
been involved with Out Youth since 2002, was there, but was 
unimpressed with the board’s explanations and projections for 
the future. In the past, Snyder has been involved in everything 
from painting the center to building Out Youth’s Pride Parade 
float. He was a central organizer of the 2003 fundraiser, and 
part of the panel that interviewed Arquilla for executive direc- 
torship. “Out Youth was like home and family to me,” Snyder 
says. “This was one place I could go and be accepted.” 

Snyder says many youth members felt ignored and disre- 
spected by the board after the center’s closing. “Everything was 
a secret,” he says. “They couldn’t tell us this. They couldn’t 
tell us that. We were all a little pissed.” While the center was 
closed, Snyder co-founded a group called the Interchange, 
which he says will work for social justice for all minorities. The 
group contains several former youth members of Out Youth, 
but Snyder says it’s not intended to replace Out Youth and is 
willing to work on joint projects with Out Youth in the future. 
Currently, the two organizations plan to work together to orga- 
nize the annual Alternative Prom that provides a prom expe- 
rience for GLBT youth and straight allies. Still, Snyder is wary 
about returning to Out Youth. “They asked me last week what 
it would take to rebuild trust with the youth,” he says. “I didn’t 
have an answer. I don’t know.” - Emily Pyle 


Travis Co. Medical Examiner to Quit 


As questions about the quality of work con- 
ducted by the Travis Co. Medical Examiner’s 
Office continue to swirl, Chief ME Roberto 
Bayardo announced on March 30 that he will 
retire, resigning the post he’s had since the 
office’s creation in 1978. 

Bayardo, 71, will likely stay until a series of 
administrative processes - identified last July 
as outdated in an outside audit of the office’s 
nonmedical operations - can be implemented. 
(County commissioners voted on Oct. 4 to 
hire a second outside auditor to conduct a 
“medical competency review.”) 

Bayardo’s office has come under increasing 
scrutiny in the past year, as a string of appar- 
ent missteps have drawn increasing criticism 
of his operation. 

• The office first reported that there were 
no drugs in 18-year-old police-shooting vic- 
tim Daniel Rocha’s system the night he 
died before later revising the toxicology 
report to indicate finding a trace amount 
of marijuana; 

• The office had to revise the autopsy of 
Randy "Biscuit” Turner to reflect that Turner 
had cirrhosis of the liver caused by hepatitis-C 
and not alcoholism, as they first reported. 

• Burnet Co. officials demanded a refund for 
a 2004 autopsy that TCME botched by mis- 
identifying the burned remains of an 81-year- 
old woman as those of a 23-year-old man 


who’d faked his own death as part of an 
insurance scheme. 

• And on March 23, Marble Falls JP Peggy 
Simon penned a scathing letter to Bayardo, 
complaining that “over and over” the TCME’s 
work on Burnet Co. cases has been “unac- 
ceptable.” (In a March 29 reply, Bayardo wrote 
that Simon’s assertion is “unfounded.”) 

Bayardo turned in his official letter of retire- 
ment to county commissioners on April 4, writ- 
ing that he will remain in his post until his 
replacement is found and a “smooth transi- 
tion” is completed but, he added, his plan is to 
leave by the end of the calendar year. County 
officials estimate it could take up to six 
months to find Bayardo’s replacement. 

The TCME’s office was already short-handed 
before Bayardo’s Thursday announcement - in 
addition to an already vacant position, Deputy 
ME Suzana Dana resigned her position last 
month - and staff vacancies could delay plans 
to gain accreditation for the TCME by the 
National Association of Medical Examiners. 
(At press time, it was announced Dana will soon 
return.) Even before Dana resigned, the office’s 
three full-time examiners (including Bayardo) 
were already performing more than 400 autop- 
sies each year, far over the annual 350 autop- 
sies-per-examiner maximum required by NAME. 
County officials are in the process of filling the 
two vacant deputy ME spots. - Jordan Smith 


Navasky & Barsamian: 

"New Ideological Terrain" 

There’s a lot to criti- 
cize about the media 
these days. But accord- 
ing to Victor Navasky, 
former editor and pub- 
lisher of The Nation, 
and David Barsamian, 
founder of Alternative 
Radio and best known 
for his ongoing inter- 
views with Noam 
Chomsky - it’s not all 
bad. Both Navasky and 
Barsamian will be in 
town this week, deliver- 
ing talks on the state of 
journalism in the U.S. 

According to Barsam- 
ian, the amount of inde- 
pendent and alternative news available today indicates an “unprecedented movement in 
American history,” despite what in general is becoming a “state-controlled, state-enforced 
press.” Navasky also notes the power of nonmainstream news sources, but he argues too 
that opinion journals - from the left-wing The Nation to the right-wing The National Review - 
and a reformed version of “objectivity,” can counter the “Murdochization” and “Oprahfica- 
tion” of the mainstream press. The Chronicle spoke to both about their upcoming talks; see 
austinchronicle.com for the full text.

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Officers Cleared in 
Hernandez Beating Trial 

After less than two hours of deliberation, a six-member 
Travis Co. jury on March 31 returned with not-guilty verdicts 
against two APD officers charged with “official oppression” 
in connection with the September arrest of 25-year-old Ramon 
Hernandez. Under that verdict, APD Officer Christopher 
Michael Gray, a six-year APD veteran; and former officer 
William Bradley Heilman (who resigned on Oct. 31, after 
four years with the department) were cleared of the Class A 
misdemeanor charge that carries a potential punishment of up 
to one year in state jail and/or up to a $4,000 fine. (A third 
officer, rookie Joel Ellis Follmer, was also indicted in the 
case, but has yet to be tried.) 

The three officers were indicted in December in connection 
with the Sept. 21 arrest of Hernandez after he fled from the scene 
of a traffic accident on Burnet Road in North Austin. After offi- 
cers arrived at the scene of the collision, Hernandez took off 
on foot; Heilman, who was in route to the accident, found 
Hernandez near a transmission shop on Buell Avenue and tried 
to arrest him, but, according to APD, Hernandez resisted and 
tried to struggle free. Heilman reportedly tried to subdue Hernan- 
dez with his Taser, but that didn’t work. According to APD, when 
Follmer and Gray arrived on the scene, “it appeared to them” 
that Hernandez was trying to take Heilman’s gun, and it took all 
three officers to get Hernandez under control and into handcuffs. 

Hernandez testified that he never tried to take Heilman’s gun; 
instead, he said that as the force used against him continued 
to escalate, he tried to place his hand of the grip of Heilman’s 
pistol to keep Heilman from drawing the weapon and firing at 
him. That explanation was disputed by employees of the trans- 
mission shop, who told the court they saw Hernandez grabbing 
for Heilman’s weapon - testimony that appeared to have a 
powerful effect on the jurors, court watchers told the Chronicle. 
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But the altercation didn’t end there. Indeed, while cuffed, 
Hernandez lurched free of the officers again, landing on the 
ground a few feet away and, for the first time during the inci- 
dent, within the range of Heilman’s in-car video camera, which 
recorded the three officers planted on top of Hernandez (one 
with a foot on his shoulder, one pinning his legs, and one 
straddled on the small of his back), who was lying on his 
stomach, cuffed, face down on a fire-ant mound. The video is 
startling: in total, Gray delivers 14 punches to Hernandez’s 
kidney area while Follmer straddles Hernandez, apparently 
delivering at least one additional drive-stun Taser shot to 
Hernandez’s legs and Heilman stands with his boot on 
Hernandez’s shoulder, keeping Hernandez pressed into the 
dirt - a use-of-force combination that, among other things, 
appears to violate APD policy on Taser use. 

Prosecutors argued that the video depicted three out-of-con- 
trol officers wielding far more force than necessary to arrest 
Hernandez; defense attorney Terry Keel argued that the force 
was within reason, given that Heilman and Gray were in a “death 
struggle” against an out-of-control Hernandez. After a four-day 
trial, the jury in District Judge Jon Wisser’s courtroom appar- 
ently agreed with Keel and declined to find Heilman and Gray 
guilty. The state, juror Joel Ellingsworth told the Statesman, 
simply didn’t prove the elements required to convict on a 
charge of official oppression. (Such a charge includes that, 


while “acting under color” of office, the officers intentionally 
subjected Hernandez to “mistreatment” they knew was unlaw- 
ful, thereby violating Hernandez’s civil rights.) “Anybody who 
would just see that video without any knowledge of the case 
would say that looks bad,” Ellingsworth told the Statesman. “I 
agree it looks bad. They weren’t asking us if it looks bad.” 

Nonetheless, the trial has raised more questions about APD 
training and techniques. One officer, Joel Stinson, who has 
taught use-of-force at the APD academy, called the officers’ 
techniques “disgusting,” while defense witnesses - namely 
Officer John Coffey (who was put through the public wringer 
after he shot and killed Sophia King in 2002) and former APD 
academy trainer Joe Alvarado (who contracted with the city to 
teach defensive tactics) - echoed Keel’s death-struggle 
defense to argue that the force was within reason. What is 
“reasonable” under those standards, and what is in fact within 
policy will be considered in the weeks to come, as APD’s 
Internal Affairs detectives undertake their administrative inqui- 
ry into the incident. Among the issues likely to be studied is 
whether the officers, when arresting Hernandez, did indeed 
violate the department’s policy on use of force. For example, 
according to the March 29, 2005, use-of-force policy memoran- 
dum, officers are forbidden from using a Taser once a suspect 
is in handcuffs; moreover, once a Taser has been used, the 
policy requires police to place a person in an upright position, 
in order “to avoid the potential of positional asphyxia.” In 
Hernandez’s case, it appears the officers failed to comply with 
either mandate. Additionally, the policy forbids police from 
using a Taser against a suspect “fleeing from officers for a 
misdemeanor or non-violent offense” unless the suspect is 
armed and “poses an immediate threat” to officers or others, 
neither of which occurred in this incident. 

Officers Gray and Follmer had been suspended without pay, 
pending the outcome of their criminal trials; Gray will now be 
placed on restricted duty, with pay, pending the outcome of the 
IA investigation and disciplinary review board, headed by Chief 
Stan Knee. - Jordan Smith 
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Tom DeLay 
Throws in 
the Towel 

U.S. Rep. Tom DeLay’s unparalleled 
power in the Texas Congressional delega- 
tion made for many tremendous historical 
events - an infamous, but failed, 

Democratic walkout in the Texas Lege; a 
Republican-heavy Congressional map that 
unseated five veteran Democrats; and a 
new standard for mid-decade redistricting 
that has thus far withstood judicial scrutiny 
and currently awaits Supreme Court judg- 
ment. But his overreach eventually led to 
the end of his career as House Majority 
Leader, and earlier this week, the end of his 
congressional tenure altogether. 

Only one thing would have stopped DeLay 
from moving forward with his campaign, and 
it was not an indictment at the hands of 
Travis Co. District Attorney Ronnie Earle. 
Instead, the specter of actually losing his 
re-election bid in November in a safe 
Republican district - to, of all people, a 
Democratic opponent his new map unseat- 
ed in the last election - was enough to 
make DeLay throw in the towel this week. 

In a prepared statement on Tuesday, DeLay 
said he had no fear of any investigation 
from Earle into his activities but refused to 
make his Congressional campaign a refer- 
endum on himself. 

The reaction from Democrats was swift. 
Gubernatorial candidate Chris Bell, who 
was drawn out of his district by DeLay and 
ended up filing the first ethics complaint 
against the then majority leader, called for 
Gov. Rick Perry to add ethics reform to 
the call on the special session. Nick 
Lampson, DeLay’s Democratic opponent, 
sent a message to supporters that he 
intended to press forward to win in 
November. And Earle sent out a statement 
that his case against DeLay would continue 
on toward completion. 

Matt Angle, former chief of staff for 
ousted U.S. Rep. Martin Frost (another 
redistricting victim), runs the Lone Star 
Project out of Washington, D.C. He said 
DeLay had managed to unseat most of the 
senior members of the Texas delegation 
with any iota of power in Washington. “Tom 
DeLay has managed to remove every single 
leader in the Texas delegation, including 
himself,” Angle said. “He’s removed three 
ranking members, a key whip, and now the 
majority leader of the House.” 

Perry cannot call a special election to fill 
DeLay’s unexpired term until DeLay submits 
his formal resignation letter. The resigna- 
tion (actually a move out of state; DeLay 
plans to move to the D.C. area permanent- 
ly) requires a special election to fill the 
unexpired term and a decision from the 
Republican Party to put a new candidate on 
the November ballot - possibly someone 
who has expressed interest in the race, like 
Sugar Land Mayor David Wallace, or 
another high-profile Republican from the 
area, such as state Sen. Kyle Janek of 
Houston or state Rep. Charlie Howard of 
Sugar Land. - Kimberly Reeves

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AMD's Favorite Charity: 

It could be me! 

Last week’s announcement that Advanced Micro Devices 
has boosted its sponsorship of the World Congress on Infor- 
mation Technology, due to descend upon Austin in May, rais- 
es many questions - ranging from, “What the heck isn’t AMD 
sponsoring these days?” to “Do you think they would sponsor 
a party at my house?” Indeed, it’s growing hard to swing a dead 
cat in Austin without hitting the company’s boxy green logo on 
some sort of billboard, banner, or brochure, from the parched 
dust storms of the Austin City Limits festival to the signifi- 
cantly more mellow Festival de las Plantas on the Eastside. 
AMD prefers not to reveal how many dollars go into earning 
the “Pinnacle Sponsor” designation - the top slot at WCIT - but 
it does involve both money and a couple thousand low-cost com- 
puters (aka “Personal Internet Communicators”). The PICs are 
designed to deploy easily in the developing world and, as such, 
are part of the company’s ongoing 50x15 initiative to connect 
50% of the world’s population to the Internet by the year 2015. 

It’s a worthy goal. However, AMD’s local critics - of which there 
are many, owing to the company’s decision to move its main 
Austin office complex from the Eastside to the environmentally 
sensitive southwest - grumble every time the AMD logo pops up 
somewhere new. (The WCIT is not, technically, new - AMD has 
been a sponsor for four years.) They also love nothing more than 
to use the sponsorship to spread their message that AMD is 
using its deep pockets to bribe the community into accepting its 
decision to move into an area major employers have long been 
dissuaded from locating. Note the personal dis the company got 
in January from Dan Rather (father of local environmentalist 
Robin Rather) at an AMD-sponsored speaker series, of which 
the Chronicle was also a sponsor. (See “Rather Visits, Weighs 
in on Local AMD Debate,” Jan. 13, 2006.) One can only imag- 
ine the shenanigans that will ensue as the WCIT unfolds in May. 



In the meantime, all these AMD dollars flowing hither and 
yon got us thinking. As everyone knows, Austin has many 
needs: Eastside activist Lori Renteria is trying to raise a few 
hundred dollars to stuff Homer the Homeless Goose. A few 
thousand dollars could stock one of our prairie remnants with 
a respectable herd of bison. Add a couple of zeroes, and you 
could do great things for AISD. But the needs don’t stop there.

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BALLOT BATTLE: 

March Madness, April Fools 

Countless office pool brackets cheerfully cratered as the 
NCAA’s March Madness dribbled into April, and now Cinderella 
George Mason University’s stab at championship glory remains 
the triumph of the tourney, demonstrating “courage, persever- 
ance, and sacrifice.” Those are the words inscribed on the 
Travis County Courthouse, where last week, a similar Cinderella 
story unfolded in Judge Stephen Yelenosky’s courtroom. 

Thursday, March 30, citizen plaintiffs brought a case against 
the city to Yelenosky’s 345th Judicial District court, where 
attorney Buck Wood described “inaccuracies and mischarac- 
terizations” in City Council’s draft of the charter amendment 
propositions supported by Save Our Springs Alliance, the 
ACLU, and other organizations. In an apparent upset, 
Yelenosky agreed, giving City Council until 5pm Monday to 
rewrite the ballot language covering the “open government 
online” and “clean water” amendments. Unlike George 
Mason’s run, the battle over ballot semantics won’t be remem- 
bered fondly, by council or SOS - or if the players keep fouling 
out, by Austin voters. 

Wood dulled the city’s double-pronged defense, laid out by 
attorney Robert C. Heath: That any delay incurred by court- 
directed changes to the ballot language constituted a delay of 
the election, impermissible under law; and even if changes 
didn’t produce delay, the city “strongly disagrees that the prop- 
ositions are incorrect or misleading.” The first argument was 
undone by Travis Co. Clerk Dana DeBeauvoir, who testified 
she needed 12 days to “lock down” the ballot - meaning if 
she received new language early this week, she’d be “not 
great, but OK.” The city’s second argument was largely under- 
mined by the testimony of Peter Collins, the city’s Chief 
Information Officer, who testified that his cost estimate for the 
open-government proposition ($36 million to initiate and $12 
million to maintain annually) which was in the city’s ballot lan- 
guage, was comprised of “soft numbers,” and a worst-case 
scenario at that (expensive, licensed software on every con- 
ceivable city employee’s computer). A more streamlined pro- 
cess was then postulated by expert witness Richard Klugman, 
who created a comparatively cost-effective open-records sys- 
tem for the Florida Department of Transportation. 

Yelenosky ruled that the council’s wording must “present a 
fair measure of the proposed measures [and] chief features. 
The ballot language does not do that,” he continued, citing 
unrepresentative examples, inaccurate terms, and uncon- 
firmed predictions. First on the chopping block was a Big 
Brotherish list of municipal agencies (police, the library depart- 
ment, etc.), inserted in the open government prop as a scare 
tactic, and a list of environmental programs (solar energy 


rebates and SMART Flousing incentives) the city believes the 
aquifer prop would kill. On the open government amendment, 
the judge cited the city’s failure to identify public information 
as its chief component, terms “all” and “any” in the phrase 
“all private citizens’ e-mails to any public official” and the $36 
million price tag as being “not sufficiently certain” nor neces- 
sarily compelling a tax increase. 

“Justice prevails!” exclaimed SOS Executive Director Bill 
Bunch after the verdict. Yelenosky was “able to see this was 
an extreme case. ... We hope we can work with the city.” 

Judging from the tone in council chambers Monday, Bunch 
may have meant work over the city. After convening its special 
session, council went into executive session for a legal update 

- but not before getting an earful from eager amendment sup- 
porters reminding members to mind their business. That 
evoked a testy response from Mayor Will Wynn, who rejected 
the implication that illegal policy discussions take place in pri- 
vate. When council returned, the bloodletting continued at 
length, culminating with the ACLU’s Ann del Llano, who angrily 
took Brewster McCracken to task for his role in tailoring the 
ballot language. “If you follow the same leader it will lead you 
to the same shameful place in Texas history,” she said, claim- 
ing council was the first to be so judicially reprimanded. 

Council followed the letter of Yelenosky’s law, if not certainly 
the spirit, in making enough changes to comply with his order: 
ditching the examples, the open government amendment’s 
cost, and the aforementioned “any” and “all.” McCracken led 
the offense, feeling “very cautious about inserting other lan- 
guage, other than what the court’s order was,” and deflecting 
a proposal from Jennifer Kim to add a qualifying phrase 
“consistent with state and federal privacy protection laws” to 
the open government prop. McCracken, describing federal pri- 
vacy laws’ narrow procreation and contraception-related limita- 
tion, drily remarked, “Good, that’s wonderful,” but returned to 
his familiar list of information - library books, financial records 

- he believes ripe for release under the amendment. Describ- 
ing the e-mail clause, he virtually blew raspberries at the audi- 
ence. “That was litigated and you all lost. ... [T]his language 
has been upheld as being accurate,” he said, generating 
chamber-rattling boos and catcalls of “Liar!” and “Shame!” 

The most peculiar development on the dais this campaign 
season - Mayor Pro Tern Danny Thomas’ newfound support 
for both propositions (following an absence during the aquifer 
language vote, and an affirmative on the original open govern- 
ment language) - surfaced in passing, when Thomas asked 
Bunch if the newish language met Yelenosky’s mandate to fair- 
ly portray the amendments’ chief features. Bunch’s unsurpris- 
ing response: No, no, and no. 

The angry tone of the special session served largely to confirm 
the shortcomings of the petition-driven initiative and referendum 
process. SOS and company were shocked - appalled! - that the 
council would find any fault with its proposed amendments, 


REVISED BALLOT LANGUAGE 

Proposition 1: 

Shall the City Charter be amended: (a) to provide online 
access to public information, which for the most part is 
already available, by creating an online electronic data sys- 
tem for most City communications and documents at tax- 
payer expense; (b) to require that private citizens’ emails 
to public officials be placed on the City website in “real 
time,” including emails or electronic communications 
between private citizens and public officials in all City 
departments, and limit the ability of citizens to keep pri- 
vate the details of these communications, unless legal 
exceptions apply; (c) to require that the heads of all City 
departments, all city manager’s staff and all city council 
members and their staff post online in “real time” informa- 
tion about meetings and phone calls with private citizens; 
and (d) to prohibit the city from exercising state law protec- 
tion for information that could expose the City and taxpay- 
ers to greater financial and legal liability and risk? 

Proposition 2: 

Shall the City Charter be amended to (a) limit invest- 
ments in roads, utilities, water quality infrastructure, drain- 
age infrastructure, and other infrastructure extensions and 
capacity extensions in the Barton Springs Zone, which 
includes a large portion of southwest Austin and Travis 
County, including neighborhoods such as Oak Hill, Barton 
Hills, part of Zilker, Circle C, Travis Country, Village at 
Western Oaks, and Westcreek; (b) limit the City’s ability to 
influence development in proposed utility and special dis- 
tricts in the extraterritorial jurisdiction; (c) limit the City’s 
ability to enter into agreements that may subsidize private 
development in the Barton Springs Zone; (d) make all 
‘grandfathering’ decisions in the Barton Springs Zone 
under state law subject to city council approval; (e) dis- 
qualify certain individuals from exercising certain property 
rights under state law in the Barton Springs Zone; (f) 
severely limit the City’s ability to enter into economic 
development agreements city-wide; (g) prohibit the City 
from participating in or supporting certain road projects; 
and (h) add an environmental policy statement? 


despite the likelihood that they bear unintended consequences 
now impossible to adjust. Meanwhile, in its overzealousness to 
counterattack, council bought itself a lawsuit and a judicial repri- 
mand in the bargain, giving SOS a PR advantage heading into the 
campaign. The result for voters is a ballot bracket as helpful as 
last week’s basketball picks - but with much less anticipation of 
a public victory, no matter who wins. - l/l/e//s Dunbar 


Immigrant Supporters Make Themselves Heard 


Over the past couple of years, the immigra- 
tion debate has grown louder and louder, 
fueled primarily by anti-immigration activists 
like the Minutemen, news sources like CNN’s 
Lou Dobbs, and lawmakers like Colorado’s 
Tom Tancredo. This made for a generally 
one-sided national dialogue that focused on 
the national security risks of a porous border, 
adding gang violence, human smuggling, and 
drug cartels to the ever-present threat of that 
modern-day demon, al Qaeda. Of course, 
there were the voices of immigrant advocates 
vying for attention in the din, trying to broaden 
the scope of the conversation to allow room 
for consideration of those at the center of the 
brouhaha. But it wasn’t until last week, when 
word got out that the House passed HR 
4437, sponsored by Rep. James Sensen- 
brenner (R-Wis.), that the voice of immi- 
grants, documented and not, was actually 


heard. The resolution would make it a felony 
to be undocumented in the U.S., and would 
criminalize humanitarian groups who help 
those felons. It would also have Homeland 
Security erecting a fence along the Mexico 
border, which, up until this point, has general- 
ly been considered a crackpot idea. 

In what The New Yorker's John Cassidy 
recently called the “eruption of a genuine 
popular movement,” millions of people across 
the country took to the streets in response to 
what many are calling the anti-immigrant bill. 
Enormous rallies in Los Angeles (a reported 
500,000- to 2-million-person turnout) were fol- 
lowed by two days of massive student walk- 
outs. More than 200 AISD students from 
Lanier and Reagan high schools joined 
high schoolers from around the country last 
Thursday in walking out to protest the pro- 
posed immigration law changes, kicking off a 


walk-out trend in area schools. Students from 
Round Rock and Del Valle also gave class- 
es the boot Thursday morning, and smaller 
walk-outs followed. AISD responded with a 
hearty tut-tut - not over the students’ 
expressing their opinions, but over that whole 
ditching-class-to-do-so thing. Chief Academic 
Officer Darlene Westbrook suggested that if 
AISD students hope to express their right to 
protest in the future, they should do it “before 
school, after school, or on weekends,” and 
that they use their school time to grapple with 
public policy in more “appropriate” education- 
al ways, such as debate or writing letters to 
legislators. “It is the responsibility of stu- 
dents to obey the law by being in school dur- 
ing school hours,” she said. 

On Monday, April 10, there’s a National Day 
of Action & Rally for Immigrant Rights, 
with events planned in at least 16 states, in 
what could very well end up being the largest 
mobilization for immigrant rights in U.S. histo- 
ry. Here in Austin, a group calling itself the 


April 10th Coalition is calling for a student 
walk-out at UT at 11am, a rally at the Capitol 
Building at 4pm, and a march to the Federal 
Building at 5pm. 

Meanwhile, the debate has hit the Senate 
floor with ferocity. Majority Leader Bill Frist 
(R-Tenn.) leads the opposition to the McCain- 
Kennedy bill, which allows eventual legaliza- 
tion for the undocumented millions currently 
living and working in the U.S., by presenting 
his own bill that denies most prospects for 
permanent residence, offering instead tempo- 
rary employment-based visas and an increase 
of employment - based on 140,000 to 
290,000 green cards. Unfortunately, those 
are the only bills to make it to the floor thus 
far; Texas’ own Rep. Sheila Jackson Lee (D- 
Houston), who has called immigration the 
“civil rights issue of our time,” submitted the 
Save America Comprehensive Immigra- 
tion bill, but it’s been stalled in the 
Immigration subcommittee since 2005.

The Voucher Game 

According to a report released last month by 
the Center on Budget and Policy Priorities, 
the City of Austin Housing Authority stands 
to lose 69 housing vouchers under President 
Bush’s $15.9 billion budget request to Congress 
for Section 8 rental assistance in 2007 as a 
result of a flawed, out-of-date funding formula 
based on voucher costs from a three-month 
period in 2004. The formula includes an infla- 
tion adjustment but the adjustment is based on 
two-year-old rent and utility cost data, and the 
overall formula does not reflect recent changes 
in factors like rent or tenant incomes. As report 
co-author Douglas Rice put it, “The formula 
doesn’t reflect the reality on the ground.” 

Based on a national overview of the 2,400 
housing agencies administering the Section 8 
program, the report concludes that Bush’s ’07 
budget request would cut about 20,000 vouch- 
ers from 70% of agencies, “forcing them to cut 
the number of families they serve or reduce the 
average rent subsidy they provide to each family, 
which would raise rent burdens on needy fami- 
lies or have other harmful consequences.” At 
the same time, however, other agencies - about 
a quarter of those assessed - will receive an 
increase in voucher funding under the formula, 
not based on need, but based on the out-dated 
2004 housing market data. “There’s enough 
funding in the administration’s request to allow 
every agency to renew every voucher it had 
leased up in 2006, [but] only if the money is 
distributed in the right way,” Rice said. 

Under the administration’s proposed housing 
budget, about 115 housing agencies in Texas 
will have to cut off 1,094 families from assis- 
tance in 2007, according to the report, which 
also notes that “Overall, 3% of authorized vouch- 
ers in the state would be left unused in 2007 
due to funding shortfalls.” Generally what hap- 
pens with vouchers is that when someone 
leaves the Section 8 program, their voucher gets 
reissued to someone on the local housing 
authority’s waiting list, explained report co- 
author Barbara Sard. If an agency doesn’t get 
adequate funding, however, it won’t be able to 
reissue that voucher. 


According to the report, the City of Austin 
Housing Authority will get enough money for 
4,863 vouchers under Bush’s ’07 budget propos- 
al, compared to 4,932 in 2006. Lisa Garcia, 
vice-president of assisted housing, said that 
despite federal funding cuts, the number of 
Section 8 vouchers the city has issued over the 
past few years - around 5,000, fluctuating slightly 
from month to month - has basically held steady. 
“In Austin, we haven’t had a huge significant 
decrease. We haven’t seen any new vouchers, 
either,” said Garcia, who attributed this to frugal 
budgeting. There are about 600 people on the 
housing authority’s waiting list, soon to swell sub- 
stantially since the city will open the list for three 
days in June, Garcia said. She estimated that 
2,500 to 3,000 people would sign up during that 
period. Last time Austin opened the list - from 
April 2002 to May 2003 - about 10,000 people 
signed up for vouchers, Garcia said. Fred Fuchs, 
a housing attorney with Texas Rio Grande Legal 
Aid, said his clients typically have to wait two to 
five years to get a voucher either from the Austin 
Housing Authority or the much-smaller Travis Co. 
Housing Authority, which, according to the 
report, stands to lose 10 vouchers under Bush’s 
’07 budget, receiving a total of 488. 

Under the current funding formula, “there is 
no connection between the amount of money an 
agency receives and the number of vouchers 
they have leased up,” Rice said, which makes it 
hard for housing agencies to predict from year 
to year exactly how many vouchers they’ll be 
able to fund. Also, how much Congress actually 
allocates the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development, from which agencies get 
their Section 8 funds, hinges on the overall fed- 
eral budget. (The administration’s budget pro- 
posal is expected to get to the House by May, 
and the House’s version to the Senate at some 
point after July 4, Sard said.) The trend in recent 
years has been that the amount originally pro- 
posed for HUD has gotten cut during the appro- 
priations process, said Rice, but as he put it, 
“until Congress approves a final bill,” all the 
funding is “up in the air.” To read the full report, 
go to cbpp.org/3-13-06hous.htm.

It’s a truce, for now. 

AISD announced Friday that Superin- 
tendent Pat Forgione had withdrawn a 
controversial proposal to close two ele- 
mentary schools. That came as a huge 
relief to the Becker and Oak Springs 
communities, whose long battle for their 
schools was supposed to culminate in 
the final marathon Board of Trustees 
meeting that went down Monday, March 
27. The trustees’ vote, however, came 
to a 4-4 tie, with trustee Rudy 
Montoya M.I.A. 

Forgione’s announcement means 
the school defenders won’t have to 
rally the troops for a repeat of Monday’s 
impassioned performance, but the 
Superintendent warned them not to get 
too comfortable: Depending on the find- 
ings of a Task Force on School 
Sustainability whose members would 
report to the Board in October, either 
school could still go under the axe next 
year. “I am placing both Becker and Oak 
Springs on notice that their viability 
beyond 2006-2007 is still in question,” 
said a rather snippy statement from 
Forgione, who was visibly irate Monday 
night as one trustee after another 
announced their intention to oppose his 
plan. In the final vote, only trustees Doyle 
Valdez, Johna Edwards, Ave Wahr- 
mund, and Cheryl Bradley supported 
the plan - a rare occurrence in compro- 
mise-happy AISD, where most votes are 
unanimous and critics. 

The trustees who opposed the plan - 
John Fitzpatrick, Robert Schneider, 
Patricia Whiteside, and Mark Williams 
- said they were not opposed to school 
closure itself. However, they each 
expressed concerns that the process 
had so far not been fair to the Becker 
and Oak Springs stakeholders, and didn’t 
let them, as trustees, compare the cost 
savings of closing the two schools with 
cost savings that could come through 


other means. The savings from closing a 
school - perhaps $400,000 per year - 
are only a fraction of a percent of the 
district’s $761 million budget. On the 
other hand, AISD’s revenues are flat, so 
every dollar matters. As Williams pointed 
out, however, the district also has the 
responsibility to weigh the cost savings 
of closing the schools against the “good 
will” savings of keeping them open. 

Now, the Becker and Oak Springs 
communities have six months to develop 
plans to boost their enrollment without 
skimming students away from other 
AISD schools. Becker, whose middle- 
class neighbors have already helped 
develop a proposal for an arts or dual- 
language academy to attract new stu- 
dents, is in a stronger position for suc- 
cess. At Oak Springs, the vast majority 
of students come from the Booker T. 
Washington housing project across the 
street, and no middle-class defenders, 
savvy in the ways of local governance 
and public decision-making, have yet 
emerged to lead the proposal-writing 
charge. The resource difference between 
the two schools was stark at the school 
board meetings, where crowds pleaded 
for Becker, but few voices chimed in for 
Oak Springs except a father named 
Daniel Garza, who gave eloquent, 
extemporaneous speeches about all 
Oak Springs had done to teach him to 
be a more involved parent. Despite the 
differences in their communities, the 
challenges facing both schools are sig- 
nificant; still, as Becker parent Lori 
Barzano put it, it’s “wonderful” to have 
a chance to try. 

And, with the May 13 school board 
elections bringing as many as five new 
trustees to the nine-member board, the 
debate over how to manage underen- 
rolled schools in the center city is likely 
to continue sizzling for months to come.

Texas House District 50: 
Zimmerman vs. the GOP 


When Austin Republican Jack Stick lost his 
state House seat to Democrat Mark Strama in 
2004, rumor had it that the ex-lawmaker bit- 
terly blamed his defeat on a member of his own 
party - local GOP activist Don Zimmerman. 

That’s a rumor Zimmerman can live with 
(and indeed may have helped perpetuate), 
although in fact there were multiple reasons 
for Stick’s narrow but bruising loss by 569 
votes to Strama, now the incumbent and gen- 
erally favored to win re-election this fall. 
Zimmerman’s contribution to Stick’s ouster 
was just one of many sideshows in the hotly 
contested race, but it did serve to broadcast 
Stick’s lukewarm effort pursuing a campaign 
promise he made to voters in 2002 - to pass 
legislation that would force the resolution of 
a long-standing tax dispute between the city 
of Austin and Canyon Creek homeowners, 
who had been clamoring to get out from 
under their tax obligation to the Canyon 
Creek Municipal Utility District since the city 
annexed their subdivision in the early 
Nineties. By calling voters’ attention to Stick’s 
“betrayal” of Canyon Creek, Zimmerman 
helped Strama win the race. In turn, Strama 
helped negotiate a compromise between the 
city and the Canyon Creek homeowners. 

Now, it’s political payback time - in two 
directions - for Zimmerman, who is seeking 
the GOP nomination to challenge Strama for 
the HD 50 seat in November. Zimmerman is 
not exactly an insider within the Travis Co. 
Republican Party, and his loud criticism of 
Stick in 2004 (after having supported him in 
2002) is expected to cost him some impor- 


tant votes when he squares off against Jeff 
Fleece in the April 1 1 run-off. Though a vir- 
tual unknown with no record of local party 
activism (and an equally spotty voting record, 
including a no-show in Stick’s 2002 primary 
race), Fleece is the GOP establishment’s 
choice in HD 50, as evidenced by his finan- 
cial contributors and his hiring of GOP 
political consultant Ted Delisi, an adviser of 
choice to the state party leadership. 

Fleece has also secured the endorsement of 
Stick himself, who in a campaign mailer calls 
Fleece a “decent man” with an impressive 
military record. As Fleece’s supporters see it, 
what the rookie candidate lacks in name ID 
and party activism, he makes up for by being a 
West Point graduate who served as an Armor 
officer with the U.S. Army’s 1st Calvary 
Division. (Neither Fleece nor Delisi returned 
Chronicle phone calls for this story.) 

By liberal Travis County standards, both 
Fleece and Zimmerman hold extreme views on 
social issues, supporting school vouchers and 
the state’s constitutional amendment banning 
same-sex marriage. Zimmerman, however, is 
considered too much of a free-thinker, in a 
libertarian mode, for the party establishment’s 
taste. To that end, Fleece’s campaign is draw- 
ing on Zimmerman’s opposition to the Bush 
administration’s PATRIOT Act, among other 
issues, in questioning Zimmerman’s loyalty to 
Bush and the GOP Zimmerman is hardly what 
you’d call a George Bush Republican, or even a 
Ronald Reagan Republican for that matter. 
Rather, he is a Ron Paul Republican - the U.S. 
congressman and GOP outsider from Surfside, 
who ran for president on the Libertarian Party 
ticket in 1988. 

“This has shaped up to be the perfect strug- 
gle between the Republican Party establish- 
ment - the lobby, the money, the Karl Rove 
kingmakers on one side, and on the other side, 
the Ron Paul Republicans,” Zimmerman 
observed the other day. “We’re the people who 
care about the Constitution, we care about 
principles, and we’re angry about the trillions 
of dollars in deficit spending. It’s a very clear 
line as to who’s on which side.” 

HD 50, which covers most of northeast 
Travis Co. and a smaller swath west of 1-35, is 
a political swing district, one of three in the 
county. Of the three, HD 50 is probably the 
most Republican-leaning, and is the only dis- 
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trict in the county that saw passage, albeit 
narrowly, of the Proposition 2 marriage amend- 
ment that Texas voters approved last November. 
Zimmerman is credited (or blamed) for Prop. 
2’s squeaker victory in HD 50; he spent 
$13,000 of his campaign money to pay for all 
of the pro -Prop. 2 yard signs in the county, 
and campaigned mightily for its passage. “I 
have no doubt Don made the difference in 
causing Prop. 2 to be passed only in HD 50,” 
said longtime independent Republican con- 
sultant Royal Masset, who is Zimmerman’s 
campaign strategist. 

While the candidate’s work on the marriage 
front earned him the endorsement of several 
statewide conservative groups, the local reli- 
gious right crowd is largely backing Fleece. 
Zimmerman is pretty chapped about that, 


Zimmerman’s supporters admit that his free- 
wheeling activism could be his political undo- 
ing on April 11. As Masset notes, “If Don is 
known for 10 issues and the voter disagrees 
with just one - such as Don’s questioning of 
the PATRIOT Act - and Jeff is known as a nice 
guy who went to West Point, Don will probably 
lose that vote,” he said. 

Fleece’s advantage is that he has no record 
for voters to judge. “Fleece has no baggage and 
can say whatever the polls tell him to say,” 
notes Masset. Still, he is quick to point to the 
irony of someone like Fleece, with no record of 
party participation, questioning Zimmerman’s 
Republican credentials. “Fleece attacking 
Zimmerman over party loyalty is like a son kill- 
ing his father and wanting sympathy for being 
an orphan,” Masset said.

given all the work he did on Prop. 2. Then 
again, he’s never really gotten along with the 
party’s religious zealots, who claim a fair 
amount of precinct chairs across the county. 
Fleece “did nothing for Prop. 2 and he’s their 
candidate of choice,” Zimmerman said. “So I 
think that should tell you something about the 
religious right.” 


Travis Co. Republican Chair Alan Sager 
says he isn’t taking sides in the race, but it’s 
safe to assume that he doesn’t support 
Zimmerman, who actively campaigned 
against Sager’s 2002 bid for county chair 
and has opposed him on other issues. “I 
guess I poisoned the well there , ” Zimmerman 
acknowledges. Sager is only willing to speak 
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about the importance of seeing the GOP 
recapture the HD 50 seat - not an easy task 
by any stretch. Strama has the support and 
financial backing of both grassroots 
Democrats and Capitol insiders. But Sager 
points to some factors that could lead to 
Strama’s defeat. “Among other things, Prop. 
2 passed in District 50 and he was against 
it,” Sager said. “He is far too liberal for this 
district, and while he wants to create the 
aura of working with everyone, on big 
issues he does not support what the major- 
ity of voters in [HD 50] want.” 

While the party establishment may argue 
that Fleece would have the best chance of 
turning Strama out of office in November, 
Masset can just as readily enumerate the rea- 
sons why Zimmerman is the only candidate 
who can do the job. “Fortunately,” he said, 
“the fewer voters who will participate in the 
run-off will be more likely to appreciate a 
proven activist and not another candidate cho- 
sen by the establishment. If HD 50 voters want 
someone who will vote with them and not be 
lapdogs of the lobby, they will vote for Don.” 
Masset said he turns down a fair number of 
candidates who want to run against incumbent 
Democrats. But Zimmerman, he added, “will 
actually be more in his element going against 
Strama, where you have real philosophical dif- 
ferences. Fleece will be unable to articulate 
philosophical differences with Strama, and 
Strama will crush him.” - Amy Smith

Texas House District 47: 

Looking fora wedge 

Whatever momentum Valinda Bolton and 
Jason Earle enjoyed going into the Democratic 
primary in state House District 47 may have 
waned going into next week’s run-off. At least 
that’s the buzz among some Dem observers, 
who privately fret that neither candidate has 
yet cultivated a sufficient base of support to 
ensure a Democratic victory in November. 

Of course, the pessimism is a tad premature; 
much of the Dems’ November fate depends on 
the outcome of the Republican run-off, where 
Bill Welch and Alex Castano are vying for their 
party’s nomination to succeed incumbent GOP 
Rep. Terry Keel - who’s in a run-off himself, 
against GOP incumbent Charles Holcomb for a 
seat on the 3rd Court of Appeals. Welch and 
Castano are waging a much more acrimonious 
contest than their Democratic counterparts. 
The political battle grew more divisively per- 
sonal last week as court documents, delivered 
anonymously to the Chronicle and Statesman, 
revealed Castano ’s personal financial problems 
- he was sued by credit card companies in 
2004, and lost judgments, after falling behind 
on more than $35,000 in debt. The disclosure 
not only embarrassed Castano - who says he is 
repaying the debt - it also undermined his 
tough campaign talk about the need for state 
budget discipline. 

Castano ’s campaign immediately blamed 
Welch’s campaign for digging up and dissemi- 
nating the court documents the day before the 
two were scheduled to appear together for a 
Statesman - sponsored debate. Welch denied the 
claims but used the opportunity to blast his 
opponent’s “irresponsible” fiscal conduct, 
while Castano reportedly “held back tears” in 
attributing the debt to desperate attempts to 
support his family. 

As is often the case between Republican 
opponents, the contest between Welch and 
Castano comes down to the question of which 
candidate stands further to the right on social 
issues. On that score, Castano is way out in 
front, but Welch, who ran as a moderate for 
this seat in 1992 (narrowly losing to Susan 
Combs), has since acquired more conservative

views on abortion rights and other hot-button 
topics. (Inevitably, Castano accuses Welch of 
“flip-flopping” on abortion.) 

“A bitter Republican primary like this one 
just makes clear how out of touch both of their 
candidates are with the issues that really mat- 
ter in the general election,” said political con- 
sultant Mark Nathan, a consultant for the Earle 
campaign. He says voters in this southwest 
Travis Co. district are less concerned about 
emotional wedge issues than they are about 
nuts-and-bolts issues like school finance and 


property taxes: “November voters want to sup- 
port an independent candidate who under- 
stands the problems that people face in the 
real world and has a plan to do something 
about them.” 

Convincing voters that a Democrat is better 
equipped to deal with the Real World could be 


challenging. For one, HD 47 voters don’t have 
the same distaste for incumbent Keel as voters 
in neighboring HD 48 had for Republican 
Todd Baxter, who resigned his seat late last 
year. In light of the sound rejection they gave 
his heir apparent, Ben Bentzin, in electing 
Democrat Donna Howard to serve out the 
remainder of Baxter’s term, it’s a reasonable 
bet that HD 48 voters would likely have turned 
Baxter out as well. But in Keel’s district, the 
Republican nominee isn’t carrying quite so 
much negative baggage. 


In that broader respect, Bolton’s advantage 
over Earle in the run-off could be that she, like 
Howard, is part of a nationwide trend of white 
Democratic women waging successful cam- 
paigns. In the short term, Bolton has also 
proved the more polished campaigner. “Valinda 
is moving to a place,” said her consultant Glen 


Maxey, “where voters will see that she’s not 
only the better candidate in the run-off, but 
she’ll be the better candidate in November.” 

While Earle’s campaign staff acknowledg- 
es that their rookie candidate, the son of 
District Attorney Ronnie Earle, was inexperi- 
enced coming in, they say he’s shown dra- 
matic improvement on the stump. “Jason 
has done a much better job over the last few 
months of communicating his vision for 
reform at the Capitol,” said Nathan, “and I 
think that holds him in good stead for the 
general election. He’s an independent-mind- 
ed guy and he knows what he wants to do if 
he gets elected.” More than anything, 
though, Earle’s supporters believe Earle is 
more capable of raising the kind of money 
required to run a successful campaign against 
either Welch or Castano. 

And Democrats readily acknowledge that 
Welch would present a greater threat than Cas- 
tano, whose views would likely be seen as too 
extreme for a district that voted against the 
Prop. 2 marriage amendment. Welch leads going 
into the run-off, but Castano has garnered the 
support of many party leaders, including Gov. 
Rick Perry, who could benefit by having a His- 
panic Republican in the House. - Amy Smith

U.S. House, District 10: 

Running against Bush 

Tom DeLay’s re-redistricting in 2004 introduced a new con- 
gressman to Travis County - previously split between Republican 
Lamar Smith to the west and Democrat Lloyd Doggett to the 
east. DeLay destroyed Doggett’s old, solidly Dem Congressional 
District 10 and created a new CD 10, running from Central 
Austin north to Pflugerville and then sprawling east through 
rural oil fields and farmland to northwest Harris Co. GOP pri- 
mary voters picked Michael McCaul, an in-law heir to the Clear 
Channel media empire fortune, and the November general elec- 
tion was such a foregone conclusion that no Democrat even 
bothered to file in the primary. 

This year, four Dems took up the daunting task of climbing 
the Republican mountain that is CD 10, and March’s primary 
winnowed them down to two - Austin poet/publisher Paul 
Foreman and retired civil service professional and Navy veteran 
Ted Ankrum of Cypress. They go into the run-off neck and neck, 

Ankrum’s 36.7% of the vote barely edging Foreman’s 35.8% in Paul Foreman Ted Ankrum 


the first round. Here’s a snapshot of the two men who believe 
they can foil DeLay and turn this conservative district blue. 

Both candidates are running as much against the apparently- 
defrocked DeLay and President George W Bush as against 
McCaul. Indeed, a centerpiece of Foreman’s campaign pitch is 
getting Bush impeached. Attacking Bush’s defense of illegally 
wiretapping American citizens, Foreman told an Austin audience, 
“This is worse than Nixon saying ‘I’m not a crook.’ This is saying, 
‘I’m a crook and I’m proud of it.’ We can beat this guy.” 

Ankrum is a little less direct in singling out Bush by name, 
but the first thing one sees on his campaign Web site is a story 
of his tragic experiences in Vietnam and his determination not 
to repeat that war’s “huge mistake.” Other parts of the site 
criticize the Bush administration for “cherry pick[ing] ” informa- 
tion and smearing those who question the war. And he says that 
McCaul has “vot[ed] with Tom DeLay 95% of the time” and 
shows “total loyalty to the Party Line,” including votes against 
veterans care and against giving reserve families the same ben- 
efits as enlisted families.

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Going after Bush and DeLay may be the 
stronger tack, hints Ankrum, because CD 10’s 
constituents may not be sure who McCaul is: 
“He has been really remarkably absent from his 
district over the past year. It’s only in the last 
two or three months that anybody’s even seen 
him in the district. ... Nobody knows him. 
Every time I run into people in the district, they 
either dislike him or they don’t know him.” 

“I’ll beat him not just by tying him to Tom 
DeLay and his gerrymandering, but by tying 
him to George W Bush, because the Clear 
Channel fortune is what gave George Bush his 
first fortune,” Foreman says, referring to the 
business loans that helped Bush buy into the 
Texas Rangers and establish a profile in Texas 
after several failed business ventures. “McCaul 
is just their lackey. He’s got this spot because 
they’re the power behind George W Bush. 
George W’s sinking ratings are going to pull 
McCaul down.” 

Even in the rural counties of CD 10? “Even 
in District 10,” Foreman says, pointing hope- 
fully to Republican moderates growing disen- 
chanted with Bush, and to people like 
Washington Co. Democratic Party Chair Duane 
Olney, who’s a former Republican. Foreman 
says Olney and Gus Mutscher - yes, the scan- 
dal-tainted former speaker of the Texas House 
- are trying to take Washington Co. back for 
the Dems, and support him. Foreman’s past as 
a “Berkeley radical” was preceded by a youth in 
Granbury, Texas, memorialized in many of his 
poems, and he believes he can communicate 


with country folks. “They’re basically very 
conservative people, but there is outrage by 
what is going on in Washington. Bush is lying 
through his teeth.” 

Ankrum also knows he needs those rural 
counties, but knows his hopes must be heav- 
ily pinned on Austin. “Forty-one percent of 
the voters are in Travis, 37 percent are in 
Harris. I figure I’ll win if the other counties 
break 50-50. It’s doable. In a normal year it 
wouldn’t be, but the president has given me 
a whole lot of help.” Ankrum says he can 


reach people in Brenham, Giddings, and 
Elgin “with logic. I have to show that they’ve 
been voting against their interests and the 
interests of their children, and frankly, I think 
that the Republicans in Washington have 
been making my case for me.” 

But before they can face McCaul, Foreman 
and Ankrum now square off against each 


other. As might be expected in a district that 
sprawls across half of Texas, the two candi- 
dates, who live on opposite ends of CD 10, 
aren’t real familiar with each other, so there’s 
been little mudslinging; each candidate main- 
ly focuses on his own virtues, and barely men- 
tions his opponent. 

Ankrum argues he’s the best candidate 
because, after years in the Navy and work at 
NASA, the EPA, and as a diplomat to Australia, 
“I’m the person that has experience in all the 
things that Democrats care about, and frankly, 


the country cares about. I have experience in 
the energy business, I have experience in plac- 
es that have a universal health care, I have 
experience in places that have a living wage, I 
have experience in all of the issues that we all 
care about.” He adds that he is a reluctant - 
albeit completely serious - politician, who 
jumped in after 2004’s write-in Dem, Lorenzo 


Sadun, declined to run again (Sadun is now 
supporting Ankrum). After three other Dems 
filed, Ankrum said, “If one of those people 
looked like they had a better chance of beating 
McCaul, I would have stepped aside. . . . When 
I looked at them, I just didn’t see anybody that 
had a better chance, so I stayed in.” 

“I’m not looking to make a career out of 
this,” says Ankrum. “I already had a career. 
There’s a few things I need to do and want 
to do. ... I’m not going to serve past the 
next redistricting.” 

Foreman says Dems should instead choose 
him “because I will help to impeach George 
Bush and I’ll do it immediately. I’m already in 
touch with a lot of other congressmen who 
want to impeach him, and we’ll get it done. We 
can’t afford two more years of this turkey. The 
Iraq disaster will only double or quadruple if 
we go into Iran or Syria. ... Now, Ted will be 
much milder. He’ll say, oh, maybe he’s wrong 
or needs to go or something, but Congress is 
responsible for impeaching the president, 
they’re the only ones that can, and that’s why 
I’m running for the House of Representatives.” 

Foreman describes himself as a “Sam 
Rayburn Democrat” and plays up his family 
connections to Rayburn (his cousin was a top 
aide to the New Deal speaker of the House for 
many years). “During the Fifties, with Sam in 
the House, Lyndon in the Senate, and Ike in 
White House, our foreign policy differences 
stopped at the water’s edge. I’ll move to 
restore that.” - Lee Nichols

Barbara Ann Radnofsky 
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The run-off ballots on both sides of the aisle are brief, but there are a couple of additional races 
worth noting on the Democratic side. 

• For U.S. senator, Houston lawyer Barbara Ann Radnofsky faces off against perennial self-appointed 
candidate San Antonian Gene Kelly, in a race that could determine if the state Democratic Party can 
inform - let alone motivate - enough voters to nominate an actual candidate against incumbent 
Republican Kay Bailey Hutchison. 

• The lieutenant governor race features two relative unknowns vying for the right to get steamrolled by 

incumbent David Dewhurst. Former state Rep and Texarkana Court of Appeals Judge Ben Z. Grant runs 
against novice candidate Maria Luisa Alvarado, an Air Force veteran and sociologist without political 
experience, who yet led in the initial balloting, apparently on the growing statewide strength of the 
Hispanic vote. With little additional campaigning (and a third contender, Adrian de Leon, out of the 
race), Alvarado should be heavily favored on Tuesday. - M.K.

CHRISTO AND JEANNE-CLAUDE: 

'Over the River' and through their words 

A sold-out house at the Paramount may be the equivalent of the “Dog 
Bites Man” headline for performing artists such as Lyle Lovett - in other 
words, old news - but for a pair of visual artists? Now we’re in “Man Bites 
Dog” territory. With 1,000-plus bodies packing the opera house last 
Thursday, March 30, clearly Austin wanted to hear what Christo and Jeanne- 
Claude had to say about their remarkable 45-year career of creating epic art 
and how work is progressing on their latest effort, the Over the River project 
in Colorado. The first half of this Austin Museum of Art program concerned 
the latter, with Christo narrating a slide show that detailed the project’s 
scope and history: how the idea of suspending miles of fabric panels over a 
river was conceived in the early Nineties; how Christo, Jeanne-Claude, and 
the project team visited 89 rivers across the Rocky Mountains before set- 
tling on the Arkansas River in the Centennial State; how the bureaucracy 
they have to navigate is as treacherous as a stretch of Whitewater (17 gov- 
ernment agencies involving federal, state, and two counties); how they deal 
with the local communities; and how they’ve field-tested the cables and fab- 
ric to see how they’ll behave in natural conditions. The presentation made 
this astonishing new artwork seem a more than worthy follow-up to The 
Gates, but also gave fresh insight into the care that Christo and Jeanne- 
Claude put into their projects on every level: the creative, the technical, and, 
most crucially, the human. The couple then spent close to an hour answer- 
ing questions written out by audience members during an intermission. The 
queries ranged from the practical (“How are the project materials recy- 
cled?”) to the personal (“How do you have the patience to spend years real- 
izing a project?”), and the answers ranged from the intriguing (fabric for 
Wrapped Reichstag was shredded and laid under carpets) to the insightful 
(“It’s not a matter of patience, it’s a matter of passion.”). The artists’ priori- 
ties were made clear in an anecdote Jeanne-Claude told about being con- 
tacted by NASA some years ago. The agency wanted to see if the couple 
would do a project in space. Our work is made to be experienced by people, 
Jeanne-Claude responded. “When you’ve got lots of people up there, call 
us back.” - Robert Faires

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THE WOMEN: 

The more things change ... 

Frank Benge has been participating in 
Austin theatre for well over 20 years. In that 
time he’s been involved as director, actor, or 
designer with practically every theatre in the 
city, but his deepest relationship has been 
with Round Rock’s Sam Bass Community 
Theatre, where he’s now directing a produc- 
tion of Clare Boothe-Luce’s ever-popular, all- 
female satire The Women. The Chronicle 
asked Benge about his relationship with the 
play and with all of those females. 

Austin Chronicle: This play was written back 
in the Thirties. What does it have to say to 
modern audiences? 

Frank Benge: I’ve liked it for a long time. It’s 
a period piece, yes, but it has some great 
satire and sharp, barbed wit, and I like the 
characters. They have something to say. When 
I went back and reinvestigated the script, a 
saying came to mind: The more things 
change, the more they stay the same. Even 
with all the things that have changed for 
women, there are a lot of truths in this play. 
There are still bimbos that steal away hus- 
bands. There are still secretaries who pine 
for the boss. And by God, we can certainly all 
learn a lot about being kinder to each other. 


AC: That's certainly true. When she was very 
young , Luce became interested in women's 
suffrage. Do you find that in this play? 

FB: Absolutely. A scene that Mary, the main 
character, has with her daughter speaks 
directly to it. Her little daughter asks her, 
what do you do? And Mary says women 
these days can do anything. They can run for 
office, they can fly a plane. And the little girl 
says, well, you don’t do that, mother, Miss 
Fordyce and the servants do that. 

AC: Working with all these women couldn't 
have been an easy road. 

FB: Actually, they’ve been great. There’s a 
saying I also use a lot of times because it 
holds true for me, and that’s that the right 
people find their way to the work. I really 
couldn’t be happier with the cast I’ve got. I’m 
kind of loath to say that, just looking over my 
shoulder waiting for the lightning to strike. 

But they’ve been a wonderful group. And 
they’ve come in and built the set with me 
and been covered in chrome paint. 

AC: How many women have you got in the cast? 
FB: Nineteen women playing 35 roles. 

AC: So no problems with 19 women? 

FB: I know. Isn’t that amazing? - Barry Pineo

The ‘West’ SHALL RISE AGAIN 

A new generation creates Its own take on the show that changed Austin theatre 



One by one, these individuals take the stage of the Austin 
Community College theatre, each standing alone in the spot- 
light and telling some story about themselves or simply shar- 
ing a glimpse into their lives. These episodes may be brief and 
simple in presentation, but they are also intensely personal and, 
taken collectively, form a compelling mosaic of life in a particu- 
lar time and a particular part of our country For Austinites of a 
certain age, this scenario may seem hauntingly familiar, a flash- 
back to late Eighties Cap City Wasn’t there some play like that, 
with a bunch of different people getting up and telling stories 
about life in the West? 

Indeed there was. In the West, as it was so aptly named, was 
one of the theatre scene’s most unlikely success stories of the 
time, a show that wasn’t really a play, just individual members of 
this upstart theatre company performing a loosely themed set of 
monologues written by other members of the theatre company 
(some of whom had little experience writing). It wasn’t all com- 
edy (like that earlier homegrown hit Greater Tuna), but it wasn’t 


all drama either. The cast, which usually numbered a dozen or 
so, wasn’t always the same every time it was performed, and 
sometimes certain monologues would be among the 20 pre- 
sented, and sometimes they wouldn’t. It really wasn’t much like 
anything else out there. And yet people couldn’t get enough of it. 
After its initial five-performance run in November of 1985, it was 
revived. And then revived again. And revived again. And again 
and again. Every run drew enough people to justify another 
run, despite the fact that the show was never heavily publicized

and rarely produced in the same space twice. Over six years, 
it was mounted at least a dozen times, and its success led to a 
rave review in Variety, performances in Dallas and Fort Worth, a 
prominent spot in the 1991 Texas Festival at the Kennedy Center, 
and a film (sort of). (See “. . . And the ‘West’ Is History,” p.42) 
Now, In the West is back, though not exactly as it was in its 
heyday. Big State, the little company that launched the show 
way back when, has long been disbanded, and while a good 
two-thirds of the 22 contributors to the original production still 
make their home in Austin, all have moved on in life - some to 
other theatre companies, some to enterprises beyond theatre: 
making films, making families. Some have ended up in aca- 
demia, which is where this new incarnation of In the West, called 
In2 the West, was bom. While the title suggests a sequel, that’s 
not quite the case. Call it a continuation of that first show after 
a 14-year hiatus, an extension of the experiment that was the 
original In the West.

. . . And the ‘West’ IS HISTORY 


How Big State's little monologue show changed Austin theatre 


The Chronicle theatre listings for Nov. 1, 1985, give no real 
indication of a seismic shift in the offing. The shows listed are 
a pretty standard mix of hardy perennials (Bus Stop, All My 
Sons, Vanities, West Side Story) and fairly recent transplants 
from more fertile theatrical soil to the north and east (Betrayal, 
Ain’t Misbehavin’, Painting Churches, Moonchildren) . Among the 
18 productions are several Austin originals (Sheila Tesar-Carr’s 
Freelance, Carlos Morton’s The Many Deaths of Danny Rosales, 
Alice Wilson’s Razzmatazz, Mary Alice Carnes and Franklin D. 
Lewis’ Jalapeho Sam as Seen Through the Eyes of Frankie Dan, a 
short-lived live soap opera, Downtown, by Lin Sutherland), sign 
of the newly burgeoning playwriting scene, but they attract only 
modest attention, certainly nothing on the order of a Greater 
Tuna - at that point, four-years-old and already keeping its cre- 
ators and stars, Joe Sears and Jaston Williams, busy performing 
across the nation. 

One show, however, stands off a little from the rest. Over its 
listing sits a black bar with the word “Recommended” reversed 
out on it. It’s for a new show called In the West, featuring 
monologues written and performed by the members of a still 
new independent company called Big State Productions. Now, 
the previous couple of seasons had seen productions of the 
Robert Patrick play Kennedy’s Children and Jane Martin’s Talking 
With. . . , both collections of monologues, so it wasn’t as if an 
all-monologue show was a novelty. Still, there was reason to be 
hopeful that this show might be something . . . different. Though 
Big State had been around less than two years, it had produced 
three strikingly original shows: an obscure and rather bizarre 
drama about God, Lucifer, and the creation of sexual disease 
called The Council of Love, Terrence McNally’s post-apocalyptic 
black comedy . . .And Things That Go Bump in the Night staged in 
the basement of a used bookstore, and a poetic, revelatory Our 
Town that blew all the dust off Thornton Wilder’s classic and 
made it lyrical and cosmic and moving. In this time before the 
Rude Mechs and Salvage Vanguard and Physical Plant, before 
the Vortex and Refraction Arts and Rubber Repertory, this was 
our experimental theatre company, the most daring, the most 
innovative theatrically, with a corps of talented young artists

willing to take risks. So if they were doing a monologue show, 
and they wrote it all themselves . . . 

The first performance, on Nov. 2 in the Mary Moody Northen 
Theatre on the St. Edward’s University campus, told the story. 
At the end of the show, audience members went wild, leaping 
to their feet and, according to Big State’s artistic director, Jim 
Fritzler, who had conceived the show as “a little actor’s showcase 
kind of thing,” “they all ran down on stage and started talking 
at once.” The next week, the show moved to the Elisabet Ney 
Museum, and word of it had spread like wildfire, so that both 
performances that weekend and the two the following weekend

were “swamped with people.” Their response was every bit as 
exuberant as that of the opening night crowd. This writer, who 
hadn’t planned on reviewing the show, dashed off a 2,000-word 
feature review for the next edition of the Chronicle. (It’s available 
online as a Web extra.) What we were all responding to was not 
something radical in terms of theatre; on the whole, In the West 
was very traditional - the monologues all straightforward narra- 
tives, the characters all recognizable human beings, the staging 
simplicity itself: one actor at a time, lights up, lights down. But 
it was funny and smart and sharply observed, and it showed us 
people we knew and was profoundly generous to those people 
and to the audience. As I wrote then and still feel, “It does not 
merely show us glimpses of Westerners’ lives; it invites us into 
them, sharing with us the intimate details, the joy and blood 
and tears.” 

This became one of the first shows since Greater Tuna to 
be successful enough to warrant reviving, certainly the first 
locally generated show to be that successful, and In the West 
was revived a dozen times over the next six years. As noted in 
the companion article, it was also one of the few shows at the 
time to travel beyond Austin’s city limits, playing Dallas and 
Fort Worth and, in what stands as its valedictory engagement,

Son of In the West 

A couple of years ago, with the show’s 20th 
anniversary just over the horizon, the idea of 
revisiting In the West began to bubble up in 
the brains of some of the original Big Staters. 
Sidney Brammer and Marco Perella, two of the 
crew still in Austin, considered a commercial 
remount reuniting the old gang, but with so 
many of them having gone pro, the cost was 
beyond prohibitive: They’d have to charge at 
least $50 a ticket, they estimated - an amount 
that, even if they really thought they could 
get it, would trigger their collective gag reflex, 
as back in the day Big State had vowed never 
to charge more for one of their shows than 
it would cost to see a movie. With that door 
closed, Brammer looked for an open window 
in an academic setting, where the show’s big 
milestone could still be commemorated but at 
less expense, with students taking a crack at its 
memorable characters and tall tales (something 
Big State founder Jim Fritzler, who hatched 
the idea for In the West, was undertaking up at 


Hastings College in Nebraska, where he’s now 
assistant professor of Theatre Arts). Brammer 
mentioned the idea to her sister Shelby, head 
of the theatre department at ACC, who was 
receptive. They then broached the subject in 
a staff meeting of the Arts and Humanities 
department, where it was applauded by some 
faculty members who recalled the original 
show with enthusiasm. It was there that the 
idea shifted from simply reviving the old yarns 
to spinning some new ones. What if the new 
production was also tied into the department’s 
Creative Writing program? “What about a 
course in regional performance literature?” 
suggested interim dean Lyman Grant. And 
thus was born ENGL-2307-014, the playwrit- 
ing class using In the West as its textbook. 
Amparo Garcia-Crow, another Big Stater who 
had graduated to a career in playwriting and 
another in teaching playwriting, came on 
board as instructor, and last fall a handful of 
students began gathering on Saturday morn- 
ings to try scribbling solo stories about life in 
the West. 


In the West: Extreme Makeover 

When this classroom effort to launch the 
next generation of In the West started, Garcia- 
Crow was at a bit of a disadvantage - and not 
just because the course drew only some eight 
people (one of whom was Sidney Brammer). 
She couldn’t draw from the same wells of 
inspirations that the Big Staters had. Not that 
the original pieces weren’t inspiring - just ask 
the company members who received stacks of 
monologues from enthused audience members 
who were inspired by the show to take up their 
pens - but two other factors played a big part 
in the creation of the original In the West: 1) a 
critical mass of restlessness in a gaggle of young 
creative types just itching for something to do; 
and 2) Richard Avedon. In 1985, the local 
theatre scene was only half the size it is today, 
meaning there was a lot less drama going on 
to keep 20-something twentysomethings busy. 
So, as Fritzler remembers it, they kept calling 
him to find out what Big State was doing next.

Fritzler came up with an idea for a monologue workshop 
in which all the Big Staters - no exceptions - would par- 
ticipate on three levels: writing a monologue/or someone 
else; performing a monologue by someone else; and 
directing a monologue for a third company member. “It 
was never meant to be a play,” Fritzler has said. “It was 
just an experiment. We drew names out of a hat, and 
you wrote a monologue for the person whose name you 
pulled.” Still, there was to be some bonding agent for 
this experiment. To unify the material, Fritzler said, all 
the scripts would focus on life in the Southwest. 

Which brings us to Mr. Avedon, the celebrated photog- 
rapher who had just completed a series of black-and-white 
portraits that were being exhibited under the title “In the 
American West.” The show generated quite the national 
buzz, with coverage in the media from Texas Monthly to 
Rolling Stone. Since the exhibit had been commissioned 
by the Amon Carter 
Museum in Fort Worth, 
the Big Staters took a sum- 
mer road trip to Cowtown 
to see it. To say they were 
not taken with it is putting 
it mildly. They felt that 
the stark images, focused 
almost perversely on fig- 
ures who appeared either 
poor, dirty, or freakish, 
just perpetuated tired old 
stereotypes of Westerners 
as ignorant hicks. The 
fact that the photographs 
were the work of an out- 
sider - an Easterner, no 
less! - and were being 
widely hailed as some- 
how “defining” the West 
got the Big Staters’ backs 
up. They took Fritzler ’s 
challenge to create these 
monologues as a way to 
respond to Avedon’s one- 
dimensional characteriza- 
tion of their home and its 
residents and an opportunity to portray the people of the 
Southwest in greater variety: rural and urban, poor and 
rich, from the Great Plains and the Gulf Coast, as sons 
and fathers, mothers and daughters, cowgirls and teach- 
ers, bar owners and students, football coaches and just 
plain neighbors. 

That powerful and personal a starting point wasn’t 
something Garcia-Crow could hope to duplicate, but she 
wasn’t without her resources. As Brammer says, “She’s 
a Michener fellow. She’s been to every wonderful work- 
shop in the world. She is equipped with so many ways 
to propel people into writing.” And so she is. To spark 
her class’ writing muscles, Garcia-Crow used a variety 
of exercises: One day she instructed everyone to bring 
an object from home and had them write a monologue 
that included every item as a prop. (Though the objects 
ranged from a door handle to a tube of Neosporin, one 
monologue from that session, “Rodeo Mom,” made 
the cut for the new show.) She suggested a field trip, 
where writers could take inspiration from someone they 
observed. (A trip to Goodwill proved especially fruitful 
for Brammer and a new writer, Carl Gonzales.) She asked 
her writers to try playing off the characters in the original 
In the West, to see if they could take some part of one of 
the stories forward 20 years, through a sibling, a child, 
or an updated version of an experience from the original, 
such a greeting a new neighbor or being abducted by 
aliens. Every exercise stimulated at least one writer to 
begin a story for the stage. With an influx of new par- 
ticipants in the spring, enough monologues were being 
generated to start shaping In2 the West. 


In the West & the Goblet of Fire 

Now, just because this process was focused on the 
creation of New In the West, that didn’t mean Classic 
In the West was shut out of it. In fact, before pen was 
ever put to paper on the first new piece, Brammer got 
the blessing of Big State, in the form of three members 
of the company who were elected to make decisions on 
behalf of all 22 writers with copyrighted material in the 
original. (Have you ever tried to get hold of 22 artists at 
once, much less get consensus from them on a matter 
of some timeliness? Well, then, you can see the useful- 
ness of their approach.) The three reps - Fritzler, Gene 
Fowler, and Lome Loganbill - all signed off on the deal, 
but that wasn’t the end of it. Obviously, Brammer got 
Garcia-Crow involved, but she also extended an invita- 
tion to every Big Stater she could track down to take 
w part. Most expressed an interest 
3 but cited conflicts that kept them 
§ away. Still, Rick Perkins and Aralyn 
5 Hughes took the class and agreed 
S to perform and direct new pieces. 
And Tim Mateer, C.K. McFarland, 
and Marco Perella signed on as 
directors. So one-third of the origi- 
nal bunch is actively passing the 
torch to the new gang. 

That new gang has a distinctly 
different look from the old, which 
was a pretty homogeneous crew, 
culturally speaking: almost all 
Anglos in their 20s with roots west 
of the Mississippi. They managed 
to suggest a range of character and 
experience, but now that range 
extends to age, culture, skin color, 
and even home territories east of 
the Mississip (like way east: Jersey 
and England). “The beauty of ACC 
is the diversity,” says Garcia-Crow. 
“This time around, it’s more ethni- 
cally diverse and has more authen- 
tic age range.” African-Americans, 
Latinos, Anglos. Kids of 18 to 
seniors topping 60. Texans, a couple of Brits, and one 
transplant from New Orleans, who made his way here 
after Katrina. 

You may think this ragtag mix of young and old 
writers, veteran and fledgling performers, would make 
it harder to pull the show into a cohesive whole, but 
it’s no more motley than the original gang, where, as 
Sidney Brammer points out, theatrical types of varying 
stripes (Fritzler, Brammer, McFarland, Marco and Diane 
Perella, Joy Cunningham, Janelle Buchanan) collided 
with refugees from performance art (Fowler), music (Jo 
Carol Pierce), dance (Darla Johnson), punk rock (Mateer, 
John Hawkes), photography (Bill Leissner), and realty 
(Hughes). And look how their stab at a monologue show 
turned out. 

Of course, at that first performance on the half- 
finished set of Bus Stop in the Mary Moody Northen 
Theatre, none of them ever imagined how far In the West 
would go, how many people would see it in how many 
places, how it would influence the local theatre scene. 
Likewise, no one can truly say what will come of In2 the 
West, but the originators have their dreams. They’d love 
to see the show become an annual event at ACC, with 
new monologues being developed and added every year, 
with new students and perhaps former students return- 
ing as guest artists and maybe some old-timers, too. 

Why not? The West, as we’ve learned from them, is a 
mighty big place, where purt’ near anything can happen. ■

the nation’s capital - one of the few theatrical productions in the entire 
Lone Star State to be invited to perform in the Texas Festival at the Kennedy 
Center in 1991. This was significant, as in those days, no local theatre art- 
ists outside of the Tuna guys and playwright Marty Martin ( Gertrude Stein 
Gertrude Stein Gertrude Stein ) had made a splash on the national scene. 
And how extraordinary for it to happen with such an offbeat show: with all 
those people all doing little solo turns written by them or their friends. 

That’s where Big State broke the rules with In the West, by creating some- 
thing with so many people and never backing away from it. As time went 
on and success bred more opportunities, it might have been prudent to 
pare down the cast and settle on a final list of monologues. But Big State 
always kept the cast around a dozen and kept the show evolving every time 
it was presented. New mono- 
logues were generated, until 
there were more than 50 in 
the repertory. Actors rotated in 
and out, so that certain mono- 
logues might be performed by 
different people from show 
to show. The more In the 
West was revived, the more it 
resembled a concert as much 
as a play, with the cast creat- 
ing a set list for each gig and 
assigning pieces to whoever 
was on hand to play that night 
the way a band might divvy up 
solos. Maybe that’s one more 
reason it appealed so much to 
this music-driven city. 

The show also broke open 
the idea that writing for the 
stage was the province of the 
trained dramatist. In the West 
was proof that everyone has 
stories to tell and might well 
have the talent to tell them 
on stage. In fact, within its first couple of years of In the West, company 
members found themselves receiving not just raves about the show from 
people on the street but monologues those people had written as a result 
of seeing the show. As Big Stater Joy Cunningham put it, “It’s nice to have 
the clerk at the grocery store tell you he saw you in a play and enjoyed it. 
It’s something else to have him tell you he saw you in a play that so moved 
and inspired him that he went home and wrote a monologue himself and 
would be honored if you’d take a look at it.” 

There’s no way to know how many people might have been inspired to 
write traditional, multicharacter plays by Big State’s runaway hit, but in 
the wake of In the West, it was easy to see a wave of Austin-penned mono- 
logue shows. Big State itself was responsible for two - The Big Event and 
In the Spirit of the Magi: Counterparts - and individual Big Staters devel- 
oped several others: Marco Perella’s Tarot for a New Age, C.K. McFarland’s 
Earth Angels, Rick Perkins’ O. Henry’s Will Porter: The Rolling Stone, John 
Hawkes’ Nimrod Soul, Jo Carol Pierce’s Bad Girls Upset by the Truth, Joy 
Cunningham’s Goin to Georgia. 

But many others followed, both those featuring multiple characters 
-John Henry Faulk’s Pear Orchard, Texas', Timothy Miller’s The Storyteller; 
Libba Bray’s High Hopes and Heavy Sweatshirts; Lindsay Lane’s The Miracle 
of Washing Dishes; Donna Stevens’ and Suzanne Chesshire’s I Married an 
Ignoramus and The Donna Show - and those featuring a single voice: Terry 
Galloway’s Out All Night and Lost My Shoes and Lardo Weeping; Cactus 
Pryor’s J. Frank Dobie; Larry L. King’s The Kingfish; Jerry Flemmons’ O 
Dammit!; and the list goes on and on. Most had no direct connection to 
Big State or In the West, by way of artistic connection or inspiration even, 
but all benefited from In the West’s ongoing success, which made it clear 
solo performance could thrive here, that this was a place where audiences 
would come see it and where locally written drama in general could grow. 

In 1991, film director Stephen Purvis saw In the West and was moved to 
put it on the silver screen. He optioned the script, shot a trailer, and began 
raising funds for the film, which came to be titled Deep in the Heart (of 
Texas). Four years later, he completed the film, which features a number of 
actors from the original cast, and it had a brief life in the cinema. But it’s 
not really In the West. What made that show the phenomenon it was had 
everything to do with theatre, with it being live and intimate and changing 
with every performance. That’s why folks kept coming back and why its 
memory and impact are still felt to this day. ■

PLANET OF SLUMS 

by Mike Davis 
Verso, 256 pp., $24 

As densely footnoted a 
projection of apocalypse 
as you could ever read, 

Mike Davis’s Planet of 
Slums overwhelms as 
much for its research as 
for its terrifying and heart- 
breaking implications. 

Where a free-market 
Pollyanna like Thomas L. 

Friedman would draw sweeping conclusions 
about globalization’s horn of plenty from a 
couple of cheery conversations with an 
Indonesian Web designer, Davis is an impec- 
cably well-sourced Cassandra with a stack 
of reports to show how that lucky Web 
designer’s job depends on a “new” economy 
derived from an “old” colonialism rigged to 
keep millions of others literally living in shit. 

Charting the growth of cities in developing 
countries over the last century, the book 
examines processes and pathologies behind 
the massive urban expansions that will 
soon see more of the world’s population liv- 
ing in cities than in rural areas for the first 
time in human history ... and more of those 
living in the slums, shantytowns, and refu- 
gee camps of the ever-expanding periphery 
than in the cosmopolitan centers. Of 
course, the miseries produced by such 
intense concentrations of poverty point to 
an untenable humanitarian crisis with 
effects on social and economic sustainabili- 


ty, as well as public health that can’t 
long be ignored by the rest of us 
(though we’re certainly trying). Taken 
with Davis’ previous book, The Monster 
at Our Door, which concerned urban 
poverty as incubator for an avian flu 
pandemic, the possibilities are very 
grim indeed. When one additionally con- 
siders the avoidable human catastrophe 
brought forth by Hurricane Katrina in 
relation to the book’s warnings, it all 
hits shockingly close to home. 

Still, Planet of Slums’ chief task is 
illuminating the complex of social, economic, 
and political failures that cause or institution- 
alize the situation. Though unapologetically 
leftist, Davis attacks decades of policy by 
both capitalist and socialist governments 
alike, while not surprisingly reserving his 
most withering critiques for the “structural 
adjustments” of the International Monetary 
Fund and the World Bank. That probably 
goes a long way toward accounting for the 
staggering documentation, quotation, and ref- 
erence for what seems like every punctua- 
tion here, perhaps an overcompensation to 
forestall the usual complaints of naivete or 
preaching to the choir, delivered with petu- 
lant condescension, that pass for defenses 
of neoliberalism’s putative “war on poverty.” 

It may make for a more difficult read than 
Davis’ justly celebrated Los Angeles books 
( City of Quartz and Ecology of Fear), but in 
many ways, this book’s invitation to argument 
may be his most urgent yet.

SNEAKER FREAKER: 

THE BOOK: 2002-05

Sneaker collecting attracts 
a disparate fringe: design 
geeks, hip-hop heads, skat- 
ers, sports junkies, DJs, 
dancers, cool-hunters, com- 
puter nerds, et al. It’s a global “phenomenon,” 
and Sneaker Freaker, a blog and biannual slick 
for fanboys of the athletic shoe, is its Bible. 
Like the zine, Sneaker Freaker: The Book is a 
stunning glop of data, graphics, pics, and con- 
tagious enthusiasm, assembling the best 320 
full-color pages of lustrous paper stock into 
one hand-holdable volume. The book attempts 
to provide an overview for the uninitiated and 
validation for the already sold. Unfortunately, 
the attempts range from mildly frustrating to 
obnoxiously mind-numbing. 

Mildly frustrating? The absolutely gorgeous 
design would be better served in large format 
than trade paperback. Page numbers, an 
index, or a table of contents would make the 
experience less sloggy. Obnoxious? Amid all 
the insipid fanboy drooling and product rah- 
rahing, even the teeniest self-examination of 
the obsessive-compulsive and superficial 
nature of this sneaker disorder, or perhaps a 
subtle acknowledgment of the controversies 
surrounding the multinats that employ for pen- 
nies to produce these triple-digit daps might 
avert a few eye-rolls and the sampling of one’s 
own vomit in one’s own mouth. 


Not that Wood doesn’t try: 
like when he confronts one 
sneaker maker to confess if he 
really intended to knock Nike 
off their throne. Oooh, rad, 
Woody’s empowering an 
upstart! Oh, wait, the subject 
being questioned is the VP of 
Reebok ... well, how about the 
line of incisive questions about 
using eco-friendly materials in a radical sneak- 
er design? Oh, it’s a Nike brand ... The line of 
questioning does little more than spoon-feed 
the sneaker massa an opportunity to fly the 
eco-flag higher than any of their press releas- 
es ever could. Nope. It all boils down to 
dumbed-down rhetoric and playtime reporting, 
like when Woody asks that veep of Reebok, 
“So who is going to be hot in 12 months 
time?” Oh, coy Reebok veep, how you tease: 

“I can’t tell you that!” 

Some reviews of the book go so far as to 
call Wood a journalist. If this dude is a jour- 
nalist, I am Noam Chomsky. In this fuzzy world 
of self-expression through commerce, Woody 
is a journalist ... in the way Ryan Seacrest is 
a journalist. Reading Sneaker Freaker: The 
Book with any sort of critical eye is like step- 
ping in “something” outside and not realizing 
it until you’ve tracked it all through the house 
and everyone starts asking, “What is that smell?” 
In a world where “creative” means “the ad 
department,” and corporations co-opt zine cul- 
ture, the smell isn’t coming from the shoes. 

Lace that up and walk on it, Wood. Just be 
careful where you step. - Kate X Messer

AFTER A FASHION BY STEPHEN MACMILLAN MOSER 


BALLS I was deeply afraid that the orange 
theme of the Austin Museum of Art’s 10th 
Art Ball would resemble a formal Longhorn 
tailgate party. But I was wrong. It was glori- 
ous. The orange outfits arrived in hues rang- 
ing from peach to pumpkin, and the orange 
organza draping the tent gave a glow that 
made us all look 10 years younger. The 
orange theme was in tribute to the presence 
of artists Christo and Jean-Claude. In her 
Issey Miyake original (“I only wear Issey,” 
she told me. “He delivers it to my home.”), 
Jean-Claude had requested to meet me, and I 
was happy to oblige. Resembling aging Paris 
designer Sonia Rykiel with her fire-colored 
hair, Jean-Claude stood up during the auction 
and demanded that we be silent and respect 
the auction, since “Austin is a civilized city.” 
Later, one woman stepped out of the grand 
port-a-potty and gushed, “I just got to pee 
next to Jean-Claude!” Little did I know that 
when my turn came, I would get to hear 
Christo pee in the next stall. So glamorous 
you could die. The real highlight of the eve- 
ning was Grupo Fantasma s performance, 
during which a comedy routine began, featur- 
ing an actor portraying a Laguna Gloria 
neighbor irritated by the noise. But it was no 
comedy routine, and it was no actor. A bit 
after 10pm on this festive Friday, the bed- 
headed crank had taken the stage, grabbed a 
microphone from the singer, and began yell- 
ing, “My baby can’t sleep! I have a wife and 


child, and we can’t sleep! Shut this noise off! 
There is an ordinance against this!” The audi- 
ence and dancers were stunned into laughter, 
and one of the Grupo Fantasma members 
used his microphone to ask for help in getting 
the irritable gentleman off the stage. The 
police did quick work of that, and five minutes 
later, the music, dancing, and revelry began 
again. At 11:30pm, the neighbor was seen 
still distraught in the back of a police car 
making a police report. Geez, this isn’t the 
first band to ever play at Laguna Gloria, and 
this is the Live Music Capital of the World! 
Personally, I recommend a pair of earplugs 
and a white-noise machine, which is exactly 
how I deal with the rowing teams that come 
barking through their bullhorns past my Town 
Lake residence at 5am... Less scandalous, 
but just as beautiful, was the Austin Lyric 
Opera’s Le Bal d’Opera at the Four 
Seasons on Saturday. Opera is an acquired 
taste, and it is said that because it takes 
years to develop that taste, the average age 
of the operagoer is near to the midcentury 
mark. And yet this art form is not without its 
younger proponents - but they weren’t a visi- 
ble part of the population at the Opera Ball. 
The ALO does a wonderful job of bringing 
opera to Austin, but I’m going to recommend 
that they bring Austin to the opera. Like the 
HRC Dinner, my recommendation is that the 
gala committee set aside a little bit more 
money to hire a great band and have a terrific

afterparty with a very affordable ticket price to 
bring in a younger crowd that might like to 
help with the fundraising but can’t spend 
$500 on a ticket to the ball. 

WALLS The owners of the new P&K 
Grocery (www.pkgrocery.com) on the corner of 
South Fifth and West Mary told me they’d give 
me a hard-hat tour of the store, so I looked 
up old photos of the Village People to see 
what I should wear with a hard hat. I opted 
for black chiffon and a tool belt. The outfit 


notwithstanding, the space will serve the 
neighborhood well with outdoor seating and a 
walk-up window for espresso, pressed sand- 
wiches, and baked goods, while inside will 
offer everything from fresh fruits and vegeta- 
bles, natural beef and chicken, milk and eggs, 
to wonderful cheeses, wine, and beer, along 
with candy, chocolate, magazines, newspa- 
pers, books, and paper goods. And you 
haven’t lived until you’ve had their homemade 
Florentine cookies, which were on Austin 
Chronicle s Food Editor Virginia Wood’s list 
of Best Bites earlier this year. In addition to 
catering, P&K offers gourmet picnic baskets 
brimming with goodies (and will even set up 
the picnic at your location), a service where 
they will spruce up your home, set your table, 
and supply dinner for you or your guests ... 
while you get to concentrate on your own chif- 
fon ensemble.

The Roots 

Previewing the Texas Hill Country 
Wine & Food Festival 

Twenty-one years ago, the Texas wine industry was barely a 
blip on the national radar, and the concept of Southwestern cui- 
sine was just being codified by some intrepid chefs in Texas and 
New Mexico. An entrepreneurial group of vintners and chefs 
developed the Texas Hill Country Wine & Food Festival using 
the native charms of Austin and the surrounding Hill Country 
to showcase their creations and promote their agendas. Fast 
forward to 2006. Texas now has several well-established viti- 
cultural appellations, and the wines regularly show well against 
the best national and international competition. Our state 
is well-known as the birthplace of more than one distinctive 
regional cuisine. The Texas Hill Country Wine & Food Festival 
is still going strong and, after a three-year national media part- 
nership, it is making a serious return to its hometown Texas 
roots as it enters the third decade. This year’s festival kicks 
of today, Thursday, April 6, and continues through Sunday, 
April 9, at several venues in and around Austin. Chronicle Food 
staffers Claudia Alarcon and Wes Marshall weigh in with their 
best bets below, and I’ve got some ideas, too. Festival events 
are priced separately, and, at press time, several of the best 
options still had spaces available. The festival office has already 
taken up residence in the Four Seasons Hotel (99 San Jacinto, 
478-4500), but there’s still time to research the specific events 
of interest at www.texaswineandfood.org. Then, make a quick 
phone call and a trip to the hotel to purchase that last-minute 
ticket.

An Old-Fashioned Good Time ... 

Barbecue and the traditional side dishes that accompany 
it are certainly iconic Texas foods. This year’s fest pairs the 
mouth-watering work of a diverse group of pit masters and des- 
sert makers with Texas wines and beer, as well as Mexican spir- 
its. The Home on the Range party at the unique Texas Disposal 
Systems’ Exotic Game Ranch and Pavilion has quickly become 
one of my weekend highlights. It boasts plenty of great food 
and drinks along with activities and live music in a gorgeous 
country setting. I’m particularly eager to sample the food from 
the soon-to-be opened Lambert’s Downtown Barbecue. If you’re 
reading this on Thursday, it might not be too late for you to grab 
a ticket and join the fun. Another tasting event very much worth 
attending is the farmers’ market-inspired Farm to Table from 
noon until 2pm on Friday, April 7, in the parking lot at SoCo’s 
Hotel San Jose. Local and visiting celebrity chefs pair up with 
area organic growers, artisan cheesemakers, and food produc- 
ers to present samples of signature dishes featuring the best 
local ingredients. Popular Austin singer-songwriter and cook 
Trish Murphy will be on hand singing and cooking, while four 


winemakers from Texas and five from California pour tastes of 
their estate-bottled wines. Some of the vendors will also have 
items for sale, so why not slip away from work for some noon- 
time shopportunities? 

The weekend always culminates in the Sunday Fair, which origi- 
nally rotated among the Hill Country vineyards and then for years 
set up at the Salt Lick BBQ Pavilion near Driftwood. This year, the 
city of Georgetown lobbied aggressively to move the fair to San 
Gabriel Park on the scenic banks of the San Gabriel River, and 
the festival board agreed. Historic Georgetown is only 26 miles 
up the road from Austin, and the new site offers more space, 
more parking, and plenty of four-lane access both coming and 
going. What’s not to like? The big ol’ family-friendly party will offer a 
staggering array of food samples from area food producers, grow- 
ers, and restaurants in addition to wines from all the participating 
wineries. Many of the visiting celebrity chefs will be on hand to 
present cooking demonstrations and seminars. Be sure to check 
out the authentic campfire cooking at the Circle of Chuckwagons.

••• With a Latin Twist 

This year’s Texas Hill Country Wine & Food Festival is all 
about embracing the diverse culinary heritage of Texas and 
highlighting its creative influences on Texas chefs, wines, and 
food. As part of this 21st edition, the festival will turn the 
spotlight on the rich flavors of Latin food and wine through 
many exciting, educational, and fun events that are not to be 
missed by Latin food aficionados and foodies alike. 

The festival opens on Thursday, April 6, with a cooking class 
featuring one of Mexico’s star chefs, Patricia Quintana. A world- 
renowned chef and owner of the spectacular Izote restaurant in 
Mexico City, she is recognized as Mexico’s Culinary Ambassador 
by the Department of Tourism and the Restaurant Association 
of Mexico. Quintana is the author of over 17 cookbooks that 
bear the fruit of her 35 years of professional studies in Canada, 
Switzerland, and France, as well as her research of Mexico’s 
native and regional cuisines. Her style is cutting-edge and inno- 
vative, but at the same time it respects and relies on Mexico’s 
traditional gastronomy. She has been the recipient of the Silver 
Spoon Award by Food Arts magazine, as well as many other inter- 
national honors that recognize her as an advocate of Mexico’s 
cultural richness and culinary heritage. Through her research 
and exquisite cuisine, Quintana shares the values, traditions, 
and festivities that form the Mexican identity. Among her latest 
endeavors are Restaurante Siete at the Hotel Fiesta Americana 
Grand Aqua in Cancun, a fabulous cookbook on moles - appro- 
priately titled Mulli, the Nahuatl word for moles - as well as 
her first novel, Polvo de Jade: Esencia del Tiempo.

Considering the remarkable success 
of the Little Texas Bistro in Buda, I 
was very surprised when chef/owner 
Paul Petersen called to say he was 
closing up shop on April 1. It wasn’t an 
April Fools’ joke, either. Seems the cozy 
destination restaurant was a victim of 
its own success. “We’ve completely 
maxed out what we can do in this 
space, and we’re having to turn people 
away every weekend,” he explains. 
Petersen is working with an investor to 
bring the second incarnation of LTB into 
Austin sometime later in the year... 
Gelato maker par excellence Matt Lee 
is busy with his second shop. The new 
Teo (500 Canyon Ridge Rd., 293-4306), 
is located inside the HEB at Tech Ridge 
and offers all the same wonderful 
gelatos, sorbettos, and a full menu of 
authentic Italian coffee drinks plus 


panini and bomboloni. There’s even a 
convenient drive-through lane for gelato 
and espresso on the go... Michael 
Terrazas and the Starlite folks are 
currently transforming the former 7 
location into their second restaurant 
concept. Look for the Woodland (1716 
S. Congress), a contemporary American 
bar and grill, to debut in early summer 
with longtime Starlite sous chef John 
Wolfe on the range. We should also 
have news about what’s happening with 
the original Starlite space on 34th 
Street any second now... During the 
month of April, each time guests at 
either Z’Tejas Grill (1110 W. Sixth, 
478-5355; 9400 Arboretum Blvd., 346- 
3506) order the special Green Chile 
Pork Enchiladas, 50% of the purchase 
price goes to the Sustainable Food 
Center. The second bit of news is that 
Z’Tejas chefs will be presenting cooking 
demonstrations at the SFC’s 
Downtown Farmers’ Market (Fourth 
& Guadalupe) on April 15 and 22... Only 


seconds after the cast of MTV’s The Real 
World moved out of their downtown 
Austin building, work crews stepped in 
to turn it into a restaurant. The Rio 
Grande (301 San Jacinto, 476-8300) 
is the first Texas outlet of a successful 
Colorado-based Mexican food chain 
founded by Texans Andre and Stephen 
Mouton and Pat McGaughran. The 
new eatery serves lunch and dinner, 
has a full bar and comfy patio, and 
offers valet parking... Just a few blocks 
to the west, the second location of Jo’s 
Hot Coffee (242 W. Second, 469-9003) 
is a welcome addition to the Second 
Street District. They are currently open 
from 7am-9pm but expect to add later 
hours soon. Start the day with an array 
of pastries, coffee drinks, and breakfast 
tacos, or drop in for lunch or dinner, 
during which the menu features sand- 
wiches, salads, burgers, and a few hot 
plates served with beer and wine. In 
true Austin fashion, Jo’s is also booking 
some live music.

Closer to home but also in a culinary realm 
of his own, San Antonio native Jesse T. Perez, 
chef de cuisine at San Antonio’s Francesca’s 
at Sunset restaurant, leads an exciting Central 
Market class on Friday, April 7, titled Chiles 
And Chocolate: Flavors For The Sweet And Spicy 
Palate!, which promises to be entertaining, edu- 
cational, and truly tantalizing to all the senses. 
Chef Perez is a master of flavor combinations 
who has learned a great deal from Francesca’s 
Executive Chef Mark Miller, and is the only chef 
in San Antonio who is certified by the Guild of 
Sommeliers. His cuisine is not only innovative 
but absolutely out-of-this-world exquisite. In 
this class, Chef Perez will showcase the power- 
ful flavor profiles shared by dried chiles and 
chocolate, and will work with products from 
Chocolates El Rey, Venezuelan Single Bean 
Origin chocolates whose American headquarters 
are in Fredericksburg and are among the finest 
in the world.

The morning class is by New York chef and 
restaurateur Sue Torres of Suefios, who learned 
her culinary skills at the Culinary Institute of 
America and honed them in various New York 
restaurants before opening Suefios, which 
means “dreams” in Spanish. The menu’s 
dishes reflect her understanding of Mexico’s 
regional diversity, her love for Mexican cuisine, 
and her classical culinary training. The evening 
class features chef Flugo Ortega from Houston’s 
Backstreet Cafe and Hugo’s. His menu is based 
on Interior Mexican cuisine with a contempo- 
rary feel. Chef Ortega will present a menu of 
unusual dishes with expert wine pairings by his 
sommelier, Sean Beck. 

On the outdoor patio, three premier Austin 
chefs with culinary roots in Latin America 
will do cooking demonstrations and tastings: 
Miguel Ravago of Fonda San Miguel, Alejandro 


Sanchez of Dona Emilia’s South American Bar 
& Grill, and Roger Diaz of Vivo Cocina Texicana. 
Each chef will prepare a signature recipe that 
participants will taste, paired with wines from 
Argentina’s Bodega Valentin Bianchi, Mexico’s 
Casa Madero from Parras, Coahuila (actually 
the oldest winery in the Americas), and Viu 
Manet from Chile. Winemakers from these 
wineries will be available to chat about their 
wines and winemaking while people enjoy the 
chefs’ creations. Later on, winemakers from 
Bodega Valentin Bianchi from Argentina, Casa 
Madero from Mexico, and Castillo de Molina 
from Chile will participate in a wine tasting and 
seminar that will be conducted in both English 
and Spanish, apparently the first of its kind 
in Austin. Lead by Seth Pollard, wine expert 
at Central Market and former sommelier at 
Emilia’s, the goal of the seminar is to under- 
stand the varietals and character that makes 
each country’s winemaking unique. 

Grupo Fantasma will play on the Central 
Market patio after all classes and wine semi- 
nars are over, and the cafe will have wines by 
the featured winemakers and food items based 
on the featured restaurants and chefs available 
for sale. This daylong culinary fiesta promises 
to have something for everyone, and it will be a 
blast. For those with a passion for things Latin, 
this is your lucky weekend. - Claudia Alarcon 

An Insider's Wine Picks 

This year’s festival stars in the wine arena 
are Linda Murphy, Leslie Sbrocco, and Kate 
MacMurray: all friends from the Sonoma County 
area. You don’t want to miss any of their pre- 
sentations. We got lucky. All three thought it 
might be fun to come together and explore 
Austin, see some old friends, and try some 
Texas wine. 

First up is Linda Murphy, the wine editor of 
the San Francisco Chronicle. Fifty-two Thursdays 
a year, Murphy puts out the single most influen- 
tial newspaper publication on wine in the United 
States. Her encyclopedic knowledge of wine 
comes from working in, for, and around winer- 
ies for years. She’ll be offering two workshops. 
For Pinot Noir lovers, there’s no more exciting 
area in the United States right now than the 
Russian River Valley of California. On Friday 


at 10am at the Shoreline Grill, Linda will be 
leading a seminar covering the appellation and 
showing wines from Dutton-Goldfield Winery, 
Hook and Ladder Vineyards and Winery, La 
Crema Winery, Roessler Cellars, and MacMurray 
Ranch (represented by Kate MacMurray). She 
will also do a workshop on Saturday, from 2:45- 
4:15pm at the Shoreline Grill, titled Women in 
the Wine Industry. This is a great opportunity to 
hear - and taste - how women have changed 
the wine industry during the past decade. 

Again, there’s a stellar panel including the first 
lady of Texas wine, Susan Auler of Fall Creek 
Vineyards, Nicole Birdsall of Bonterra Vineyards, 
Mary Colhoun of Landmark Vineyards, Ginny 
Lambrix of De Loach Vineyards, Isabel and 
Dina Mondavi of I’M Wines, the aforemen- 
tioned MacMurray, and Maria Martinez-Sierra of 
Spain’s wonderful Montecillo Winery. 

Leslie Sbrocco is the author of Wine for 
Women: A Guide to Buying , Pairing and Sharing 
Wine (William Morrow, $24.95), winner of the 
Georges Duboeuf Best Wine Book of the Year 
award. She is also a regular writer for the San 
Francisco Chronicle and the host of KQED’s 
popular restaurant show Check , Please! Sbrocco 
will be offering her workshop Wine for Women: 
The Basics of Buying, Pairing, and Sharing Wine 
on Friday from 3:30 to 5pm at the workshop of 
Austin artist Kathy Womack. Men will like her 
workshops, also, as Leslie is magic in front of 
a crowd, and the place will probably be jammed 
with women. 

Finally, we have MacMurray. Besides being 
the spokesperson for MacMurray Vineyards 
wines, maker of some excellent Pinot Noirs, 
she is also the daughter of the original owner 
of the ranch, the man who wanted to get away 
from his regular job: actor Fred MacMurray. 

Now, depending on your age and inclination, 
you might remember Fred MacMurray for his 
Disney films like The Absent Minded Professor 
or Son of Flubber. Baby boomers might remem- 
ber his TV work as Steve Douglas in My Three 
Sons. But to film buffs, his name will forever be 
tied to the brilliant work he did with renowned 
director Billy Wilder in The Apartment and in 
what is probably the most famous film noir of 
all time, Double Indemnity. 

What most people don’t know is that Wilder 
originally shot a different ending for Double 


Indemnity. Kate will lead us through a viewing 
of the film at the Alamo Drafthouse South on 
Saturday from 6:30 to 9:30pm, including a 
discussion of the original ending and a rarely 
seen still from that ending. To make things 
complete, she’ll also present a tasting of her 
wines paired with a full dinner prepared by chef 
John Bullington. Chale Nafus of the Austin Film 
Society, who has been a fan and student of 
Double Indemnity for decades, will lead a Q&A 
afterward, and Kate has some wonderful stories 
about the golden era of Hollywood. 

Besides the three ladies, there are a few 
other events you should try to make. If you 
have any interest in Texas wines, I am leading 
a tasting with an interesting twist: We’ll be tast- 
ing Texas wines, as well as some good French, 
Italian, and Californian, but all the bottles will 
be hidden in brown paper bags from both the 
audience and the panel. Everyone will have the 
chance to pick which wines they like; we’ll have 
some expert discussion from a panel of all the 
winemakers or winery reps; then we’ll uncloak 
the bottles and see who wins. It’s Saturday 
from 10 to 11:30am at the Four Seasons. 

The biggest bangs for the bucks come Friday 
evening and Sunday afternoon. The Stars 
Across Texas Grand Tasting at the Hilton is 
from 7:30 to 10pm on Friday. More than 30 
wineries will be pouring more than 100 wines, 
and 60-plus restaurants will be showing their 
signature dishes. This is the event at which 
you’ll be likely to find the occasional $100 
wine to go with a little foie gras and caviar. On 
Sunday at the gorgeous San Gabriel Park in 
Georgetown, the Sunday Fair will house more 
than 100 food producers and more than 200 
wines, plus cooking demos from big names like 
John Ash, Susana Trilling, Patricia Quintana, 
and others. 

Finally, for the prosperous among you, don’t 
miss the Saturday night Rare & Fine Wine 
Auction at the Four Seasons. Diana Kennedy 
and Miguel Ravago will be in attendance and 
preparing the hors d’oeuvres, Chef Elmar 
Prambs will oversee dinner, and the wines will 
be stratospheric in quality. The event is formal 
dress, black tie, and the auction items will prob- 
ably average about $3,000 each, but this is 
one of the top auctions in the Southwest and 
always a great party. - Wes Marshall

The PoppirT and Lockin' Ain't Stoppin' 

BOOGALOO SHRIMP, TWO DECADES LATER 

It boggles the mind, but the facts, if not the songs, remain 
the same. There are those among us unaware of the cultural 
significance, nay, the very retro-zeitgeistian American pop-culture 
pillar that is the one, the only, Boogaloo Shrimp (ne Michael 
Chambers): The man who was once a young man who, in 1984, 
transformed urban dancing - and, by extension, every single hip- 
hop video, multifaceted Madonna move, and the very notion of 
what the human body was kinetically, freakishly capable of - via 
a technique known as poppin’ and lockin’, whereby the until- 
then rigid idea of the fluid physicality of dance was deconstruct- 
ed into a stuttery, robotic series of near-spastic motions bring- 
ing to mind nothing so much as one of Blade Runner's nonhu- 
man replicants run gorgeously amok, replete with tears in the 
rain and attack ships on fire off the shoulder of Orion. 

Director Joel Silberg’s 1984 film Breaking co-produced with 
David Zito, is unfairly forgotten for the most part by mainstream 
America (not to mention its sequel, Breakin’ 2: Electric 
Boogaloo), but Zito and Shrimp (the nickname stems from his 
father’s gig as a California longshoreman 
and the fact that he was the youngest of 
three emphatically unshrimpified siblings) 
are back in action, soon to helm the final 
part of the Breakin ' trilogy: The Booglaoo 
Kid - think The Karate Kid with the 39- 
year-old Shrimp in the Mr. Miyagi role - 
and poised, in a world that has for some 
25 years attributed the moon walk not to 
Neil Armstrong but to Michael Jackson, 
for future greatness. 

The Chronicle spoke to the savvy, gra- 
cious Shrimp and his one-man cheering 
squad Zito a week before their appear- 
ance at the Alamo Drafthouse Downtown this Saturday evening, 
where both Breakin ' films will be screened and the old school 
will - finally and with long overdue respect - be reborn, phoenix- 
like, before your very eyes. Don’t even think of blinking.

Austin Chronicle: For people who aren't familiar with Breakin’ 
or your style of dance , how would you describe what you do? And 
how did you develop it? 

Boogaloo Shrimp: It’s a form of “popping,” which composes 
mime with robotic movements. I call it “liquid animation.” As for 
how that got started, I grew up in a time when the “Robot” was 
really popular and you had a lot of science-fiction films like 
Clash of the Titans - all those legendary Ray Harryhausen, stop- 
motion monster movies - 

AC: Whoa. Ray was just here in Austin a few nights ago screening 
the 1933 King Kong/ 

BS: You’re kidding! Wow. So then you know exactly what I’m 
talking about! Because of my passion for his revolutionary stop- 
motion technique, I immediately thought that if I could imitate 
these claymation characters, I could take my movements a step 
further and not look human but look like something from out of 
this world. 



AC: Real life moves at 24-frames-per-second, but you re-edited your 
reality to appear to exist in a slightly less fluid dimension , essentially. 
BS: That’s it! Absolutely! My schtick was imitating Harryhausen’s 
characters, and then trying to perfect the moonwalk. 

AC: Who invented that particular move? 

BS: Well, it was a bit like when Thomas 
Edison invented the lightbulb, right, but 
there were many other people having par- 
allel revelations at the same time. Jeffrey 
Daniels from Shalimar was the first to 
bring it to national attention. And then the 
club kids and others picked that up and 
made it their own. I began to take it to a 
different level, using a very long stride as 
opposed to the moonwalk that Michael 
Jackson used. That came from trying to 
imitate the look of being on one of the 
moving sidewalk trams at the airport, 
you know? 

AC: You put a lot thought into this at a very young age. 

BS: Oh, yeah, you had to, so that when you were hanging out on 
the Sunset Strip and battling somebody you could defend your 
name and your street cred. It was a science. I set out to try and 
be one of the best in a sea of dancers from Soul Train and Solid 
Gold. I came from Willmington, Calif., right outside of Los 
Angeles, and every weekend I would have to battle my way up 
from there. It was almost like that movie The Warriors, with me 
battling my way uptown to Coney Island with the Baseball Furies 
on my back. That’s why I love [Walter Hill’s 1979 surrealist NYC 
gang epic], because if you put it into a dance context, that 
exactly what we were doing in Los Angeles in the early Eighties, 
battling via dance to get respect and to get your name out 
there. But you know what’s really cool is that dance is finally 
coming back with a vengeance. 

AC: And you're poised to be the elder statesman of a whole 
new resurgence. 

BS: I’m just really happy that people are finally starting to recog- 
nize my contribution to hip-hop. Over the years I’ve seen people 
like Usher and Ginuwine doing the moves that I invented! I’m 
not tooting my own horn here, but it’s nice to still be appreciat- 
ed and to be able to pass that particular torch along to a whole 
new school of dancers. ■

THE INCREDIBLY STRANGE ACTORS 
WHO STOPPED LIVING AND BECAME 
MIXED-UP RODRIGUEZ ZOMBIES! 

My Magic Eight Ball (and numerous reputable sourc- 
es) says Michael Biehn (the good guy in The 
Terminator ) and Tom Savini (Dawn of the Dead) star 
respectively as the sheriff and his deputy in Robert 
Rodriguez’s zombified “Planet Terror,” half of a joint film 
project with Quentin Tarantino with the umbrella title 
Grind House. In a posting later deleted from his Web 
site, Savini described arriving on set, watching a scene 
between Josh Brolin (thus explaining recent sightings of 
Mrs. Brolin, aka Diane Lane, in Austin) and Marley 
Shelton (Sin City), then inspecting piles of dead bodies 
and severed heads.

The effort is gaining 
international media attention, but Dallas the city faces 
tough competition from Florida, which is offering a 15% 
refund on all funds spent there, up to $2 million. It 
already has a replica of Southfork in Jacksonville and is 
home to John Travolta, who is pegged to play J.R. 

Ewing. Don’t expect a clear winner anytime soon: 

Robert Luketic (Legally Blonde) is off the project as 
director, reportedly because of disagreements over cast- 
ing, rumored to include Jennifer Lopez as Sue Ellen 
Ewing, Luke Wilson as Bobby Ewing, Shirley MacLaine 
as Miss Ellie, and Jessica Simpson as Lucy Ewing.

The untitled war in Iraq film formerly known as Stop- 
Loss has pushed the start of Austin-based filming until 
summer, reportedly due to actor availability... His geeki- 
ness Harry Knowles of Ain't It Cool News says the char- 
acter Harry Knowles in the film Fanboys will not be 
played by Jorge Garcia of TV’s Lost, after all. The sec- 
ond choice was Kevin Smith - yes, the director of 
Clerks and Chasing Amy fame - but he had scheduling 
conflicts.

Writer Leslie 
Belt and director Vicky Boone report that their Attack 
of the Bride Monster, a short comedy about a lesbian 
love affair gone wrong, is set to hit a number of film 
fests soon, including the Tribeca Underground Film 
Festival in May...

Kyle Henry and Cyndi Williams 
relive the making of 'Room'

When they say you cant get arrested, it’s 
usually meant as a bad thing. So, maybe it was 
a good sign when NYPD actually did arrest 
director Kyle Henry on the last day of shoot- 
ing Room. The film has since shown up as a 
usual suspect on the festival circuit, booked 
at no less than Sundance and the Directors 
Fortnight at Cannes, and getting listed on the 
Independent Spirit Awards’ most wanted, with 
nominations for the John Cassavetes Award 
(for the best feature made on less than half 
a million dollars) and for lead actress Cyndi 
Williams (up against such prominent offenders 
as Laura Linney and Felicity Huffman). 

“There was a police station in that subway 
stop,” Henry says “and we were shooting on 
the platform for about two hours, so I don’t 
know what we were thinking.” Maybe that 
particular choice will always remain a mys- 
tery, but when I sat down with Henry and 
Williams to talk about what they were think- 
ing throughout the making of this microbud- 
get story about an overworked Houston mom 
whose debilitating visions of a strange room 
lead her to abandon her family in search of 
the place, it became clear that following this 
heroine’s journey truthfully was sure to get 
everyone into some trouble. 

Austin Chronicle: When we’ve talked about this 
story before, you’ve often discussed dreams and 
mythology, so I’d like to get into that. 

Kyle Henry: Well, honestly, in 2001 and 2002, 
the main time that I was writing and working 
on this, reality seemed like a bad dream that 
you couldn’t wake up from. And it only just 
went from bad to worse. And, in many ways, 
after making the film, it sort of purged some- 
thing of that feeling of dread. . . . And I thought 
of the film, after I’d written out the story, as 
going into a dark dream and reinterpreting 
that dream on the second, third, fourth draft to 
understand what it was about. I didn’t under- 
stand what it was about while I was writing 
it, I just had the character make these choices 
in specific circumstances that take us into 
darker and darker territory. You know, [Joseph] 
Campbell often talked about grail mythology 
as the knight going into the very darkest part 
of the woods as the only way to find the grail. 
And I think in terms of a metaphor of personal 
transformation, relating to [the main charac- 
ter’s] middle-age crisis moment, that crisis of 
identity of finding oneself again, requires that 
one enter into darker and darker places, make 
the darkest possible choice to find out what 
one is capable of, maybe. 

These hero journey myths are serious busi- 
ness. And they’re transformative and they’re 
based upon stages of our own development as 
human beings, and so I don’t want my story 
to say that we can get off easy by identifying 
with this person and going through the other 
side with them and saying, “Oh, middle age, 
that was tough, but I can handle that now!” 
No. It’s to take you on the physical sensations 


of the journey ... not coddle you into thinking 
that everything’s going to be all right. I think 
the hero’s journey in classical mythology, not 
phony baloney CGI Death Star mythology, is ... 
well, it’s scary shit. And it should be. 

AC: It’s funny that you chose New York as the des- 
tination for this kind of journey. You know, if you 
can make it there, you can make it anywhere. 

KH: Well, to many people, New York is an Oz, 
the place at the end of the Yellow Brick Road, 
the place where dreams are made. And that’s 
something that’s been built up over time and is 
also in the architecture, this sense of aspiration 
for making dreams real. 

Cyndi Williams: It was also kind of interest- 
ing that it seemed like people in New York were 
more likely to interrupt filming than people 
in Texas, like when we shot this scene with 
me crying in Times Square. And this crowd 
formed around us, and at one point, some guy 
in the crowd was going, “Aw, are you crying? 
Is something going wrong?” Really, just so 
bizarre, because I was really crying. I mean, I’d 
been holding it in all day because it was a point 
when I was actually quite scared that we might 
just be stranded in New York and have to keep 
filming and filming, but I had really held it all 
back until then and it was really strange to 
have people kind of indifferently watching or 
actively jeering. 

KH: As if we were another billboard or lighted 
sign for people to stand and gawk or see if 
we were somebody famous, and then when 
we weren’t, they’d move on or get mad at us 
because we weren’t famous and were taking up 
valuable real estate. 

CW: I remember one guy yelling out to show 
him my tits - 

KH: Like it was Mardi Gras. 

CW: And I was so not in the mood for that. 
KH: In a way, it was fine. It was great, like the 
city was being mean to us - 
CW: But on the other hand, I think there was 
a whole day of shooting when they filmed me 
in crowded spaces looking at maps and look- 
ing scared or confused or walking the wrong 
way through a crowd. And any time there was 
a setup with me looking at a map, inevitably, 
somebody would stop and offer to give me 


directions. So, I would make something up, and 
they’d give me directions and go on their way. 
AC: So, in a way the film comes out as slightly 
unrealistic, because nobody does that for Cyndi’ s 
character in the story - 

KH: I’d never say the film is a documentary or 
any kind of reflection of documentary realism. 
Instead, the film sort of sucks you into the 
interior reality of this character who’s chan- 
nelling a lot of bad vibes. She’s got an antenna 
or a net and maybe she’s gifted or talented in 
a certain way for picking up information that 
she can’t process. She’s not a psychologist or 
an academic or clergy who can analyze it. But 
I think I can say that I think that the forces 
this character is dealing with are very real. 
They’re not necessarily forces that are only in 
her mind. But it’s her way of dealing with them 
that’s very personal, so, it’s reflective of the 
very personal state of mind that she’s in. 

She’s somebody who has worked very, very 
hard and is all of a sudden receiving this signal 
that is disturbing her, and she’s doing what she 
thinks is best, which is she’s going to find it. 
You know, in Close Encounters of the Third Kind , 
for example, the aliens are real, and you’ve just 
got to find Devil’s Tower and then the ship will 
come and take you away. You’re waiting for the 
sky to open and take you home, but that obvi- 
ously doesn’t happen for most people, does it? 
She hasn’t been given a mystical tradition that 
she can internalize and make a personal sense 
out of these things that are happening to her. 
CW: I do not know that I am on the hero’s 
journey. I’m just looking for that damn room, 
[laughs] Part of what’s so interesting to me 
about this character is that the world is con- 
stantly acting upon her and acting upon her, 
and she’s just sort of running around in this 
knee-jerk responsive, panicky kind of mode 
until basically she can’t do that any longer, and 
she has to take action. 

AC: Doesn’t all that sort of break one of the big 
storytelling rules, going back to Aristotle, that 
you’re not supposed to have a main character 
who is primarily acted upon ? And a lot of the 
time that’s good advice, but there’s a basic reality 
that a lot of people feel in their everyday lives that 
then, if you always follow that rule, you’re deny- 


ing. You’re saying to everybody, “Well, that’s not 
a story, and that’s not a character.” So, then, how 
are you supposed to deal with that reality ? 

KH: Well, I think that that relates very much 
to my own feelings of living in America now or 
at least America, 2003. For me, at least, there’s 
a sense that you get from a lot of people of 
the country being hijacked by forces that are 
way beyond any average citizen’s control. But 
I think in America we like to believe that we 
are all the agents of all of our own destinies. 
We’re indoctrinated to believe this so we can 
make proper shopping choices. And I’m very 
glad that I’ve had that point of view, because it 
enabled me to build up a very large credit card 
debt to make a film that I believe will have an 
impact upon the world, [laughter] 

AC: That’s not just a story, but a production that 
goes into darker and darker territory. 

KH: We made a choice to try to shoot the film 
as much as possible in chronological order, 
and it is a story about a character who’s break- 
ing down at different points. By starting in 
Houston, and working 12- to 14-hour days, 
it wasn’t hard for Cyndi to imagine herself 
as an overworked mother of two who’s being 
financially stretched. Especially on the kind of 
money we were paying her. 

CW: While we were in Texas, we had the same 
people working on the crew and certain actors, 
some of them I knew really well, and felt 
safe, but then going to New York, it was just 
Kyle and PJ [Raval, cinematographer] and Ted 
[Gesing, sound recordist] ... and so much of it 
was so lonely and so much of it was just me 
going through the streets and trying to open 
doors and looking at maps and going around 
on the subways looking scared. It’s funny 
because people asked ... “How did you cry so 
much? You’re awfully good at crying.” And, 
really, I just wanted to cry all the time because I 
was scared and lonely and cold and hungry. 
KH: But, you know, the wonderful, liberat- 
ing thing about making a film like this, was 
that, for us, it was only about finding as much 
truth as we could in these moments, heighten- 
ing the drama, finding things that were real 
underneath the script, and not thinking about 
a financial return on an investment. And that 
was a pretty liberating place, because we felt 
you could take things pretty far. 

CW: And that’s something different about 
being a film actor [rather] than a stage actor. 
You know onstage, you can create the condi- 
tions your character is experiencing through 
your behavior. But in film, it’s real. If you’re 
supposed to be lying in the gutter, you know, 
you’re literally lying in a gutter. So, the actual 
filming of the movie was such an incredible - 
terrifying, at times - but a great adventure that 
I’m really appreciative to have experienced. 
KH: Back to the hero’s journey, you know, 
it was really, literally heroic for Cyndi to go 
through this at such risk to life and limb and 
emotional well-being. And when you have 
actors that are committed that way, it’s not 
hard to get your crew to give you everything 
they have. And so many times while we were 
shooting, I almost felt like I was just witnessing 
a ritual being enacted for us and for an audi- 
ence to witness. And I felt very honored to be 
witnessing that performance. ■

The Texas Documentary Tour: Steve James' 'Hoop Dreams'

Halfway through the seven-year making of 
Hoop Dreams, director Steve James, as all 
doc-makers must, was desperately beating the 
bushes for more funding. A prospective major 
donor, the MacArthur Foundation, which 
would subsequently come in with some big 
bucks, asked whether there was any chance 
that the three-hour videotape documentary, 
spanning five years in the Dickensian life and 
career twists of two talented black high school 
basketball players, might ever find its way into 
a neighborhood multiplex - would it ever get, 
you know, theatrical distribution? 

James quickly put the kibosh on that one; 
the film was about hoop dreams, not pipe 
dreams. In those days, documentary, with few 
exceptions of the Michael Moore ilk, had yet 
to shed its medicinal/good-for-you mantle; its 
customary theatrical outlet, to the extent there 
was one, was the arthouse. And the arthouse 
crowd was never known for its interest in 
sports. At that point, James recalls, the high- 
est aspirations he and partners Peter Gilbert 
and Frederick Marx had were that PBS would 
accept the film and give it a decent slot: “any- 
thing but 10pm on a Monday night.” 

Here’s how things went down: Following 
a triumph at Sundance, the film essentially 
went straight to, you know, theatrical distribu- 
tion, where, with a box office of $8 million, it 
became the highest grossing documentary of 
its time. Not too shabby for 1994. 

The film famously broke ground by following 
the fortunes of two inner-city Chicago 14-year- 
olds, William Gates and Arthur Agee, from 
the time a scout for a suburban high school 

- the same basketball powerhouse where for- 
mer inner-city kid Isaiah Thomas got his start 

- recruits them at a neighborhood pick-up 
game, through their high school years and into 
college. The novelistic drama and pathos the 
filmmakers captured on 250 hours of footage 

- the bumpy trajectory of two families’ lives, 
so aptly described as the “script from God” 

- took 2Vi years to edit. The result, even at 
three hours, was an incredibly lean “montage” 
of telling moments, distilling the essence of 
what happens when two innocents and their 
hoop dreams are invited onto the court for an 
against-all-odds shot at stardom. 

It all began with a 90-minute daily commute 
from home to St. Joseph’s, the mostly white 
Catholic high school that recruited them. 
At home were permanently (abandonment) 
or intermittently (drugs, prison, redemption) 
absent dads and moms struggling to keep 
the family fed and the lights on with minimal 
welfare checks. In his sophomore year, there 
would be a girlfriend and a baby for 16- 
year-old William. At school was the ongoing 
struggle to stay afloat academically and earn 
the financial assistance extended by fulfilling 
the on-court expectations that got you there in 
the first place. Arthur fell from grace when he 
lost ground on both fronts and then defaulted 
on even the reduced tuition payments. He

goes back to where he came from. (St. Joe’s 
will later hold his family to their tuition debt.) 
His game subsequently soars, and, in his 
senior year, Arthur leads his team to the state 
finals. He gets recruited by a junior college in 
Missouri and later by Arkansas State. William 
fares better academically at St. Joe’s, has a 
corporate financial benefactor, and exceeds 
expectations on the court - until sidelined by 
a serious knee injury that’ll diminish his game 
and confidence, henceforth. He gets recruited 
by Marquette University, graduates with a 
degree in communications, and is now a pas- 
tor. Neither of boys ended up in the NBA. 

The film, on the other hand, would end up 
as the 1994 New York Film Festival’s conclud- 
ing film, a prestigious placement never before 
occupied by a documentary. The filmmakers 
watched the film with the Agee and Gates 
families (and an audience of 2,500) from 
opera boxes at Alice Tully Hall. There was a 
brouhaha when Hoop Dreams failed to get an 
Oscar nomination for best documentary. St. 
Joe’s high school, unhappy with the way it 
was portrayed in the film, sued for defamation. 
(The suit subsequently settled.) Even with the 
camera turned off, the lives of the two boys, 
now men, would continue to unfold in the 
most dramatic and filmworthy of ways.

Austin Chronicle: Four-and-a-half years of fol- 
lowing these two hoys, with 250 hours of footage, 
is a long time to have your camera at the ready, 
waiting for something to happen, and yet, this film 
captures a lot of dramatic, decisive moments. How 
did you know when something cameraworthy was 
going to happen? 

Steve James: I’ve rarely had subjects in any of 
my films let me know in advance that some- 
thing is happening. The kinds of subjects we’ve 
dealt with are not film-sawy, they’re not reality- 
TV stars, they’re just living their lives - which 
is part of their appeal, so it becomes incum- 



bent upon us as filmmakers to check in with 
them. There were times when Arthur’s family 
didn’t have a phone, which meant we had to 
stop by - usually at least once a week - which 
was a pain in the butt to a certain extent, but, 
because it’s always better to talk to them in 
person than on the phone, that turned out to 
be a positive thing. Also, not always having the 
camera with us every time we stopped by was 
also a good thing, though sometimes frustrat- 
ing, because there were times we wished we 
could have been filming. But when you just 
stop in and talk, you gain a lot in terms of a 
family’s or subject’s trust when you’re not just 
always there with a camera. 

AC: Aside from funding, which is always a big chal- 
lenge, what was the toughest part of the process ? 
SJ: How to edit the movie into a coherent 
story. When you watch the film, the story 
and the way we go back and forth may seem 
obvious, but, maybe because we weren’t that 
smart, it took us awhile to get a structure for 
the film that really worked. We had to figure 
out things, like how much time do we spend 
with Arthur or William, one scene or more? We 
had all this material and had to find the story 
and find the structure that worked for both 
stories. In early efforts, we tended to bounce 
back and forth between the boys, it was more 
like ping-pong and made it hard to develop any 
kind of narrative momentum and still zero in 
and feel connected. When we discovered that 
was not working, the question became how to 
structure it so that the viewer got engaged by 
each story but didn’t feel too far from the other 
story for too long. 

AC: When you’re involved with a family for a long 
period of time like you were in this film - when, for 
example, you paid an electricity bill when one of 
the families couldn’t and their power was turned 
off - do you feel like your involvement with them 
- or protectiveness of them - might color the film 
you’re making? Or that you might pull a punch or 
two, as far as what you include, or leave out of the 
film? Do you worry about things like that? 

SJ: Yeah, the hardest part of doing this kind 
of work is when you become intimate with 
the families, and they become more than just 
subjects to you. You have strong feelings and 
often conflicting feelings about what hap- 
pens to them. Part of you sees what tragic 
things befall them and feel[s] terrible. When 
William blew out his knee and the doctor 
thought it might be ligament damage, which 



could possibly end his career, that was a ter- 
rible feeling. But, as a filmmaker, you know 
that this is incredibly powerful and dramatic 
- so, that’s a contradiction you struggle with. 
It’s the hardest part of doing these kinds of 
films. But we also don’t think of ourselves 
as journalists, we think of ourselves as sto- 
rytellers, and I do think there’s a distinction 
there. We’re trying to tell true stories and get 
at a larger truth, but if that means that there 
are certain things that we don’t put into the 
movie - like we did with Hoop Dreams, things 
we left out at the behest of the family that we 
felt were fair and reasonable - that’s part of 
what makes the family trust you. We’re not 
just there like reality TY you know, where 
it’s, ‘If you say it, man, we’ve got it.’ They 
feel like they have some control and feel like 
we’re there to tell their story sympathetically 
and honestly, not there to tell everything that 
happens. And you have to balance that and 
walk that line. Different filmmakers have dif- 
ferent standards about that and walk different 
lines. In a later film, Stevie, I try to grapple 
with those issues of exploitation and my role 
as both filmmaker and Big Brother and how 
to reconcile both those roles in the process of 
telling a very tragic story, more tragic and sad 
than Hoop Dreams. 

AC: In the end, what are we to take away from 
watching four years of William and Arthur shoot- 
ing for the big time? 

SJ: The last thing we wanted the film to be was 
a diatribe against the Dream or about the futil- 
ity of the Dream and the business of sports. 
That’s all in the film, but I think it’s better, 
because it shows why the Dream is so appeal- 
ing and attractive and what these kids get from 
it emotionally, psychologically, and practically. 
Both these kids were able to get college scholar- 
ships. People have said they went back and 
forth, during the movie, trying to decide wheth- 
er this basketball dream was good or bad for 
these kids. I thought that was great, because 
that’s the way it’s really experienced by these 
kids and their families. We didn’t go in with the 
goal of cutting down the exploitation of kids by 
the business of basketball, even though that’s 
one thing that’s very much present in the 
movie. But given that we all played basketball, 
that would have been too simpleminded and 
dishonest for us. After all, how could we do 
that and then go home and get all excited about 
watching March Madness? ■ 
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Injustice, Devastation, and Bowling

The Independent Lens lineup for April veers 
from challenging to loopy, but, as with most 
of the series’ films, it’s not to be missed. 
Independent Lens airs on PBS. The following are 
scheduled: 

Trudell (D: Heather Rae): Rae’s visually 
poetic film matches her charismatic subject, 
the “so articulate he’s dangerous” Native 
American activist, poet, and musician John 
Trudell. Using considerable archival footage 
and clips of Trudell interviewed from the 
1970s to the present, Rae assembles a compel- 
ling biography of the activist whose life was 
changed when tragedy - an event that would 
squash the spirits of lesser creatures - reincar- 
nated his means of speaking 
the truth. For those won- 
dering what all those “Free 
Leonard Peltier” T-shirts are 
about, this is a good tuto- 
rial, though that is not the 
focus of this engrossing film. 

Native American Rights, envi- 
ronmental racism, the power 
that comes from reclaiming 
one’s voice, and ultimately, 
man’s responsibility to fam- 
ily and the earth are pro- 
foundly expressed by Trudell. 

Some of the most compelling 
moments of the film are of 
Trudell, sitting and smoking, 
talking to the camera and 
telling it like it is. The film 
will anger those who believe 
in justice but, hopefully, 
inspire those new to the very old issues Trudell 
continues to fight for to step up. Airs April 11 
at 9:30pm with multiple reruns. 

La Sierra (D: Scott Dalton, Margarita 
Martinez): “Devastating” is the best word to 
describe it. The La Sierra of the title is a barrio 
in Medellin, Colombia, ruled by teenage para- 
military groups that rule with a logic reflective 
of abysmal circumstances and reasoning skills 
that are naive, arrogant, and, in some cases, 
drug-induced. Pair that with automatic weap- 
ons, and you have a nightmarish world. What 
amazes is that the filmmakers gained this much 
up-close action along with the confidence of 
their painfully young paramilitary spokespeo- 
ple. The film is not for the faint of heart. Airs 
April 18 at 10pm. 

A League of Ordinary Gentlemen (D: Bill 
Bryan, Alex Browne, Chris Browne). Laugh 
if you want, but bowling is coming back, baby! 
At least that’s the goal of the newly resurrected 
Professional Bowlers Association, led by Steve 
Miller. This wry look at bowling pokes gentle 
fun at the game and those who play it, from 
its glory days in the 1950s to its near elimina- 
tion in the 1990s. When a new generation of 
geeks (literally) saves the PBA from extinction, 
it launches a slow but determined effort to 
re-create the game as loud and as out there as 
pro wrestling. Sort of. What fascinates in this 
documentary is not so much bowling, but the 
art of the spin. Airs April 27 at 9pm.

Big Yuck 

Personally, I know that when it comes to 
romantic partners, I’m not willing to share. 
So, this whole polygamy thing I chalked up 
as a once useful social construct ensuring 
women that they and their offspring would 
be cared for, and that, along with said off- 
spring (the more the better), the family’s 
economic base could thrive (i.e., the fam- 
ily farm). Without the economic incentive, 
what’s the point? That’s what appears to 
be missing in HBO’s newest, highly touted 
series, Big Love, about a modern day polyga- 
mist, Bill Henrickson (Bill Paxton) and his 


three wives (Jeanne Tripplehorn, Chloe 
Sevigny, Ginnifer Goodwin). Also missing 
is any clear spiritual or religious devotion 
to this lifestyle. Oh, sure, “family” is men- 
tioned, but really, isn’t that just for show, 
along with Paxton’s precious tush, which 
makes an appearance from time to time, as 
he labors to sexually appease his three wives? 
More to the point, there is no love in Big 
Love. Stupidly, that is what I was hoping for. 
Without that, it’s a series about negotiating 
power in a context that leaves me feeling 
bereft instead of enlightened. 

There are a few things I like about this 
show: the performances by Bruce Dern and 
Grace Zabriskie as the most dysfunctional 
married couple after the Costanzas (Seinfeld) 
are to die for. The creepy self-righteousness of 
Harry Dean Stanton as Henrickson’s father- 
in-law and the patriarch of a fundamentalist 
compound, who threatens all Henrickson has 
worked for, is superb, as is the droll Mary 
Kay Place as his primary wife. And a shout- 
out should go to Veronica Mars alums Tina 
Majorino and Amanda Seyfried, whose 
teenage side characters promise to provide a 
compelling response to this whole mess in 
future episodes.

CAUGHT IN THE A 

The Texas Alcoholic Beverage Commission’s 
Sales to Intoxicated Persons operation, 
which authorizes agents to enter bars and 
arrest people who appear drunk - regardless 
of their actual alcohol intake - came under 
fire almost from the moment it hit the media 
last month. The TABC’s Web site acknowledg- 
es an increase in phone calls and e-mails to 
the agency, “some of them negative,” and it 
already appears to be impacting the local bar 
business. A Chronicle writer attended last 
week’s Janies McMurtry show at the 
Continental Club and says the doorman told 
him that people who show up and have been, 
or appear to have been, drinking will be 
denied entry, as may those who don’t drink 
but like to kick up their heels a little too 
much on the dance floor. Continental owner 
Steve Wertheimer says this is mostly con- 
sistent with existing club policy. “In addition 
to everybody being TABC-certified and taking 
those courses, a couple of times a year I 


have the TABC agents come out to the club, 
and we have a meeting where they sit down 
and have a Q&A with my employees,” he 
says. “I don’t think we have any new rules.” If 
anything, he adds, employees now have a 
concrete reason to refuse intoxicated persons 
entry or service, and as far as overzealous 
dancers, “If anybody gets rowdy and starts 
making other patrons uncomfortable, we’re 
going to toss them out anyway.” Beerland’s 
Randall Stockton says that so far he’s been 
incident-free and hasn’t noticed any drop in 
business since the rash of publicity for the 
TABC operation - which has actually been 
going on since 2001 - but he’s heard people 
talk: “I’ve had a lot of people tell me the rea- 
son they’re not out as much is that between 
the smoking ban and [possibly] being arrest- 
ed for [public intoxication], it’s just not worth 
going to a bar anymore.” Concerns like 
these drove Texas State Rep. Kino Flores 
(D-Palmview), chair of the House Licensing 
and Administrative Procedures Commit- 
tee, to send TABC Administrator Alan Steen 
a letter last week asking him to consider a 
moratorium on the operation until an April 17 
meeting of Flores’ committee. Steen sent a 
letter back Tuesday saying, “We are immedi- 
ately taking steps to correct any areas that 
may need attention.” 


CAPTAIN AMERICA 

Daniel Johnston is feeling 
much better after last fall’s 
health scare, and is even up to 
traveling a bit, reports brother 
Dick. “That’s unusual for him,” 
says Dick, who also runs 
Johnston’s official Web site, 

HiHowAreYou.com. “He’s a 
homebody. You usually have to 
push him to get out and do 
something.” Johnston made it to 
New York’s Whitney Museum 
last month to see his artwork 
featured in its famous Biennial 
exhibition and plans a trip to 
London’s Barbican Hall next 
week to perform alongside 
Teenage Fanclub, Jason Pierce 
of Spiritualized, and Vic 
Chesnutt at a special tribute. 

(Dick rates his brother’s chances 
of playing Friday’s Glass Eye 
show at Room 710 as “low prob- 
ability, but possible.”) Even con- 
valescing, he’s prolific as ever; 

The Electric Ghosts, from the

Next up from Johnston’s own Eternal Yip Eye Music 
label is Welcome to My World, favorites selected to accompany the wide release of Jeff 
Feuerzeig’s award-winning documentary The Devil and Daniel Johnston, which opens April 21 
in Houston and Dallas and May 5 in Austin. Lost and Found, due later this year, will contain 
his newest efforts. “That’s how he bides his time: listening to music, drawing, and writing 
songs,” says Dick. “That’s what he did as a teenager, and he’s still doing it.” 




Emo’s now comprises an entire block of Austin real estate, as the former K Bar at the cor- 
ner of Sixth Street and Red River re-opened as Emo’s Lounge last weekend. Owner Frank 
Hendrix closed the deal with sellers Pecan Street Partners March 13 - for the same price, 
ironically, he offered them nine months ago. (Even better, PSP includes current Austin mayor 
Will Wynn.) “Now all the people who leave Emo’s because it’s too fucking loud have a place to 
go,” said Hendrix during SXSW, when it was still known as Emo’s IV. He hired the Ritz staff 
that was recently let go during that Sixth Street fixture’s own recent makeover, and says the 
Lounge will begin serving food next month. Besides the full bar, video games, pinball machines, 
and jukebox that was playing the Dixie Chicks when TCB visited Saturday, Hendrix joked the 
new bar’s best features may be its eight pristine bathrooms: “You’re not going to want to shit 
at home anymore.” (Certainly not at Emo’s proper.) He envisions a retail-residential high-rise 
atop a Stubb’s/ Austin Music Hall-like venue ... someday. “I figure it’ll take me paying this 
down for about five years before the bank will talk to me again.” 



Since his first album Cheatin' 
Heart Attack, Dale Watson has 
presented himself as a living, 
breathing, twanging antidote to the 
“Nashville Rash.”

Los Lonely Boys have a 
new album out, but not the 
one you were expecting. 

Orale!, the Sony follow-up to 
2004’s platinum Los Lonely 
Boys, hits stores July 18, but 
Live at the Blue Cat Blues, 
recorded at the eponymous Deep Ellum nightspot in 
2000, is available now through BlueCatBlues.net and 
the band’s official site, LosLonelyBoys.org. “We’re 
aware of it, so we’re cool with it,” says manager Kevin 
Wommack. “It’s definitely an early recording.” The 
Boys’ latest recording, inaugural Orale! single 
“Diamonds,” debuts May 8 on pretty much every radio 
station in town.

James Hand remembers true country 


It’s a crisp Austin Saturday night and cars are 
sprawled up and down Burnet Road in the vicin- 
ity of Ginny’s Little Longhorn. Inside the boxcar- 
shaped bar, hipsters, oldsters, cowboys, Latinos, 
and middle-aged married couples are shoulder 
to shoulder, wall to wall, with only a tiny space 
in the comer for the fourpiece band and a 
couple trying to dance. Around back, there’s 
a huge white tent set up to shield a gaggle of 
smokers from the elements, along with a white 
pickup where Hugh Woodard, James Hand’s 
road manager, is selling CDs off the tailgate. 

The occasion is a record release party for The 
Truth Will Set You Free , Hand’s debut for inter- 
nationally renown roots music label Rounder 
Records. The scene is damn near futuristic 
given the past decade, when Hand would play 
for 10 people at his weekly gig in Babe’s on 
Sixth Street. One thing that hasn’t changed, 
however: the music. When Hand sings his 
dark, world-weary songs, it stops everyone 
within earshot in their tracks. He makes tradi- 
tional country that’s so lonesome it will make 
you - and sometimes him - cry. 

At first, people think they’re witnessing the 
resurrection of Hank Williams. Hand is simi- 
larly lean, hence the nickname “Slim,” and also 
possesses a suffering wail of a voice filled with 
pain and wonder. Only this isn’t an imitation. 

“All this Hank Williams stuff, I can tell you 
this,” Hand says adamantly. “There’s a lot of 
singers that want to be haunted. I don’t give 
a damn about being haunted. But for where I 
am, from where I’ve been to where I want to 
go, I just want people to know that I ain’t no 
Hank Williams. I’m James Hand.” 

Indeed he is, and has been throughout a 
long, hardscrabble existence (austinchronicle. 
com/issues/dispatch/2000-05-05/music_feature. 
html). Hand has notched a life that’s perhaps 
best expressed through traditional country 


music. Circumstances have changed somewhat 
in the last five years, but even today it’s obvi- 
ous Hand still runs with demons. 

A couple weekends later, it’s children 
doing the rampaging, at Ruta Maya on South 
Congress. Hand is unruffled by a tumult. 
Topped by a white cowboy hat, his leather coat 
can’t suppress a colorful print shirt, matching 
tie, and ostrich-skin boots. His grip is ranch- 
hand firm, Hand sincere to the point of being 
disarming. He thinks hard about the questions 
posed and speaks haltingly, choosing his words 
carefully. A lifelong resident of the tiny burg 
named Tokio, located a few miles outside of 
West, itself about 15 minutes north of Waco, 
the 53-year-old singer claims to have written 
thousands of songs since his mid-teens. 

“It’s not all I can do,” states Hand. “I’m a 
pretty fair horse trainer. But it’s what I’ve got 
to do. And I’m not talking about someone 
pointing a gun to my head and saying, ‘You’ve 
got to do this.’ I believe that God has put them 
inside of me. I’ve said this many times before: 
I don’t write no songs, life writes them. I just 
try to remember the words.” 

Between the release of 2000 ’s Evil Things 
and 2004, Hand scuffled, playing gigs around 
Texas, including residencies at the Continental 
Club and Saxon Pub. He suffered a setback 
when his mother passed away in 2002. It was 
during this period that local music booster 
Sharon Sandomirsky urged Rounder’s Ken 
Irwin, one of the label’s founders, to check out 
Hand. Irwin resisted until he heard a KUT Live 
Set Hand had recorded. At SXSW 04, Irwin 
met with Hand, and not long after they agreed 
to work together. Irwin says his initial reaction 
to seeing Hand play was, “How is it that the 
world hasn’t heard of this?” 

“They were the only record label that ever 
approached me,” Hand states.

The Truth Will Set You Free (Rounder) 

It’s impossible not to root for James Hand. 

The 53-year-old hard-luck crooner and horse 
trainer has been toiling in Central Texas 
honky-tonks since his teens, accruing a life- 
time of heartbreak and perseverance that 
pays off handsomely on this “debut.” In real- 
ity, Truth mixes new songs and re-recorded 
material from 1996’s Shadows Where the 
Magic Was and 2000’s Evil Things, but regard- 
less, Hand’s elevation to a nationally distrib- 
uted label is long overdue. The man known 
as Slim is a true poet of despair, heard here 
on “When You Stopped Loving Me, So Did 
I” and “If I Live Long Enough to Heal,” while 
“Shadows Where the Magic Was” is gothic 
country existentialism at its finest. Yet Truth 

is also riddled with frisky humor (“Little Bitty Slip”) and even a happy ending or two (“Banks of 
the Brazos”). A recent CMT.com review actually took Hand to task for his strong vocal resem- 
blance to Hank Williams, which is like criticizing a ballplayer for swinging like Ted Williams. 
Hank Sr. may have done it first, but Hand’s doing it now. He imagines his epitaph on “Here 
Lies a Good Old Boy,” but of Slim is a long way from six feet under.

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Rounder brought in Ray Benson and Lloyd 
Maines to produce the project, recorded at the 
Asleep at the Wheelman’s Bismeaux Studio. 
Hand used his own band, augmented by 
Maines on pedal steel and Dobro, guitar mas- 
ter Redd Volkaert, and Asleep at the Wheel’s 
fiddler Jason Roberts. 

“The whole process took over two years,” 
Hand recounts. “But when it really got down 
to serious business, my daddy had cancer, and 
I called them and told them that ‘I ain’t leav- 
ing.’ For 60 days I didn’t leave his side.” 

He claims that 80% of the vocals were 
recorded in a four-hour session when, “Ray 
said, ‘You need to get your ass in here and do 
them.’” Now that the album is in stores, Hand 
is adjusting to the spotlight. 

“I ain’t happy until I make someone else 
happy,” he nods. “If someone shows the least 
amount of faith in me, I’ll do all I can for them. 
I’ll stand outside and fight the demons off as 
hard as I can. When someone has no faith me, 
then why should I? Now the record label and 
other people around town have rallied behind 
me. I want to do right by the world.” 

Irwin stresses, “We can open some doors, but 
he’s the one that has to walk through them.” 
One of the results of Hand’s appearances 
during SXSW was signing with a booking 


agent. The cowboy’s first tour of Europe is in 
July. There’s also a documentary on his life in 
production, headed by Rich “Slab” Chapla and 
Todd McMullen, who were turned onto Hand 
by Jason Patric. The actor discovered the singer 
while in Texas filming The Alamo. 

Chapla, production supervisor for that film, 
has become close to Hand and feels he’s the 
ideal subject for a music documentary. He’s 
noticed some changes in his subject over the 
past several months. 

“He’s been unbelievably happy,” says 
Chapla. “He’s talking about the future and not 
about dark things.” 

Hand’s view of success, and the future is 
unsurprisingly simple. “The biggest fantasy I 
could have in life is to make a $100,000 and 
buy 1,000 acres somewhere where I could 
watch the turkeys gobble in the morning and 
see the deer run around in the evening,” he 
dreams out loud. He pauses, laughing. 

“What I would really like to happen is to 
have enough money to rent the Goodyear 
Blimp and fly it over West, where I live, and on 
one side it’d say, ‘I told you so,’ and the other 
side it’d say, ‘Kiss my ass.’” ■

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WILLIE NELSON 

You Don't Know Me: The Songs 
of Cindy Walker (Lost Highway) 

With the recent death of Cindy Walker, 
Willie Nelson’s tribute to the great Texas 
songwriter gains extra significance. Even 
without Walker’s passing, this is one of 
Nelson’s finest LPs, honoring an American 
composer as important as Irving Berlin or 
Cole Porter. Best known for his work with 
Roy Orbison, veteran Nashville producer 
Fred Foster gives another local legend, fid- 
dler Johnny Gimble, wide berth to lead the 
band, and with the material on You Don't 
Know Me fitting Nelson ever so warm and 
snug, the country crooner turns in one of 
his most relaxed, inspired performances. 
Gimble, once one of Bob Wills’ Texas Play- 
boys, keeps tunes Wills recorded, like 
“Bubbles in My Beer,” “Cherokee Maiden,” 
and “It’s All Your Fault,” swinging, while 
Nelson explores the soul and simple warmth 
of ballads such as the title track and “Not 
That I Care.” With this combination of musi- 
cal mastery, plus Buddy Emmons on steel 
guitar and the Jordanaires adding backing 
vocals, You Don't Know Me is likely to join 
Stardust and The Red Headed Stranger as 
albums among those that Willie Nelson’s 
audience will enjoy for a long, long time.

THE BLACK ANGELS 

Passover (Light in the Attic) 

Austin quintet the Black Angels have 
descended in legion. From the first mud-filled 
notes of opener “Young Men Dead,” with its 
declaration “run for the hills, pick up your feet 
and let’s go,” you can feel the fire under you 

The Angels 
don’t veer much 
from song to 
song; they’re all

DALE WATSON 

Whiskey or God (Palo Duro) 

Austin’s favorite honky-tonker, Dale Watson, 
is becoming Dwight Yoakam. The two 
denim-wearing country outlaws have always 
shared a love of Bakersfield, Buck, and 
Elvis, but Watson’s 11th full-length mirrors 
some of Yoakam ’s best hits to a scary T. 
Opener “Sit and Drink and Cry” is a familiar 
version of the latter’s “It Only Hurts When 
I Cry.” The title track veers a little more 
Strait, but “I Ain’t Been Right, Since I’ve 
Been Left” zydecos out Yoakam ’s “Sorry 
You Asked?” Not that this is a bad thing. 
Watson and Yoakam are cousins left alone 
by Nashville execs as they hold aloft the 
torch of country long-gone. “I Don’t Feel Too 
Lucky Today,” “No Help Wanted,” and play- 
ful romp “Truckin’ Queen (I Got My Night 
Gown On ...)” - the story of a transvestite 
trucker in Oklahoma - retain Watson’s grit, 
growl, and humor.

Comprised of prime musicians, guitar- 
ists Redd Volkaert and John Reed, piano 
player Earl Poole Ball, and Sarah Brown 
on bass, the Lucky Tomblin Band is one 
of the best country bands in Austin. They 
even give the flawless Cornell Hurd Band 
a run for its money. Problem is that while 
they’re all great players, not one is an 
above-average vocalist. This is especially 
true of lead singer and longtime Doug 
Sahm cohort Tomblin, whose limited range 
proves a hindrance at moments that need 
a certain kick. In a Honky-Tonk Mood finds 
the band undertaking songs from notable 
writers from country music’s past, includ- 
ing Moon Mullican, Harlan Howard, Floyd 
Tillman, Porter Wagoner, and Leon Payne. 
As expected, it’s all impeccably played, per- 
fect for your next country dance party - if 
you can get past the mostly dicey vocals. 
Exceptions include Ball’s tender reading of 
“I Love You So Much It Hurts” and Brown’s 
gritty swing through “Lonesome Hearted 
Blues” and torching it up on “Trouble in 
Mind.” Live, Tomblin & Co. sure kick up a 
lot of sawdust, but in the studio, they’re in 
dire need of a superior singer.

If Austin hip-hop once bubbled in a cauldron of Dirty 
South imagery, now it’s spilling over the sides with a new- 
found scalding intensity. Joining forces as a New Generation 
of Kings, Public Offenders and da 2-3 Mic Breakaz erupt 
on the protest tip as their collaborative All Black (NGOK 
Entertainment) marches across politically charged territory. 
“Walk With Me,” “I Refuse,” and “My People” induce a 
sense of community standing in resolute opposition to 
those attempting to trick and demean. Young Nick’s essen- 
tial WDRT Radio mix flirts with its label moniker, Dirty 
Politics, as its host rips classic rhyme schemes into concep- 
tual origami. Adorning his striking wit and candor with fur- 
ther devious perspective, Young Nick recruits Mirage, Arson 
Optics, Kaizen, Pop, and Element7D to his critical beat 
down. Sporting Casino and Gutta Gang’s breakout hit 
“Gametime,” DJ LL’s H.O.T. (Heart of Texas) (Da Woods 
Entertainment) bounces and dips for the club set tweaked 
to maximum capacity. Putting it out there with “Do the 
Damn Drugs,” Northeast Austin rappers including Sindrome, 
Fullythug, and King James dare partygoers to be honest with 
their vices. Still buzzing on his Whut It Dew 3 mix hosted by 
Trae, DJ Rapid Ric gives Houston’s Chalie Boy the keys to 
every hardcore Z-Ro-esque hooptie in the junkyard. 
Accompanied by the likes of Money Waters, Kiotti, and 
Basswood Lane, Chalie Boy: The Versatyle Child (Dirty 3rd) 
escorts country rap tunes into dank backwater counties not 
yet named. Spreading their Texas twangs across vinyl slabs, 
Dat Boy Mikee and East 35 each unleash 12-inch singles 
- “Gimme a Break” (White Label) and “C Me Outside” (Sky 
Limit), respectively - teeming with a local flare coming into 
its own comfort zone of potential greatness.

They’re the ne plus ultra of Texas album 
rock, steeped in roadhouse blues and raun- 
chy honky-tonk soul, as humid and free- 
wheeling as ZZ Top’s hometown Houston in 
the Seventies. 1973 ’s Tres Hombres 
launched the trio on their “Worldwide Texas” 
trajectory with Top 10 John Lee Hooker rip/ 
homage “La Grange” and is rightfully cele- 
brated alongside Deguello and Eliminator as 
ZZ’s crown jewels, but ’75 follow-up 
Fandango! is no slouch. Its opening live half 
is uneven - a scattershot version of 
“Jailhouse Rock” is great fun, but “Backdoor 
Medley” wanders a bit before its explosive 
conclusion - but the studio half that kicks 
off with strutter “Nasty Dogs and Funky 
Kings” is aces. Dusty Hill scores with ode to 
Galveston vice den “Balinese” and the bor- 
der-radio paradise of “Heard It on the X.” 

Billy F. Gibbons counters with the deliciously 
seedy “Mexican Blackbird” and “La Grange” 


rewrite “Tush.” Backing up to Tres Hombres, 
seamless openers “Waitin’ for the Bus” and 
“Jesus Just Left Chicago” never age, but 
neither do the lesser-known cuts. “Hot, Blue, 
and Righteous” is as tender as “Precious 
and Grace” is bawdy, and hot-rodder “Master 
of Sparks” trumps them both. Remastered 
thick and chunky to approximate vintage 
vinyl, ZZ’s greasy licks and boogie-chillun 
riffs still resonate in the (post)modern squall 
of Queens of the Stone Age, Black Keys, and 
White Stripes. Even if Jack White never 
cops, it’s obvious from Gibbons’ feverish gui- 
tar solos in “Tush,” one of six newly append- 
ed live tracks (three per reissue), which are 
as muddy as the Brazos but kick like a rent- 
ed mule. In our neutered age, it’s comforting 
to have these beer drinkers and hell raisers 
to fall back on.

LEAD STORY 

You Might Want to Do Your Shoplifting 
Elsewhere: Increasingly, police departments and 
government offices (customs agencies, NASA, 
even the FBI) rely on state-of-the-art investiga- 
tion support from the Target Corp. (as in Target 
department stores), according to a January 
Washington Post report. Target’s world-class 
forensics lab in Minneapolis is the first choice 
by many departments for examination of surveil- 
lance tapes and other evidence, and it was Target 
in the mid-1990s that finally moved agencies to 
coordinate previously incompatible databases 
of criminals (treating the felon population as 
a nationwide “inventory control” problem). A 
Target executive said he works for “a high-tech 
company masquerading as a retailer.” 

GOVERNMENT IN ACTION 

• During President Bush’s recent trip to India, 17 
Secret Service Labradors and German shepherds 
accompanying him (each with its own police 
“rank,” such as “lieutenant”) were housed in five- 
star hotels in Delhi, according to local press sto- 
ries (but Delhi police dogs, assisting in the same 
missions, went home to kennels). Faring less well 
was one of the three teams of search-and-rescue 
dogs assigned to find Hurricane Katrina victims, 
which had to be sent home in March because 
of a hotel-booking snafu, for which FEMA and 
Louisiana officials blamed each other. 

• How to Be a Police Department: In California, 
a police department can be created if a local 
government gives a transportation contract to 
a private company, automatically empower- 
ing that company to hire its own cops, who, 
though not allowed to make arrests, can carry 
guns, access police databases, and receive gov- 
ernment anti- terrorist grants. The law achieved 
notoriety in February when Internet millionaire 
Stefan Eriksson’s Ferrari crashed in Malibu, and 
he later made confusing statements, including 
the revelation that he is the “deputy com- 
missioner” of the “San Gabriel Valley Transit 
Authority” police, a post he acquired by start- 
ing a modest bus service for the elderly. 

• Questionable Policies: 1) The Wood 

Methodist Church was informed in March 
by the town council in Dudley, England, that 
it owed an “advertising fee” of the equiva- 
lent of about $130 to put up a cross. (Town 
regulations specify that a “cross” is an ad for 
Christianity.) 2) In March, Apache County, 
N.M., contracted to pay up to $100,000 to a 
former Arizona attorney general to investigate 
Apache’s sheriff, Brian Hounshell, who, after 
an exhaustive previous investigation (whose 
cost was not revealed), was accused of mis- 
spending $8,000 of taxpayer money. 


GREAT ART! 

The publisher Powerhouse Books (and 
its imprint Rosen Editions) is preparing for 
the imminent release of photographer Ellen 
Jong’s Pees on Earth, a series of shots of Jong 
urinating in prominent public spots around 
the world. Jong is a mainstream professional 
whose non-urinary work has appeared in 
Vogue and other publications. 

SIGNS OF THE TIMES 

• Cheaters on the Rise: Students at Banja Luka 
University in Bosnia-Herzogovina protested 
in February the economics faculty’s decision 
to install surveillance cameras during exams. 
“Cheating in exams,” said one student, “is a 
part of our Balkan mentality, and it will take 
years to change students’ [attitudes].” 

• In March, New York Times fashion writers 
noted that the decision of several designers 
to shroud runway models’ faces in various 
ways during the annual Paris Fashion Week in 
February and March surely must be sending 


some message. Among the devices designers 
used: masks (making some models resemble 
“Hannibal Lecter in drag,” according to one 
critic), woven basketlike coverings and burqa- 
type swaddling. Guesses on designers’ motives 
included a reflection of general world gloom; 
tributes to the plight of Muslim women; and 
designers’ fear of beautiful faces’ distracting 
from their designs. 

FINE POINTS OF THE LAW 

1) In February, the Oregon Court of Appeals 
ruled that the neck is a “sexual or intimate 
[part] ;” thus, a forcible kiss there is a felonious 
touching that allows sentencing the offender to 
life in prison under the state’s “three strikes” 
rule. 2) Also in February, a Florida appeals 
court upheld a jury’s simultaneous findings 
that Nicholas Cappalo was not guilty by reason 
of insanity in the burglary of a home in May 
2002, but guilty and sane during the ensuing 
getaway, in which he led sheriff’s deputies on 
a 15-mile, high-speed chase. 


PEOPLE DIFFERENT FROM US 

Former major league baseball all-star Darren 
Daulton, 44, told the Philadelphia Daily News 
in February that in retirement, he under- 
stands dimensions of reality that few of his 
fellow Earthlings know. He first experienced 
his extraordinary power after delivering a 
game-winning hit in the 1990s and breaking 
into tears after the game, discovering that “I 
didn’t hit that ball. Something happened, but 
it wasn’t me.” Later, Daulton said, he was 
“awakened” to realms beyond those covered 
by the five senses. Things will become clearer 
on Dec. 12, 2012, at 11:11am Greenwich 
Mean Time, he said, because that’s when the 
world will end. 

LEAST COMPETENT PEOPLE 

1) A 27-year-old woman was arrested in 
League City, Texas, in February after police 
discovered her 6-year-old daughter wandering 
around her empty school yard on a Saturday 
morning. The woman said she dropped the kid 
off, as usual, but that she was distracted and 
didn’t realize it was Saturday. 2) Prominent 
neuroscientist Louis A. Gottschalk, still profes- 
sionally active at age 89, lost about $3 million 
of his family trust over a 10-year period to 
Nigerian e-mail scammers, according to his 
son, who wants an Orange County, Calif., judge 
to remove his father as the estate’s administra- 
tor. In fact, Dr. Gottschalk has continued to 
pay money on another scam because the new 
recipients are “different Nigerians,” according 
to the son’s description of a conversation with 
his father. 

UPDATE 

In 2003, News of the Weird told the inspira- 
tional story of Star Trek fanatic Tony Alleyne, 
who was trying to sell his small apartment 
in Leistershire, England, for the equivalent 
of about $1.7 million, after having converted 
it to a finely detailed model of the starship 
Enterprise (with transporter control, warp 
core drive, voice-activated lighting and secu- 
rity, infinity mirror, etc.). In February 2006, 
Alleyne, weary of the lack of buyer interest, 
filed for bankruptcy and moved to his Plan 
B: to gut his “Enterprise” and redesign the 
place as the bridge of the Voyager (from the 
later Star Trek series), which he will offer at a 
lower price.

The Holy City of the Wichitas rises above the grassy slopes of the 
mountains outside of Lawton, Okla., like a mirage. The entire village is 
made from stacked fieldstones so the structures blend into the treeless 
landscape. 

Upon closer examination, the rock castle is only a facade, stretching 
almost a mile from start to finish. On the two Saturdays before Easter the 
wall becomes the stage for the Prince of Peace Passion Play. Begun in 
1926, this is the longest running outdoor passion play in America. 

Nestled in the northeastern corner of the Wichita Mountains Wildlife 
Refuge, the Holy City grounds are open to the public year-round. It’s easy 
to imagine that an independent filmmaker could make good use of the 
stone towers, rock-rubble fort walls, and even a throne made of the native 
granite rocks. It’s a little harder to visualize the story of Christ’s death 
progressing from stage to stage in the vacant village. 

“The actors pantomime the story while a narrator reads the story,” says 
Sylvia Smith, as she watches over the small gift shop next to the chapel. 
“From Audience Hill, it’s quite a dramatic sight,” she says. 

Audience Hill is separated from Holy City by a dry creek. On perfor- 
mance day, folks will come from as far away as Tulsa, Wichita Falls, and 
Dallas/Fort Worth to make a weekend of seeing the play. Smith advises 
to bring something warm because it gets cool in the mountains after the 
sun goes down. 

“This year, we’ll have at least a couple of hundred actors and actress- 
es,” Smith says. Most of the performers fill more than one role during the 
play. The attendance is projected at a couple of thousand for each of the 
two nights. 

The annual production began when the Rev. Anthony Mark Wallock 
brought his Sunday School class to the natural amphitheatre in the moun- 
tains to stage an Easter play for his congregation. The event steadily grew 
during the Thirties. At its peak, the cast of 1,200 actors and singers 
attracted an audience of more than 40,000 during the Great Depression 
and was broadcast on national radio. 

Given a special use permit by the national park service, the first seven 
buildings of Holy City were constructed using a federal grant and labor 
from the Depression-era Works Progress Administration. The other 15 
stages and buildings were built with donations in 1936. 

The grounds of the national historic site are watched over by an 11- 
foot-high white marble statue of Christ and also the Wallock Foundation. 
The nonprofit organization of volunteers maintains the buildings, produces 
the play, and rents out the facilities. 

One of the most amazing structures at the site is the rock and timber 
chapel built to resemble America’s oldest church, Christ Church in 


Herod's Court 



Alexandria, Va., where George Washington worshiped. Looking more like a 
gothic castle, the ceiling of the house of worship is decorated in beautiful 
murals. Smith says that the sanctuary is rented out for weddings two or 
three times a month on average. 

The Wichita Mountains Wildlife Refuge is the oldest managed wildlife 
preserve in the U.S. President McKinley set the land aside in 1901. The 
Comanches called it “The Big Pasture.” President Theodore Roosevelt 
renamed it a game preserve in 1905. 

Today, it is a 59,000-acre home to the largest wild herds of bison, 
Texas longhorn cattle, and Rocky Mountain elk. Wild turkey and prairie 
dogs survive in the park unmolested, along with more than 50 species of 
mammals, 240 kinds of birds, 64 different reptiles, and 806 plant spe- 
cies. Visitors can ride the miles of paved road, camp, fish, and hike the 
trails winding through the mountains in the park. 

The Holy City of the Wichitas is open daily from 8am to sundown. The 
gift shop opens Monday through Saturday, 10am to 5pm, and Sunday, 2 
to 5pm. Performances are held on the two Saturdays before Easter and 
typically run from 6 to 10pm. For information, call 580/429-3361 or visit 
www.holycityofthewichitas.org.

Mary Moody Northen Theatre, through April 9 
Running Time: 3 hrs 


In the St. Edward’s University production of Christopher Durang’s 
redundantly titled Durang/Durang, modern, canonized American plays 
(at least from the last 40 years) transform into comedic farce. Will 
you recognize references, plays, and genres that haunt the warped 
variations Durang gives us? The play has six distinct pieces, with 
three that parody popular late 20th-century plays and three poking 
fun at tragedy and the tacky business of character formation. 

The Glass Menagerie, a community theatre favorite, distorts into 
a romping display of familial distress over a socially inept son in 
“For Whom the Southern Belle Tolls.” Young, men- 
tally deficient Lawrence (Daniel Adams) replaces 
Tennessee Williams’ sorrowful and impotent Laura. 
His obsession with glass cocktail sticks mocks the 
girlish figurines that Laura hoarded. Elle Mahoney 
is the fussing mother desperate to rid herself of 
an incompetent child. With delightful skill, perform- 
ers chortle and snap politically incorrect dialogue 
or words too impolite to declare with drawling 
accents. The overtly ridiculous mimicry of dramatic 
characters, those bloated personalities etched into 
American theatre history, reminded the friend accompanying me of a 
MAD TV sketch catered to theatre fans. 

Laughter, that wonderful result after players slyly use time, 
text, physicality, and voice, is everywhere by the third piece. Sam 
Shepard’s hyper-masculine body of work melts into an uproarious 
stew of “Shepard-ese,” chunky with his violent language and gratu- 
itous symbolism. The actors clown about as white trash, immersed in 
incestuous relationships, while peppering the show with backhanded 
commentary on Shepard’s cynicism about American culture. As Jake, 
Nathan Osburn terrifically enacts his own doppelganger brother/shad- 
ow, torn between love for his sister and his heavily brain-damaged 
wife (whose injury was inflicted by his own copious rage). Duncan 
Coe jests as Jake’s wife Beth. His drag performance, done using 
droops and stares, hysterically mimics nitwitted lovers. 




In absurd form, “Nina in the Morning” gives us an opulent woman’s 
obsession with face-lifts and beauty. Kathleen Cobb’s Nina is deli- 
ciously repugnant, a send-up of lonely rich widow with bloodied false 
cheekbones costuming her sneering face while her manservant 
injects her children with sedatives to quiet their complaints. For 
“Wanda’s Visit,” Libby Dees’ campy and obtrusive “bull in a china 
cabinet” plays well against her hosts’ uptight stuffiness. 

In his book The Haunted Stage (2003), Marvin Carlson writes, 
“Parody is a very ancient phenomenon. ... Parody in the theatre has 
in all periods functioned as a device to further reinforce the collective 
and ongoing nature of the theatergoing community.” Parody is also a 
fickle art, but it’s one that the gang at St. Ed’s has revitalized for our 
collective amusement. The robust cast of actors and directorial sturdi- 
ness provided by students Joseph Mitchell Parks and Benjamin Taylor 
Ridgway help Durang/Durang exceed expectations. The action on stage 
is rarely dull or capricious, which gives testament to the hard labor and 
sincere devotion that this team has orchestrated. Fans of theatre will 
be better served if their repertoire includes experience with Williams 
or Shepard plays, but even without American theatre ghosts whisper- 
ing why Durang’s mockery is astute, you’re sure to be amused by the 
production’s ludicrous buffoonery. - Heather Barfield Cole

Sometimes changes in a person are easy to spot: the 
paunch where that trim waistline was, the receding hairline, 
the wrinkles around the eyes. Other times you have to look 
closely to see them: the gait that’s slightly 
slower, the laugh that’s a little less boisterous, 
a previously unseen wistfulness in the eyes. 

In this year’s Director’s Choice program, Ballet 
Austin artistic director Stephen Mills offered us 
the chance to spot the changes that the past 
several years have wrought on him and fellow 
choreographer Gina Patterson, through dances 
they have made. Both presented the first 
works they created alongside their most recent 
efforts, and while you might have been able to note a few obvi- 
ous changes between the earlier and later works, this was an 
instance where the shifts were less pronounced, subtler. But 
if you made a close study of the work, you could sense, if not 
see, these two creators maturing, deepening in their art. 

Both artists’ early works boasted the kind of passion that 
smacks of youthful energy and an eagerness to stretch one’s 
wings. With Mills’ “Red Roses,” a grouping of six short danc- 
es set to romantic ballads by Edith Piaf, that showed itself in 
a springtime exuberance, as with Anthony Casati sweeping 
a swooning Jaime Lynn Witts literally off her feet or Michelle 
Thompson, vivaciously en pointe, kicking up her heels on 
her toes, or Beth Terwilleger being comically twisted, turned, 
and tumbled by a caddish Orlando Julius Canova. This was 
amour, lively and immediate, as it’s been in the dreams and 




sighs of every would-be Romeo and Juliet since Cupid took 
up archery. Patterson’s “Insideout” also turned on a romantic 
connection, but with the heat turned up quite a few degrees. 
The choreographer herself and partner Eric Midgley flashed 
through a jazzy duet punctuated with enough sharp steps and 
gestures, not to mention smoldering looks, to almost qualify 
as flamenco. Its emotions, like those in “Red Roses,” were 
all out there on the surface, on one’s sleeve, like a kid’s are, 
which made it all the easier to get swept up in the dance. 

The later works were full of feeling, too, but the feelings 
seemed more complex, ambiguous, marked with the tension 
of give and take. That couldn’t have been more true than in 
the first section of Mills’ “Desire/Three Movements,” in which 
a couple - Patterson and Midgley again - made their way 
across the stage in a progression of embraces and releases, 
couplings and separations. Midgley projected such need for 


Patterson, his hand extended toward hers as if for some life- 
saving rope or perhaps some part of himself. Her response 
seemed at times to complement his but at others to conflict 
with it, as if she was suffocated by his desire. But ah, that’s 
part of the reason desire can be so complicated, yes? The 
subsequent movements, with their expanded cast moving in 
competing patterns on different parts of the stage, proved 
harder to read, as least for this viewer. What did come through 
clearly was the sense of ambition in the choreographer, of 
Mills pushing himself further in his art. That was also true 
in Patterson’s “Six of One AND a Half-Dozen of the Other,” 
despite the work’s more whimsical tone. Inspired by the life 
cycle and mating habits of birds, the piece was a kind of 
“March of the Peacocks,” beginning with a dozen dancers hid- 
den behind gigantic white balloons, from which they popped 
up, hatchlinglike, and proceeded to explore the world. As the 
dance progressed, these bird figures appeared to mature and 
pair up for mating. But as those cinematic penguins showed, 
life as a bird isn’t without hardships and pain, and on occasion 
a dancer stepped apart from the brood for what seemed a mel- 
ancholy walk beside a sort of peacock queen mother (a visibly 
pregnant but unassailably regal Margot Brown). These tensions 
gave the piece, playful as it was, a richer emotional texture, 
a sense of life with both joys and sorrows, often intertwined. 

It’s the perspective of someone who has lived enough to know 
that mix of sunshine and rain, and Patterson pushed herself to 
layer that into her piece. That’s the kind of growth in someone 
that doesn’t announce itself like a line around the mouth or 
graying temple, but you can see it if you look closely. And it’s 
a sign that the evolution of Patterson and Mills is something 
to applaud. What’s the old ad line? “You’re not getting older, 
you’re getting better.” Indeed. - Robert Faires

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“Outer Limits” 

Art Palace, through April 12 

No one wants to admit that they ultimately stand alone. It is 
unsettling to discover that the system of ideas we have used to 
guide our lives may no longer help us overcome our fear of annihi- 
lation and, ultimately, historical erasure. Merging the polarities of 
forces is an act that artists face during the creative act and with 
their careers. The new series of paintings in “Outer Limits” by Eric 
Gibbons contemplates this discovery through psychological por- 
traits of himself and of characters from Star Wars. Gibbons states 
that the paintings “depict moments of doubt, shame, and guilt.” 

A hefty number of awards and honors does not buffer any- 
one from wondering if they have chosen the right path. “Outer 
Limits” becomes a tangible tribute to a theme 
that Gibbons has explored in previous series 
of emotionally charged landscapes, namely, the 
beautiful and terrifying choices that life presents. 

In a postmodern world, any one of the Star Wars 
characters, including Darth Vader, exhibiting an 
emotional meltdown can be interpreted as frustra- 
tion with complacency of self or other. Proceeding 
forward on the path is suffused with boredom and 
neurotic anguish and moments of blatant refusal. 
Self-discovery is in the end a tricky business that requires a warn- 
ing label: Avoid mistaking the wrappings for the ultimate boon. 

On the return trip, “Outer Limits” ultimately brings one as close 
to the threshold as possible. Like all true heroic journeys, the 
individual stands alone as he or she makes the final crossing. 

And although the ordinary world is trying for an imaginative hero, 
Gibbons is willing to share what he has learned during his own 
journey. - Benne Rockett

Last month’s Chronicle cover featuring the latest wave of Austin 
filmmakers limited itself to those with movies playing at SXSW, but 
any truly representative roll call of Austin’s newest generation would 
put Kyle Henry front and center. In fact, he’s been 
around a while - as a film programmer, a documentar- 
ian (American Cowboy ; University Inc.), and an editor 
(Manito). But Room, which played at Cannes and 
Sundance last year and netted two Independent Spirit 
Awards nominations this year, marks new territory 
for Henry: his narrative feature debut. “Narrative” 
might be a misleading term, however, as Room bucks 
conventional storytelling models. The title, the tidi- 
est thing about Room, refers to the site-specific 
hallucinations of a Houston-based woman named Julia (Williams). 
Already buckling under the strain of two jobs, a stressful home life, 
and debilitating migraines, Julia can now add “visions” to her laundry 
list of ailments. At the supermarket, in the living room - wherever, it 
seems - her perspective starts to go staticky, as if her reception’s 
going out, and she becomes bombarded by scattershot images of a 
warehouse-type room until she finally blacks out. When one of these 
episodes results in a car crash outside Houston’s George Bush 
International Airport (which may or may not be a sign), Julia flees her 
family for New York, on a sort of vision quest to decode just what the 
hell’s going on up in her alarmingly addled head. That quest takes 
her to odd places, like a meditation group and a tarot card reader. 
Julia spins on a dime if she senses something is a sign, and one 
of the haunting poignancies of the film is how hungry she, and we, 
are for anything remotely resembling a sign. And they’re seemingly 
everywhere, especially in the white noise of traffic reports and graffiti 
art and news dispatches from Iraq that blankets the film. (Note to 
self: If one suffers from sensitivity to the blaring pop-culture parade, 
then New York, and especially Times Square, may not be the smart- 
est place to sojourn.) Justin Hennard and Chris Keyland’s sound 
design - dense, jittery, and spectacularly creepy - is one of the chief 
pleasures of the piece, and that soundscape, working in concert 
with PJ Raval’s terrific camerawork, create a constant, ever-upticking 
state of anxiety. There’s no rest for the weary - or the panic-attack- 



prone - here, and if you need further convincing, it’s scrawled all over 
Williams’ face. Dominating nearly every frame and communicating 
largely through her body language (watch her walk - it’s a revela- 
tion), Williams delivers an astonishing, open-faced performance, one 
that demands sympathy while steadfastly refusing accessibility. That 
inaccessibility - at least in broad strokes - extends to the whole 
film, which wears the skin of a psychological thriller, but plays out 
as something far darker, weirder, and more distancing. It’s easy to 
call Room an avant-garde film, but I think more significantly it’s an 
American film, in its paranoia and confusion, cultural branding and 
search for solace, and in a whole host of other ways I haven’t yet 
- and maybe never will - unpack. Near the end of the film, as Julia’s 
hallucinations grow more frenzied, I made a note: “There better be 
a big fucking payoff.” Guess what? There isn’t one. But that note - 
borne equally out of frustrated genre expectations and nerves nearly 
frayed by the film’s expert ratcheting of tension - speaks to Henry’s 
ability to burrow in and, well, frankly, to bother. For a film about look- 
ing for a sign, looking for solace, Room quite brazenly offers neither. 

It isn’t an easy film, but the world’s already got plenty of easy and 
easily digestible films. Nervy and confounding pictures, however, we 
could use more of. (See p.60 of this week’s Screens section for an 
interview with Kyle Henry and Cyndi Williams.) - Kimberley Jones

O ACADEMY AWARD-NOMINATED 
DOCUMENTARY SHORTS 2006 

D: Various. (NR, 132 min.) 

The average moviegoer rarely has a point 
of reference when the Oscar winners in the 
short film categories are announced each 
year. Who but members of the Academy 
have the opportunity to see these nomi- 
nees prior to the big night? Although this 
compilation of the four short documentary 
films nominated this year will permit you 
only to pronounce ex-post-facto the nomi- 
nee that should have won the Oscar, it nev- 
ertheless provides you the limited oppor- 
tunity to see a type of film rarely available 
for public viewing. The four nominees pre- 
sented in this omnibus package (no clue 
why the traditional five films were not nomi- 
nated in this category this year) all have 
a socio-political bent, some more overt 
than others. “The Death of Kevin Carter: 
Casualty of the Bang Bang Club” crypti- 
cally relates how a fearless (some may say 
reckless) South African photojournalist, 
who won the Pulitzer prize for a haunting 
photograph of an emaciated Sudanese 


toddler being watched by a patient vulture, 
ultimately succumbed to his demons as a 
result of the horrifying things he witnessed 
in his profession. It’s not entirely clear 
from the film, however, the extent to which 
Carter’s self-destructive impulses and love 
for danger also played a part in his tragic 
end, and as a result the documentary is 
not as compelling as it could have been. 
Slightly more successful is the gently femi- 
nist “God Sleeps in Rwanda,” which pres- 
ents a series of interviews with Rwandan 
women who survived the ethnic-cleansing 
genocide in 1994 that resulted in the 
death of three out of every four men in 
their country. The documentary is a hopeful 
one, depicting how these women - once a 
repressed gender - have emerged as com- 
munity leaders, heads of households, and 
the backbone of a nation that continues 
to heal. Like the first two short documen- 
taries, “The Mushroom Club” could also 
use tighter editing and a more focused 
perspective, though there are times in the 
film that you might feel as if your heart is 
being wrenched from its cavity. Japanese- 
American filmmaker Steven Okazaki returns 
to Hiroshima 60 years after the first atomic 
bomb destroyed the city and interviews 
residents there who survived the unthink- 
able. While these firsthand accounts and 


the emotional and physical effects of the 
bomb’s impact are difficult to witness, the 
most shocking imagery in this film comes 
in the form of an animated piece created 
by a survivor who was just a boy on that 
fateful day in August 1945. (The animator 
lived because he was picking up a rock off 
the ground just as the blast occurred.) On 
its face, the last film initially seems out 
of place in the context of the other three 
films. Its focal point - a now-forgotten radio 
programmer and writer named Norman 
Corwin, who was a household name dur- 
ing World War II - seems almost trivial 
compared to the casualties of war depicted 
in the other short documentaries. But as 
you listen to the muscular, Whitmanesque 
poetry that Corwin broadcasted for the 
masses and appreciate the thinking-man’s 
patriotism he advocated, you realize that 
the sentiments he expressed about the 
lessons that humankind must learn about 
the senselessness of war are as universal 
now as they were then and shall forever 
be. It’s no wonder that this subtle but pow- 
erful fourth entry in the Oscar race took 
the golden boy home. “A Note of Triumph: 
The Golden Age of Norman Corwin” is a tri- 
umph indeed, on every level. (Screens April 
10 and April 15-17 only.) - Steve Davis

Are you sitting down? You should be, 
for here we have a real surprise: a gay 
couples’ relationship movie with a lovely 
supporting cast, considerable insight into 
the trouble thirtysomethings have staying 
together, and absolutely no coming-out 
agony. It’s the most honest, refreshing 
comedy about love - gay, straight, or both 

- I’ve seen in many moons, and at the 
end everyone’s problems are solved by a 
country & western dance battle with drag 
doyenne Jackie Beat on the mic. Right on. 
Adam (Chester) is an awkward Long Island 
goth - “Rex Havoc,” he calls himself - 
when he meets Steve (Gets) at Danceteria 
in 1987. The attraction is instant, and 
before the night is through Adam is hoover- 
ing up Steve’s coke and pawing his body- 
glittered pecs. But there’s an embarrassing 
accident - let’s just leave it at that - and 
they don’t meet again for 17 years. When 
they do, can they make it work - older, 
wiser, and sober? They’ll meet the par- 
ents, which brings in Dillon and Hagerty 

- wonderful comic actresses who’ve been 
abandoned to sheer crap (think: Freddy Got 
Fingered) since they’re over 50, but this 
small, independent production with heart 
appreciates them. Some of the jokes are 
awfully lowbrow, but the movie is warm and 
relaxed, never mean-spirited, so it doesn’t 
hurt to laugh at its characters’ humiliat- 
ing missteps en route to true love. (Or as 
Adam defines it, “OK sex with the same 
person on a regular basis.”) Its goofy but 
good-hearted tone recalls 1997’s Kiss 

Me, Guido, a crossover cult hit co-starring 
Chester in the plum part of bitchy best 
friend. (Here, Posey fits the bitchy-best- 
friend bill beautifully.) Because he’s been 
knocking around with Christine Vachon for 
ages, Chester is more assured in front of 
the camera than behind it, but his writing 
and directing debut is still a breezy lark 
with date-movie potential for all occasions 
and persuasions. - Marrit Ingman

BATTLE IN HEAVEN 

D: Carlos Reygadas; with Marcos Hernandez , 
Anapola Mushkadiz, Bertha Ruiz , David Bornstien, 
Rosalinda Ramirez. (NR, 98 min., subtitled) 

Battle in Heaven, Mexican filmmaker 
Carlos Reygadas’ follow-up to his impres- 
sive debut film Japon, was a hotly debated 
film at Cannes and Sundance, where it 
premiered prior to its U.S. release. All 
sides agree that Reygadas is brimming with 
technical ability and an artful sensibility. 

His movies seem drenched in a brutal real- 
ism that conveys an honest sense of con- 
temporary Mexico. And whether or not you 
like Battle in Heaven, the film hits enough 
buttons to make you curious about what 
the director will do next. The film’s pallid 
emotional tone, which is in sync with the 
constancy of the dull gray sky overhead, 
can make it a hard story to embrace. I find 
it to be provocative without being especially 
meaningful: There are moments of raw 
power but what they ultimately indicate is 
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beyond me. There are also sequences of 
graphically hardcore sexual acts - in fact 
the film opens with a long, discomfiting 
shot of a joyless act of fellatio. Hernandez 
plays Marcos, a chauffeur for a general, 
who ferries around the commander’s young 
daughter Ana (Mushkadiz). He’s the only 
one who knows this daughter of the elite’s 
secret activity: working in a brothel, not 
for money but more likely the debasement 
it provides. Marcos also has frequent sex 
with her and one day offers the information 
that he and his wife have kidnapped a baby 
that subsequently died and he now doesn’t 
know what to do. Ana advises him to turn 
himself in to the police, but he instead 
turns to a higher power - God. That’s about 
it as far as plot, except for Marcos’ daily 
supervision at the police compound of the 
ritual raising and lowering of the Mexican 
flag - something that seems to go up and 
down as perfunctorily as his penis. Scenes 
are drained of drama, psychology, and, ulti- 
mately, import. The actors are all nonpro- 
fessionals, so in some measure the film’s 
poor definition may be blamed on them. 
However, this is really Reygadas’ show 
all the way. And what he’s delivered is a 
sad, tawdry picture in which all hope for 
salvation lies with God. (Screens Monday- 
Thursday only.) - Marjorie Baumgarten

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with its bewitching young girls passing for 
femmes fatales and its lunkhead teen bul- 
lies filling in for professional mob muscle. 
There are drugs, and a kingpin, and an 
intrepid young hero cherchezing his mysteri- 
ously errant femme. Brick has a lot in com- 
mon with noir outings of recent decades 
that have introduced modern elements like 
color or genre collisions to breathe new 
life into the form. Yet no matter how stellar 
Johnson’s re-creation of the noir universe 
is, Brick nevertheless retains a strong 
whiff of the artificial. It comes across as 
more of an exercise than an emotionally 
invested drama. The movie’s not quite into 
Bugsy Malone territory - in which tots are 
trumped up as substitutes for all the adults 
in a crime movie and the result proves just 
plain bizarre - Brick quite successfully pulls 
off its sleight of hand, but in the end the 
pieces don’t fully mesh into a believable 
whole. The staccato clip of the dialogue 
and the dated slang, although a good 
mimicry of Hammett’s style, seem out of 
place in the otherwise contemporary milieu 
of suburban high school. And just about 
the only adult we see in the entire movie 
is the assistant principal, who is played by 
Richard Roundtree - the original Shaft - in 
another tip of the hat to the detectives of 
yore. Keeping the dialogue and doomed noir 
atmosphere afloat are the terrific central 
performances by Gordon-Levitt and Haas. 
Gordon-Levitt already proved in last year’s 
Mysterious Skin his captivating command 
as a dramatic actor; with Brick he further 
demonstrates his remarkable dexterity and 
range. As the head of the local drug cartel, 
the Austin-raised Haas is a fearsome men- 
ace and fearlessly loathsome. Both actors 
undeniably deliver the goods. Although 
it’s not The Big Sleep, Brick is hardly a 
snooze. (See interview with Rian Johnson 
at austinchronicle.com/issues/dispatch/2005- 
10-21/screens_feature.html, conducted when 
Brick screened last fall during the Austin 
Film Festival.)

It’s hard to know how to react to 
Willmott’s scathingly satirical, often hor- 
rific mockumentary. Purportedly made by a 
BBC-like outfit (and preceded by a notice 
that marks it as a “foreign” production 
that may not be suitable for all viewers), 
it takes place in an alternate reality where 
the “Northern War of Aggression” against 
the Confederate States of America was ulti- 
mately lost, thanks in large part to a handy 
assist from the French and English and 
the disastrous Union routing at Antietam. 
Willmott’s film goes for the blackest of 
humors during its fake commercial spots, 
which advertise such popular products as 
Sambo Brand Motor Oil, Darkie Shine Tooth 
Polish, and a restaurant chain for whites 
predicated on those old Southern favor- 
ites of collard greens and fried chicken. 

(The real horror kicks at the end of the 
film, when Willmott reveals that these 
ghastly joke products, were, in fact, the 
real deal not so long ago. Anyone over the 
age of 30 and not a Dukes of Hazard fan 
surely recalls the phenomenally success- 
ful restaurant chain Sambo’s, and if you 
don’t, you really should take a moment 
to wonder why you don’t.) Presented by

and so through much of the film, Nicky is 
hopping into one slowly moving cab after 
another as he goes about town visiting his 
girlfriend (Neuwirth) and father (Aldredge), 
and having impromptu encounters with 
his daughter (Graynor), old friend Elliott 
(Dunne), and soon-to-be ex-wife (O’Hara). As 
a lifelong Sox fan, Nicky knows something 
is bound to go wrong - not only with the 
game but with his play too, and it’s most 
likely to be delivered in the form of the 
notorious new theatre critic in town, Steven 
Schwimmer (Downey Jr.). With elements this 
good, it’s therefore surprising that Game 6 
is as flat as it is. Surely, De Lillo has never 
had a better interpreter of his language 
than Keaton, who dips into the author’s 
words like they were his own. The cast is 
terrific, with special kudos for Downey Jr. 
and Dunne, who create intriguing characters 
from a bundle of quirks. Yet there is no get- 
ting around the sketchiness of the support- 
ing characters, and the women of the story 
fare less well (although Neuwirth’s bedroom 
scene in garters and lace is sure to leave 
a lasting impression). Director Hoffman 
(i Restoration , One Fine Day) brings little to 
the table in terms of style and loses control 
of events in the tumultuous third act. The 
band Yo La Tengo is on board for musi- 
cal contributions that are heard mostly as 
transitional, mood-setting electronic drones. 
At its best, Game 6 captures the mood of 
New York in the way a Spike Lee movie like 
Summer of Sam does or Abel Ferrara’s Bad 
Lieutenant - which unraveled to the back- 
drop of a different World Series played over 
the radio - does. Game 6 is ultimately a 
curious dud, although it makes us anxiously 
await De Lillo’s next time at bat.

LUCKY NUMBER SLEVIN

This fun but ultimately disappointing 
mistaken-identity thriller has style galore, 
which may actually be the crux of its prob- 
lem. A clever script by Jason Smilovic and 
a terrific cast keep this vehicle moving at 
a quick pace that remains a step ahead 
of the viewer all the way through to its 
final kicker at the end. It all adds up, but 
you may feel yourself snookered by the 
old Kansas City Shuffle, a criminal maneu- 
ver designed to distract attention that’s 
explained at the beginning of the film by 
Mr. Goodkat (Willis), a hitman shown to be 
working both sides of the fence. Everything 
about Lucky Number Slevin, especially the 
production design, is calculated to keep us 
unbalanced, from the loudly patterned wall- 
papers and flooring designs to the argyle 
sweater worn by Slevin (Hartnett) - who, in 
another move to perhaps keep us off-guard, 
wears nothing but a towel through a major 
chunk of the film. The script brings up ref- 
erences to Hitchcock’s North by Northwest 
and James Bond films, and even the 
casting of Willis and Liu, who have been 
strongly associated with previous Tarantino 
films, contributes to this film’s active over- 
statement of the company it wishes to 
keep. Still, the script is deft and abetted 
by some terrific dialogue. The film reunites 
Hartnett with director McGuigan (Acid 
Flouse), with whom he made Wicker Park. 


As the man mistaken for another, Hartnett 
as Slevin is full of smart-alecky comebacks, 
an attitude that seems to make him the 
equal of the heavyweight actors the char- 
acter confronts. In an almost comic-book 
fashion, Freeman and Kingsley play rival 
crime kingpins - the Boss and the Rabbi 
- who live in New York City penthouses 
directly across from each other. Each actor 
sinks into his outlandish role (and set 
design), and the result is definitely colorful, 
although a tad hammy. (Sorry, Rabbi.) Liu, 
however, gets to try something different 
here, as the plucky girl next door who plays 
amateur sleuth and, for once, gets to do 
a big love scene. Danny Aiello and Robert 
Forster (another Tarantino association) also 
turn up in tiny roles that further serve to 
distract attention from the real business at 
hand. Lucky Number Slevin is a busy piece 
of work whose seductive convolutions get 
overshadowed by its overinsisting need to 
prove itself worthy. - Marjorie Baumgarten

James Gunn knows what makes horror 
fans howl - both in delighted repulsion 
and, just as important, with the sublime 
in-crowd, fanboy glee that only comes when 
the director in question clearly loves pok- 


ing the collective gag reflex just as much 
as gorehounds dig the real deal - squishy, 
brain-bursting, outer-space slugs and all. 
Anyone can make a bad horror comedy, 
but Gunn, the screenwriter of the vastly 
underrated remake of George A. Romero’s 
seminal gutbuster-cum-social critique Dawn 
of the Dead, is not only an honest and 
heartfelt fan of horror films but also one 
heck of a writer: Gag all you need to while 
taking in this smart, ghastly, and often 
disarmingly hilarious homage to everything 
from Romero’s herky-jerky undead to Stuart 
Gordon’s moister moments in Re-Animator 
and From Beyond (not to mention Brian 
Yuzna’s adroit skewering of Republican fam- 
ily values in the little-seen 1989 nightmare- 
cum-satire Society), but by the time the final 
credits roll, damned if you’re not downright 
upbeat about the whole alien invasion situ- 
ation on screen. It sure beats reality at this 
particular moment, as finer genre offerings 
so often do. When alien grubworms invade 
a sleepy backwater burg in the great state 
of - where else? - Texas, it’s up to former 
Fienry: Portrait of a Serial Killer luminary 
Rooker (as a guy who obviously never saw 
The Blob) to play host to the squirmy out- 
of-towners (literally). Rooker has terrific fun 
with the role of the doomed husband who 
just wants to be loved by his wife (Banks) 
even after he begins to resemble H.P 
Lovecraft’s inner child. Slither has a breezy, 
unforced, and entirely welcome sense of 
humor, which only makes all those lovingly 
rendered shotgun blasts to the heads of the 
newly deceased locals all the more horrific. 
Gunn penned the screenplay as well, and 
it’s a gooey, kooky, and altogether ooky blast 
from start to finish, crisply shot and wittier 
than anything his former Troma Films boss 
Lloyd Kaufman’s done in years. Of course, 
Slither isn’t for everyone, but if you’ve a yen 
for gallons of grue and a smart, sassy story 
to boot, you couldn’t do better than Gunn’s 
hellishly fun horror show.

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TAKE THE LEAD 

D: Liz Friedlander; with Antonio Banderas , Rob 
Brown , Yaya DaCosta, Danta Basco r John Ortiz , 
Alfre Woodward. (PG-13, 108 min.) 

There’s nothing particularly revelatory 
about Take the Lead, which mines the 
battle-tested Hollywood chestnut of urban 
youth who find salvation, inspiration, and, 
in this case at least, more than a little 
perspiration from the most unlikely of 
sources, an adult who actually gives a 
damn. This time out, it’s former guitar- 
slinging desperado and spy dad Banderas, 
whose character here, the suave ballroom 
dance instructor Pierre Dulaine, is based 
on an actual person, which adds a layer of 
compelling grittiness to the already gritty 
proceedings. It’s Banderas’ film all the 
way, of course: He’s one of those genuinely 
gifted, glowing actors who can nevertheless 
hold your attention through sheer onscreen 
charisma. As Dulaine, Banderas volunteers 
to teach the proverbial wo rst-of-th e-worst 
at a decrepit public high school in New 


York City the finer points of working the 
dance floor. To no one’s surprise, his inad- 
vertent coupling of the foxtrot and bossa 
nova with the phat beats of puckish teen 
DJ Ramos (Basco) ends up saving the day 
and making the local cotillion crowd look 
positively staid by comparison. Is there the 
requisite battle-dance capping the third 
act? Yes, indeed, but it’s difficult to fault 
such a warm, bouncy, and, yes, occasion- 
ally funky genre stalwart such as this for 
being exactly what you’d expect. I’ll give 
it my best shot, though. Oddly, Banderas’ 
character suaves his way through director 
Friedlander’s smooth-as-silk film without 
so much as a single love interest, which 
makes you wonder what he does in his 
down time, or if he even has any, what 
with rescuing the youth of America from 
themselves and so forth. Banderas working 
solo is a stretch, to be sure, but he pulls 
it off with strutty aplomb, whipping his ini- 
tially reluctant wards (who, to their eternal 
detriment, begin by dissing Gershwin) into 


a hybrid, multiracial band of brothers (and 
sisters) who reroute their hip-hop style and 
bad attitudes into something resembling 
Breakin’ 3, minus Boogaloo Shrimp. Take 
the Lead offers few if any surprises to any- 
one who’s seen either the aforementioned 
Breakin', Beat Street, or, most obvious 
of all, Dangerous Minds. That said, I can 
think of far worse ways to introduce your 
offspring to the glory of the ballroom, back- 
beat or no. - Marc Savlov

Scene-stealer Scrat (voiced by 
the original’s director, Chris Wedge) returns, too, 
as a half-squirrel/half-rat concoction forever foiled 
in his bid to reclaim an acorn, and once again, his 
bit part is the best thing going on here. The voice 
work is still tops, and a Busby Berkeley homage is 
a fun distraction, but neither dampens the feeling 
that this is an exercise in the superfluous. Still, 
much of the original film’s geniality - and all of 
its pro-environment stumping - has gone missing. 
What we have instead is a watered-down likeness 
that curiously turns disaster flickish in its too-scary 
third act.

With a cast like this it’s difficult to go wrong, 
and, indeed, Lee has created a truly original film 
from various shopworn genre cliche, chief among 
them, the New York City bank heist/hostage 
standoff gone awry. As with all of Lee’s films, 
there’s much more going on beneath the surface 
than is immediately apparent. Inside Man takes 
pointed and well-deserved jabs at everything from 
post-9/11 treatment of nonwhites to, ultimately, a 
scheming cabal of backlogged evils. Screenwriter 
Russell Gewirtz’s cunning, tight script doles out 
droplets of information at a painfully slow rate, 
which only increases the tension. In the midst of 
all the bank-heist hullabaloo, Lee does an amazing 
(but very Lee-like) thing: He comments, through var- 
ious hostage characters, all well-delineated despite 
their minimal screen time, the very essence of 
the city post-9/11: Its culture-clashing, turbaned- 
and-yarmulkaed, unmelted stew of immigrants and 
naturals remain inextricably mixed within the great 
melting pot.

On the heels of last year’s 
The Great Destroyer (Sub Pop), 

Low frontman Alan Sparhawk 
canceled tour dates due to “men- 
tal instability,” a condition he 
detailed in a confessional letter 
on the band’s message board. 

Since 1994, the Duluth trio - 
including Sparhawk’s wife/drum- 
mer Mimi Parker and new bass- 
ist Matt Livingston (taking over 
for Zak Sally) - have crafted 
slow-burning, patience-testing 
albums, but with The Great 
Destroyer, they reinvented, creat- 
ing something close to an actual 
rock album. And a-rocking they will go, with Sparhawk in tow. 
Fellow Minnesotans the Keepaways open. - Audra Schroeder 


HOGG AUDITORIUM, THURSDAY 13 

Possessing a Tinariwen cassette used to be illegal in Mali, 
the band’s West African country of origin. 

"The Malian government doesn’t give us any problems 
right now,” declares Tinariwen’s singer/guitarist Abdallah Ag 
Alhousseyni. “They still don’t help us, but at least they don’t 
bother us.” 

Why would a country renowned for its musical culture like 
Mali ban the stark sounds of nomadic Berber tribesmen from 
the Sahara? Formed by rebels in 1982, Tinariwen (teen-AH- 
ree-when) sings about the dispossessed, how the violence of 
colonialism and its bastard child, nationalism, affect traditional 
life. Its songs were secretly passed around on cassette until 
2000, when their electric guitar-driven debut, The Radio Tisdas 
Sessions, hit like a sandstorm. 

The title of its successful follow-up, 2004’s Amassakoul 
- which Alhousseyni describes as “a much more careful piece 
of work” - translates as “traveler.” Fitting for a band that’s 
taken provincial music literally around the world. What’s more, 
Tinariwen draws international audiences to a remote part of the 
Sahara for Le Festival au Desert. Why hold a music festival in a 
place so secluded that portable generators are needed? 


“The Festival is like a window in what was before a blank 
wall,” says Alhousseyni. “It brings people to a region. ... They 
all live together in the same place with no problems. So it’s a 
symbol of peace, of live and let live. Ignorance is such a huge 
contributor to conflict and war.” 

It works: Tinariwen’s message has won over Damon Albarn, 
Taj Mahal, Manu Chao, Patti Smith, and Robert Plant. “People 
may not understand our lyrics,” explains Alhousseyni, “but 
rhythm, melody, and feel can already say a lot.” 

That’s putting it mildly, as their call-and-response choruses, 
pentatonic meltdowns, and serpentine rhythms possess the 
power of Mother Africa herself. Or, as Alhousseyni says of the 
band’s musical tastes: “We all love the blues.” Call 471-1444, 
or visit www.utpac.org.

Q. I keep getting hyped-up ads in my mailbox for 
Proxenol, claiming to make me look and feel much 
younger. Usually I throw such stuff out right away, 
but this sure sounds tempting. Is there anything to 
the claims? 

A. Proxenol is the brand name of an herbal tab- 
let that is mosdy an extract of the Polynesian plant 
morinda citrifolia, or noni fruit, combined with an 
enzyme known as protease and some homeopathic 
ingredients. Noni is usually sold as juice, but it has 
an inherently strong taste that is disagreeable to 
many. The maker of Proxenol now makes another 
tablet he calls Proxecine, with less noni extract and 
more of the secret ingredients that show up on the 
label as a “proprietary blend.” 

The noni fruit has been used by many Polynesian 
cultures for centuries in the treatment of a wide 
variety of illnesses. Recently the juice from the 
noni plant has been aggressively marketed in the 
United States for the treatment of some of our 
most dreaded diseases including Hiy cancer, 
diabetes, rheumatism, arthritis, high blood pres- 
sure, high cholesterol, migraine headaches, pso- 
riasis, allergies, heart rhythm abnormality, chronic 
inflammation, depression, and hemorrhoids. The 
claims of benefits are largely based upon tradi- 
tional Polynesian uses, since rigorous human and 
animal studies are just getting under way Many of 
the companies that sell noni have been in trouble 
with the Food and Drug Administation over the 
years for making unsubstantiated claims about its 
health benefits, and although there are indications 
of some positive effects, a good bit more research 
is needed before we can be sure that its benefits 
outweigh any risks. 

For some years after its introduction in the 
1990s there was no hint of toxicity in noni juice, 
but in 2005 there were two published reports 
indicating potential problems. One report point- 
ed out that noni juice is very high in potassium, 
so people with severe kidney problems who are 
using certain diuretics should avoid it as well as 
other high potassium foods. The second report 
told of a 29-year-old man with a history of 
hepatitis who developed liver failure after drink- 
ing noni juice and required a liver transplant. 
It was not certain that noni was the root cause 
of the liver failure, but a possible mechanism 
for liver damage from noni was described, and 
the authors felt that the possibility of serious 
liver problems from noni should be known. 

It is very likely that substances in noni known 
as anthraquinones, powerful antioxidants, are 
beneficial. Although the mechanism is still 
unknown, animal experiments indicate that 
noni juice may reduce the growth rate of newly 
developing capillaries. Cancer cells amplify this 
process, known as angiogenesis, in the early 
stages of their development, which has led to the 
claims that noni prevents cancer. 

Research described on WebMD on March 2, 
tells of 106 smokers who drank 1 to 4 ozs. of 
a mixture of noni juice, blueberry juice, and 
grape juice every day for a month. Their blood 
cholesterol levels dropped from 235 mg/dL to 
190 mg/dL, and their triglycerides dropped 
from 242 mg/dL to 195 mg/dL. In a control 
group of 26 people drinking a mixture without 
noni juice, the cholesterol and triglyceride lev- 
els did not change significantly. The study was 
financed by one of the largest distributors of 
noni, so these results need to be confirmed by 
independent laboratories.

TAX RETURN - CAN I 
GET AN EXTENSION? 

I’ve heard that I can ask the IRS for an extension if I 
can’t submit my tax return by April 15. Is that right? 

Need more time to put together all the paper- 
work necessary to submit your federal 2005 tax 
return? If yes, you may still be in luck. The IRS 
allows individuals to request an extension of time 
in order to file their 2005 tax return. 

Someone interested in an extension may con- 
sider submitting Form 4868, which is called the 
Application for Automatic Extension of Time to File 
U.S. Individual Income Tax Return. By submitting 
Form 4868, the person may be able to obtain an 
automatic six-month extension. The extension is 
generally four months for someone considered to 
be “out of the country.” 

One important thing to remember is that obtaining 
an extension of time to file a tax return is not an exten- 
sion of time to pay. Someone who requests the exten- 
sion must still make an accurate estimate of their tax 
for 2005 and send any necessary payment with Form 
4868. Someone who cannot pay the full amount due 
with Form 4868 may still get the extension, although 
they will owe interest on the unpaid amount. 

Form 4868 must be filed before the normal April 
15 deadline. Once Form 4868 is filed, the person 
can file the completed tax return any time during 
the extension period. Form 4868 used to provide 
only a four-month extension period, and people 
seeking additional time were forced to request an 
additional extension by writing a letter to the IRS 
or by filing Form 2688 (Application for Additional 
Extension of Time to File). The IRS recently altered 
its policy to allow Form 4868 to grant up to a six- 
month extension. 

Keep in mind that whether an extension is 
advisable is an individual decision that is unique 
to each person. While it’s good to know that the 
option exists, you should talk with an attorney or 
accountant to determine how the extension may 
affect your situation.
